RECEPTION OF DISTINGUISHED VISITORS. 


The R. E. Grand Commander announced that, as 
there were in waiting in the anteroom distinguished 
Fraters from sister jurisdictions, he would appoint as 
a committee, to retire, under escort, to introduce them 
into Grand Commandery, Past Grand Commanders 
George H. Burnham, John P. Sanborn, Edward L.

Sir Rev. George L. Perin, Grand Prelate, after 
which the R. E. Grand Commander declared the 
Grand Commandery of Knights Templars of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island duly opened, and ready 
for the dispatch of business.

SEMI-ANNUAL ADDRESS OF THE R. E. GRAND 
CCMMANDER. 


To the Officers and Members of the Grand Commandery of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island. 


Remembering the many mercies vouchsafed us by the 
“Great Giver of all gifts,’ and acknowledging our dependence 
on Him, I bid you a most hearty welcome to this One-Hundredth 
Semi-Annual Conclave. ; 

Our minds go out in retrospect as we pass this century mark 
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in the history of our Grand Commandery. The advance of the 
century in things that add to man’s material well-being has 
indeed ‘been wonderful, and in this the growth and prosperity 
of our Order appear to have kept pace; but when we attempt 
to measure results achieved by the Templar Order in the moral 
uplift of man, which is the great underlying object of Masonic 
Templary, we are not so sure. In this last have we kept pace 
with the mighty strides of the century? Has the Institution 
borne fruit commensurate with the designs of its founders? 
Our lines run parallel with all other institutions of society 
which strive for man’s moral upbuilding, hence we have results 
in the aggregate rather than specific. 

That we have labored for the right and kept the Faith there 
can be no doubt, therefore we may feel that the past is secure, 
the future bright with promise, if we stand by the ever-living 
principles of Templarism. 

With this thought let us turn our faces towards duty, and be 
guided by the “Everlasting Light.” We are called together 
to review the official doings of the first half of this Templar 
year, to take counsel upon such matters as concern the welfare 
of our Order in this jurisdiction, and to cultivate the spirit 
of fraternal good-fellowship. 

The conditions throughout this Grand Jurisdiction are very 
gratifying, the utmost harmony prevails, and prosperity is 
attendant upon each individual Commandery of our allegiance. 
The celebration of the one-hundredth anniversary of the organ- 
ization of this Grand Commandery, in May last, has, in my 
opinion, caused a great awakening among the Templars of the 
jurisdiction. While the street pageant was inspiring, the 
great moral uplift of the occasion was the historical review of 
a century of Templarism. : 

The fact that so bright a page in the history of our valiant 
and magnanimous Order, has been written and turned, showing 
us that to live well is the whole duty of man, and that honest 
effort has its reward, has given new inspiration to those who 
were already zealous in the cause of Templary, has given them 
high resolve to make a yet brighter page of history for this 
twentieth century, making this Institution in practice what it is 
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in name, and its entire membership promotors of the doctrine 
of “Peace on earth, good will towards men.” 

While our official ranks have remained unbroken, not so our 
membership: 


NECROLOGY. 


On December 2, Em. Sir Cuartes Ruopes Dennis, Past 
Commander of Calvary Commandery, after a brief illness, died 
at the Parade Street Hospital in Providence, R. I. 

Em. Sir Dennis was born in Providence in 1829, and was the 
son of Capt. John R. Dennis. He received his education in the 
public schools of the city, and during his earlier years was for 
a long time identified with the Adams Express Company. 

At the outbreak of the Civil War he enlisted in Company D, 
First Regiment, Rhode Island Detached Militia, being mustered 
in on May 2, 1861, as Ensign, and serving with the regiment 
for three months. His most conspicuous military service, 
however, was for the State in the militia, in which he took an 
enthusiastic interest. In 1873 he was commissioned as Quarter- 
master-General of the Brigade, and for twenty-five years 
uninterruptedly continued in charge of the office, enjoying an 
extensive popularity among officers and men alike. He was 
also at one time Colonel of the First Light Infantry Regiment, 
and at the time of his death was a member of the commission 
in charge of the erection of the new State Armory in Providence. 

The Masonic record of Em. Sir Dennis is as follows: Raised 
in What Cheer Lodge, No. 21, A. F. & ‘A. M., of Providence, 
June 22, 1858, and admitted to membership August 3, 1858. 
He was appointed Grand Marshal of the Grand Lodge of Rhode 
Island May 16, 1887, and re-appointed in 1888, 1889, 1890, and 
1891. He was exalted in Providence Royal Arch Chapter, No. 
1, November 14, 1858. He was Knighted in St. Johns Com- 
mandery, No. 1, December 3, 1858, demitted from St. Johns 
December 3, 1860, to become a charter member of Calvary 
Commandery, No. 13, and was Em. Commander in 1867 and 
1868. Gen. Dennis was distinguished among his Fraters for 
that genial and lovable comradeship which is so attractive to 
men, and for his loyalty to the principles of our Order. His 
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memory will live and the influence of his gentle, unpretentious 
life will remain as a blessing to all those whose good fortune 
it was to know him. 


Em. Sir James Lang Harrman, Past Commander of Trinity 
Commandery, No. 32, of Hudson, Mass., died December 28, 
1905. 

Em. Sir Harriman was born in Peacham, Vt., May 11, 1833. 
He graduated from the medical department of Bowdoin College 
in 1857, was assistant surgeon in the 13th Mass. Regiment in 
1862. He began the practice of medicine in Hudson, Mass., in 
1865, and continued practice in the same place up to the time 
of his death. Em. Sir Harriman was a man much respected 
in his adopted town of Hudson, and held many positions of 
honor and trust. Served on the school board of the town for 
thirty-eight consecutive years; was director of the Hudson 
National Bank and trustee of the Hudson Savings Bank, and 
represented the town in the General Court of Massachusetts in 
1870. He was a member of the Grand Army of the Republic 
and of the Massachusetts Medical Society. 

His Masonic record is as follows: 

Raised in Burns Lodge, A. F. & A. M., Littleton, N. H., 
December 27, 1860; became a member of Doric Lodge, A. F. & 
A. M., of Hudson, Mass., June 5, 1865, and was Worshipful 
Master from 1867 to 1870, and District Deputy Grand Master 
of the 21st Masonic District from 1874 to 1877; exalted in 
Houghton Royal Arch Chapter, of Marlboro, Mass., April 7, 
1871; Knighted in Trinity Commandery, No. 32, Hudson, 
Mass., September 26, 1871, and was its Em. Commander from 
1874 to 1877. , 


Em. Sir Cuartes Morr Avery, Past Commander of 
Palestine Commandery, No. 10, of Chelsea, Mass., died January 
22. Sir Knight Avery was born in South Wolfboro, N. He 
February 12, 1832. At about the age of twenty-one he re- 
moved to Chelsea, Mass., where he continued to reside during 
the remainder of his life. He was engaged in business as a 
decorator and stood very high in his calling, having done much 
notable work in Boston and vicinity. 
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Sir Knight Avery’s record attests his devotion to the Masonic 
institution in all its branches. 

He was raised in Star of Bethlehem Lodge, Chelsea, January 
30, 1856; demitted September 16, 1857, to become a charter 
member of Joseph Warren Lodge, Boston, serving in that Lodge 
in many offices; he was Master from 1865 to 1867. He was 
appointed Grand Lecturer of the Most Worshipful Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts in 1872, and held the office to 1903, 
a term of twenty-two years, with the exception of the year 
1883, when he was elected and served in the office of Senior 
Grand Warden. Exalted in Shekinah, Royal Arch Chapter, 
Chelsea, February 20, 1857. He served in the various offices 
of the Chapter, and was High Priest from 1866 to 1869. He 
was a charter member of Naphtali Council R. & S., Masters and 
Thrice Illustrious Master from 1870 to 1872, and again in 1878 
and 1879; was Grand Principal Conduetor of the Work in the 
Grand Council of Massachusetts in 1874 and 1875. 

He received the Orders of Knighthood in Palestine Command- 
ery, No. 10, February 20, 1860, and was Em. Commander 1862 
to 1865. He held the position of Grand Lecturer in this Grand 
Commandery from 1871 to 1881, a term of ten years. 


"Em. Sir Arpert C. Toompson, Past Commander of Bay 
State Commandery, of Brockton, Mass., was born December 
19, 1843, and died in Brockton, Mass., February 5, 1906. 

Sir Knight Thompson was a man of much prominence in the 
city of Brockton, deeply interested in every good work which 
would benefit his fellowmen, and known as the friend of the 
suffering and needy. He served his city in the common council 
and board of aldermen and also in the Massachusetts legis- 
lature. We have not the full data of Sir Knight Thompson’s 
Masonic life, but may presume that in early life be become 
interested in the Masonic institution, as he became Master of 
Paul Revere Lodge in 1875, High Priest of Satucket Royal 
Arch Chapter in 1880, and Thrice Illustrious Master of Brockton 
Council R. & S. Masters, in 1885. In Scottish Rite Masonry 
he had attained the 32d degree. He was Knighted in Bay 
State Commandery, No. 38, December 29, 1873, and was Em. 
Commander in 1885-1886. 
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Em. Sir Jerrmran Tiykuam Ricumonp, a Past Commander 
of Old Colony Commandery, No. 15, died at his home in Abing- 
ton, Mass, February 20, 1906. 

Em. Sir Knight Richmond was born in East Taunton, Mass., 
March 24, 1829, where he was reared in farming pursuits and 
continued in this line until about 1864, when he removed to 
Abington, Mass., and became engaged in the manufacture of 
machinery for shoe making purposes. In this business he 
continued for twenty years, retiring in 1883, since which time 
he lived retired from active business life. Sir Knight Rich- 
mond’s business ability and sterling integrity were recognized 
and appreciated by his fellow townsmen, as evidenced by the 
facts that he represented the towns of Abington and Whitman 
for two years in the State legislature, was a member of the 
school committee for many years, a trustee and auditor of 
the Abington Savings Bank, and a director in the Rockland & 
Abington Electric Light and Power Company. Sir Knight 
Richmond was also much interested in Church and Sunday- 
school work in his adopted town of Abington. His Masonic 
record is as follows: 

Raised in John Cutler Lodge, A. F. & A. M., Abington, Mass., 
March 22, 1869; exalted in Pilgrim Royal Arch Chapter Septem- 
ber 8, 1869, and subsequently was High Priest of that Chapter 
for one or more years; received in Abington Council, R. & S. 
M., December 27, 1869; Knighted in Old Colony Commandery, 
No. 15, August 2, 1869, and was installed Em. Commander 
September 16, 1889, serving three years in that office. 


Em. Sir Davin D. Hopczs, Past Commander of St. Omer 
Commandery / No. 21, died April 14, 1906. 

Sir Knight Hodges was Knighted in St. Omer Commandery 
February 17, 1879. He served in the various officers of the 
Commandery, and was Eminent Commander in 1890 and 1891. 


Em. Sir Perer Suarpr Barney, Past Commander of Spring- 
field Commandery, No. 6, died at his home in Springfield, May 
16, 1906. Em. Sir Bailey was born in New York City on May 
31, 1841. He received his education in the Brooklyn schools 
and the high school in New Britain, Conn. 
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In 1858 he came to the Agawam Bank, of Springfield, Mass., 
as clerk and bookkeeper, and there remained until the breaking 
out of the Civil War, when he enlisted, on September 26, 1861, 

- in the 27th Regiment of Massachusetts Infantry, being com- 
missioned Ist Lieutenant of Co. G. From Annapolis, where 
the regiment was sent, Lieut. Bailey went with the Burnside 
expedition to Roanoke Island and’ then to Newbern, N. C., 
where he remained until the latter part of 1863. He was in 
all the battles with this regiment, and was wounded at Cold 
Harbor. In 1862 he was promoted to a captaincy. He was 
mustered out at Beaufort, N. C., in March, 1865, and then 
returned to his old position in the Agawam Bank, where he 
was soon successively promoted to the positions of teller and 
assistant cashier. In 1871 he was made treasurer of the 
Hampden Savings Bank, which position he held to the time of 
his death. In consequence of his war record Sir Knight Bailey 
was a member of the Loyal Legion, and he was also a charter 
member of Wilcox Post, G. A. R. ’ 

Sir Knight Bailey’s Masonic record is as follows: 

Raised in Hampden Lodge, A. F. & A. M., March 24, 1863, 
and in 1867 was elected Secretary of the Lodge and served ‘in 
that office five years, being elected an honorary member on his 
retirement; exalted in Morning Star R. A. C., December 27, 
1867; Knighted in Springfield Commandery, No. 6, in 1868 
he served in many positions, and in 1874 was elected Eminent 
Commander, holding that office three years.

September 22, 1905, aged 68 years. 


Sir Narwanie, Mycuz Hunrer, a Past Grand 
ee of the Grand Commandery of Texas, died at 
Palestine, Texas, October 2, 1905, aged 66 years. 


r Sir James Dopcr Guen, Past Grand Captain General of the 
Commandery of North Carolina, died at Raleigh, N. C., October 
18, 1905, aged 53 years. ' 


Very Em. Sir ALbert M. Brancu, Past Deputy Grand Com- 
mander of the Grand Commandery of Colorado, died at Denver, 
Col., December 6, 1905, aged 50 years. 


Sir Anprew T. Brow, Grand Captain of the Guards of the 
Grand Commandery of Michigan, died at Flint, Mich., Decem- 
ber 15, 1905, aged 75 years. 


Rt. Em. Sir B. Frank Brenneman, a Past Grand Commander 
of the Grand Commandery of Pennsylvania, died at Lancaster, 
Pa., December 31, 1905, aged 68 years. 


Rt. Em. Brenron Danien Bascock, Past Grand) Com- 
mander of the Grand Commandery of Ohio, died January 10, 
1906, at Cleveland, Ohio, aged 75 years. 

Rt. Em. Sir Marry Henry Sarre, Past Grand Commander 


of the Grand Commandery of Kentucky, died at Suffield, Conn., 
January 31, 1906, aged 73 years. 


Rt. Em. Sir Aen M. Davauprry, Past Grand Commander 
of the Grand Commandery of Iowa, died December 17, 1905, at 
Minneapolis, Minn., aged 71 years. 

Very Em. and Rev. Sir Davin Burnuam Tracy, Past Deputy 
Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of Michigan, died 
at Detroit, Michigan, February 19, 1906, aged 77 years. 


Rt. Em. Jutrus Brioweit Brssevt, Past Grand Commander 
of the Grand Commandery of Colorado, died March 13, 1906, 
aged 67 years. 
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Em. Sir and Rev. Francis Assury Brapes, Grand Prelate 
of the Grand Commandery of Michigan, died April 24, 1906, 
aged 85 years.

To Newburyport Commandery, No. 3, November 4, 1905, 
“ Authorizing the election of a Recorder at the Stated Conclave 
in November, the Sir Knight previously elected having declined 
to be installed.” 

To DeMolay Commandery, No. 7, December 4, 1905:  Au- 
thorizing the holding of the Stated Conclave on December 26, 
in place of December 27. The apartments of the Commandery 
to be occupied on the 27th by the Grand Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts, due notice having been given every member of the 
Commandery.” 

To Old Colony Commandery, No. 15, December 5, 1905: 
“ Authorizing the holding of the Stated Conclave on December 
26, hour 7:30,in place of December 25, same hour,” the 25th 
of December being Christmas and a legal holiday. Due notice 
of change being given to every member of the Commandery.” 


To St. Paul Commandery, No. 40, January 22, 1906: “Au- 
thorizing attendance in regalia at a Knights Templars’ ball and 
reception at the Hotel Wellington and connecting hall, in the 
city of North Adams, Mass.” 

To Cyprus Commandery, No. 39, January 30, 1906: “ Au- 
thorizing attendance, in regalia, at a Knights Templars’ ball 
and reception, same to be held under the auspices of Cyprus 
Commandery, and in the town of Hyde Park, Mass.” 

To Newburyport Commandery, No. 3, February 2, 1906: 
“Authorizing attendance, in regalia, at a reception (styled 
Ladies’ Night) to be held in the city of Newburyport, and under 
the auspices of Newburyport Commandery. 


wn 
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To Bay State Commandery, No. 36, March 30, 1906, author- 
izing: “To parade in full Knights Templar uniform, but without 
banners or music, for the purpose of attending divine services 
in the city of Brockton, Mass., on Sunday, April 22, 1906.” 


In this connection I issued, on the same date, General Orders 
No.3. This was a General Order bearing dispensation to attend 
divine services on Easter Sunday, April 15, 1906, and was as 
follows: 


To the Eminent Commanders, Officers, and Sir Knights, within the Jurisdic- 
tion of this Grand Commandery: 


Anticipating a desire on the part of many of the Commanderies of the 
jurisdiction to attend divine service on Easter Sunday, and believing this 
custom thoroughly in accord with the principles of our Order, I, by virtue 
of power in me vested as Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of 
Knights Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, do hereby grant 
this, my dispensation, authorizing any of the Commanderies of Knights 
Templars within the jurisdiction to appear in full Templar uniform, with- 
out banners or music, to attend Easter services on Sunday, April 13, 1906. 

Let us remember that our Order is founded upon the doctrine proclaimed 
by Him whose great plan of salvation, culminating in His resurrection, 
our hope of immortality, this service commemorates. In this belief let 
us devoutly worship with all the Christian world. 

Due return will be made to me of any action taken under this authority 
within thirty days of its acceptance, and this dispensation filed in the ar- 
chives of the Commandery and spread in full upon its records. 

Given under my hand and the seal of the Grand Commander, this thir- 
tieth day of March, A. D. 1906, A. O. 788.

In response to this order most of the Commanderies of the 
jurisdiction prepared more or less elaborate programmes for 
observing the day, which I understand were carried out with 
much satisfaction and profit to all in attendance. 

Personally, I was the recipient of many kindly greetings, 
together with professions of loyalty to the Grand Commandery, 
all of which were responded to and the season’s greetings 
returned. 

I am heartily in favor of the Christmas observance, when 
conducted in the spirit of Christian Knighthood, rejoicing in 
the birth of Him who was the founder of our Faith and whose 
supreme injunction to man was “ Love ye one another as I have 
loved you.” In this connection I am glad to note that the 
Committee on Christmas Observance of the Grand Eneamp- 
ment have this year produced a “Sentiment,” and not a 
“Toast,’”? as a greeting to the Grand Master. 

In commendation of what I conceive to be the proper trend 
in the Christmas observance, by Commanderies, I shall ask to 
have printed in the Proceedings of the year, and in this connec- 
tion, the presentation of the Grand Master’s response as given 
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in Springfield Commandery, by Sir Loranus E. Hitchcock, judge 
of the Massachusetts Superior Court: 


RESPONSE OF THE GRAND MASTER. 


“To all the loyal and loving soldiers of Christ enlisted under the banner of 
our Order, wheresoever dispersed throughout the world: 


“ Peace be unto thee, and that contentment which cometh 
from a firm and unfaltering reliance upon our Father who 
art in heaven.” 


Sir Kyicuts:—The sentiment which has just been expressed, and to 
which I have the honor to respond briefly, and this occasion, ought to fill 
our hearts with joy and gladness. 

To be considered worthy to be included in what we have called ‘the 
goodly fellowship of the Cross” is to be enrolled among those whose aims 
and purposes in life are the highest possible. 

The Cross has become universally recognized as the symbol of a life, a 
pure, sinless, spotless life, a life which from its beginning to its close was 
one of helpfulness to all who were in need, a life which became eventually 
a sacrifice for all mankind—yea even more than that—a life which through 
its teachings and its example still lives a vital and potent force for good 
in this world. It is the birth of that life upon this earth that we, in this 
Asylum, and in common with the entire Christian world, celebrate to-day. 

The celebration of the birthday of the humblest individual by himself 
and his immediate family means much to him. Whatever his life may 
have been it had a beginning, and each recurring anniversary serves to 
remind him that on that day, years before, he began to exist as a life among 
other lives. And by as much as that life has grown out of self and reached 
out to benefit and help other lives, so do others than the man himself be- 
come interested in the anniversary of his birth. And why? Because 


then began a life by which they have been affected and blessed and bene- 


fited. 

And when through a given life some new principle has been discovered 
or formulated in such a way that it has become of practical benefit to man- 
kind, or some service has been rendered which has made possible the 
founding of new institutions, or perchance upon which a nation has risen, 
or by which the great causes of freedom and humanity have been advanced, 
the anniversary of the birth of that life becomes a national importance, 
not alone because the particular life commenced its early existence then, 
but because then an idea was born; a living and vital principle came into 
being, and through the working out of that principle and of that idea 
nations have been born, slaves have been liberated, suffering has been re- 
lieved, and the great cause of human liberty advanced in its triumphal 
march around the world. Let us go yet one step higher and say that to- 
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day not only the individual, the community, the nation, but the whole 
world, ceases from its labors to celebrate the anniversary of the birth of 
that life through whose teachings and example all these other lives have 
been possible. 

Stand with me for a moment among the shepherds upon the hillside in 
that far off land of Judah, and sing with Phillips Brooks: 


“O little town of Bethlehem, 
How still we see thee lie! 
Above thy deep and dreamless sleep 
The silent stars go by; 
Yet in thy dark streets shineth 
The everlasting light; 
The hopes and fears of all the years 
Are met in thee to-night.” 


In the lowliest place in that humble town there lies the babe whom 
shepherds worship, whom wise men seek and adore, and whose birth the 
angelic choir has heralded. But know this, that there came to earth 
that day in the humble manger unseen by mortal eyes, unrecognized by 
human wisdom, unheralded by angels, a higher and loftier conception of 
man’s duty to God and to his fellow man. Sacrifice must give place to 
heart worship; a broken and a contrite heart shall take the place of lambs 
and burnt offerings; “Whosoever believeth in Him shall not perish, but 
have everlasting life.” ‘Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart and with all thy soul and with all thy mind,” and ‘Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself;” ‘‘ Do unto others as ye would that they should do 
to you;” these teachings and suchas these were born to earth on that first 
Christmas morning, and these truths as they have been carried from Beth- 
lehem and Jerusalem to Europe, to America, from country to country 
and from nation to nation, have lifted mankind from darkness to light, 
from bondage to freedom, from selfishness and greed to loving kindness 
and charity. And thus the Cross symbolizes to us not alone the redemp- 
tion of fallen man, but as well those truths and principles by which man is 
enabled to live arihgt, to develop that which is best in him, and to put 
forth his best efforts to help and benefit and bless mankind. 

There is an old legend that the ancient Knights of St. John wore a white 
cross upon the front of their armor, and that in some cases the cross was 
burned into the flesh upon the breast over the heart, thereby signifying 
no doubt that they not only wore the armor of the King of Kings, but that 
His life and His work and His teachings had been so received into their own 
lives as to be inseparable therefrom, so that wherever they went, under 
whatever circumstances they might be placed, even if misfortune should 
come upon them and rob them of all they possessed, even though their 
armor should be taken from them, yet nothing short of death could take 
from them those principles to which they had vowed allegiance. 
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Outward symbols and badges in these peaceful days are of little value. 
It is the life back of the professions that we make that determines our worth. 
If we would be true followers of the Great Captain of our Salvation, true 
soldiers of the Cross, worthy members of the “goodly fellowship of the 
Cross,” to which we have referred, the divine life and teachings should 
be so firmly implanted in our own lives that they will be manifest, not only 
by the symbols and badges which we may from time to time assume and 
wear, not only by the outward professions which we may make, but they 
may be known through our deeds of kindness and pure beneficence, by our 
steadfast adherence under all circumstances to all that is honest and true 
in business life, in political life, in social and home life, by a daily exempli- 
fication of the teachings of Him under whose banner we are now enlisted. 

In this way we may help hasten the time when shall be realized the senti- 
ment which our Grand Master sends at this time: 


“To all the loyal and loving soldiers of Christ enlisted under the banner 
of our Order, wherever dispersed throughout the world: Peace be unto 
thee, and that contentment which cometh from a firm and unfaltering 
reliance upon Our Father who art in Heaven.”

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INSTALLATION OF GRAND OFFICERS. 


Owing to the absence of several of the appointed officers of 
this Grand Commandery, at the Annual Conclave in October 
last, they were afterward installed in Commanderies most 
convenient. On December 4, 1905, I installed Em. Sir Samuel 
D. Sherwood into the office of Grand Warden, in Springfield 
Commandery, No.6. At my request, on the evening of January 
1, 1906, Rt. Em. Sir George H. Burnham, in St. Johns Com- 
mandery, No. 1, installed Em. Sir Robert L. Spencer into the 
office of Grand Lecturer, and on the same evening Rt. Em. Sir 
Herbert F. Morse installed Em. Sir Frank L. Nagle into the 
office of Grand Sword Bearer, in Joseph Warren Commandery, 
No. 26. On January 18, 1906, Em. Sir George H. Priest, of 
Jerusalem Commandery, No. 19, installed Em. Sir Joseph G. 
Edgerly into the office of Grand Captain of Guards. My 
thanks were duly returned to the Commanders for their courtesy , 
and to the Rt. Em. Sir Knights who kindly consented to perform 
these ceremonies. 


INSPECTIONS. 


Reports of inspection from all the Commanderies of the juris- 
diction, with one exception, have been received, and show a 
prosperous condition existing in nearly all of the Commanderies. 
I believe that more than average interest has attended the 
inspections this year, and that our system of inspection by 
officers of the Grand Commandery, accompanied by officers. 
and Past Commanders of the individual Commanderies, does. 
much to promote fraternal good-fellowship and bring the work 
of the orders up to a high state of perfection and uniformity. 

The inspections have been made, with one exception, by the 
officers to which they were originally assigned, that of Bethle- 
hem Commandery having been made by Em. Sir LaFayette G. 
Blair, Grand Standard Bearer, Em. Sir Robert L. Spencer, 
Grand Lecturer, being absent from the jurisdiction. 

The neglect of several Commanderies of the Jurisdiction to 
provide proper and safe repositories for charter and records. 
has constantly been referred to by those who have preceded me 


t 
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in this office, and I can only remind the Commanderies inter- 
ested that a little forethought in this matter will assure safety 
for those valuable documents. 

It is noticed that two Commanderies have not established a 
permanent fund; but I understand one of these has already 
taken some action towards carrying into effect the law of the 
Grand Commandery on this subject, and it is hoped that the 
other will immediately attend to this matter. 

Another Commandery is reported as having a fund, but no 
by-laws bearing upon such fund; and still another Command- 
ery has a by-law which has been presented for inspection for 
several years, and does not bear the approval of the Com- 
mittee on By-Laws. I would remind the Eminent Command- 
ers that it is a part of their duties to see that the requirements 
of the Grand Commandery are carefully complied with. 


INFORMATION, 


Many requests for information have been received. Those 
being questions of Templar law and procedure have all been 
dealt with in the Code and Digest, and the decisions of Grand 
Masters for the past eight years; but, the later decisions of the 
Grand Masters being detached from the Revised Constitution 
and Code of 1898, it is not surprising that Eminent Com- 
manders are somewhat uncertain in their conclusions as to 
the law in certain cases. An Eminent Commander writes: 
“Under the administration of my predecessor in office there was 
obtained for the use of the Generalissimo and Captain General, 
one for each, a ritual of the orders. Have found that there are 
some differences between this and the old ritual which I have. 
For instance, in the old ritual the station of the Prelate is given 
by the Senior Warden as above him in order and next below 
the Captain General. In the new ones it is given as next below 
the Junior Warden, necessitating five changes. Which is 
right?” I replied as follows: “The new rituals are right. 
At the Twenty-seventh Triennial Conclave of the Grand En- 
campment, held at Pittsburg, Pa., 1898, the Constitution and 
Code of Statutes were amended and revised, and among the 
changes made the Prelate of a Commandery was placed in 
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rank next below the Junior Warden. You will find this in 
Revised Constitution and Code, Article III, Section 1, which 
I presume your Recorder has in his keeping.” 

From an Eminent Commander, as follows: “If an application 
is put into a Commandery and the applicant is voted in, and 
does not come to take his degrees for six or eight months, should 
he not put in another application?’’ Answer: “At the 
Twenty-ninth Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment, 
held at San Francisco, September, 1904, the following was 
adopted: ‘Whenever an elected candidate shall fail to present 
himself for the Orders of Knighthood within sixty days after 
being notified of favorable action upon his petition, but shall 
within six months after his election present himself, then the 
Commander shall have the right to satisfy itself whether or not 
there was a reasonable excuse for the delay, and if, in its judg- 
ment, a reasonable excuse has not been presented, the election 
shall be annulled. If he fails to present himself within six 
months the election shall be annulled.’ The Law appears 
to be plainly stated. The candidate can try again if he desires.” 

From an Eminent Commander, as follows: “Rt. Eminent 
Sir: I am at a loss to answer a question of Masonic law, or 
rather the matter is Templar law. My question is this: Can 
I, as Eminent Commander, invite a non-affiliated Knight 
Templar to visit my Commandery. I do not find the question 
answered in our pamphlet, containing the Constitution and Code 
of Statutes of Templar Law. My understanding of the law is 
this: that a non-affiliated Knight Templar can not visit a Com- 
mandery unless specially invited by the Commander, and that 
the invitation only applies for the one Conclave, that is, a 
general invitation to always be present would rather strain the 
meaning of the law, but I have no authority within my reach 
to satisfy me. There is an old retired Methodist clergyman 
residing in our city who, I am satisfied, is a demitted Knight 
Templar, and not affiliated with any Commandery, Council, 
Chapter, or Blue-Lodge, his advanced age being the reason but 
actually, even as old as he is, he likes to get down and visit the 
Commandery. Can I invite him, or must it be by vote of 
the Commandery, or is such a one uninvitable? 
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“One view would be that, as a demit severs membership, it 
would follow that such a one could not visit at all; but as such 
a rule would be harsh to aged Knights Templar, there may be 
some power vesting in a Commander to specially invite.” 

My reply to this letter was as follows: 

“Referring to questions of Templar law contained in your 
letter of 22d inst.: Invitation and admission are not synony- 
mous terms. There is no law which prohibits you from inviting - 
anyone to visit your Commandery, but invitation carries no 


rights of admission. 

“The admission of a visiting Sir Knight is governed by Stat- 
utes of the Grand Encampment, see Title LIV, Sec. I; and of a 
non-affiliated Knight by Title XXXV, See. IL. 

“In other words, the power to admit lies with the Command- 
ery, and not with the Commander alone, and admission gained 
carries for that Conclave only. 

“It is customary to admit visiting Knights found to be in good 
and regular standing, without action of the Commandery, with 
the understanding always, that any member of the Commandery 
may take objection in accordance with the provisions of Title 
XXAYV, Sec. I. 

“In the special case cited by you, the Sir Knight stands in 
the same relation, as regards admission to your Asylum, as a 
suspended Sir Knight of your own Commandery. Sce Title 
XXXV, Sees. l and 2. He is a ‘Voluntary non-affiliated in 
Lodge and Chapter,’ and consequently not entitled to Templar 
honors. 

“T sympathize with you in the position of the elderly Sir 
Knight, but have no power to change conditions.” 


Irom another Em. Commander: “Some years ago one of our 
Sir Knights took a demit from our Commandery and has been 
unaffiliated during the years between. Now he wishes to 
rejoin. According to the Digest his application is received in 
the regular form, the same as any candidate, and he is subjected 
to ballot which must clear, but to the best of my knowledge, does 
not state whether or not he has to pay any fee. Is he required 
to pay the fee, as prescribed in almost all by-laws, for member- 
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ship, just the same as any Sir Knight taking his degrees in any 
other Commandery?” | 

Answer: “A Sir Knight demitted from your Commandery 
stands in the same relation to your Commandery, as regards 
restitution to membership, as a Sir Knight demitted from any 
other Commandery.” 


CORRESPONDENCE. 


Sir H. H. Ross, 
Grand Recorder of the Grand Commandery of Vermont, a 
request from the Grand Commander, Rt. Em. Sir C. A. Calder- 
wood, for waver of jurisdiction by Springfield Commandery, 
No. 6; Companion under their jurisdiction having petitioned for 
the Orders in Vermont Commandery, No. 4, of Windsor, Vt. 

Placing the case before Springfield Commandery, No. 6, the 
desired authority was duly given and courteous acknowledg- 
ement returned. 

On March 6, 1906, a request from the Grand Commander of 
thé Grand Commandery of Illinois, Rt. Em. A. A. Whipple, for 
waiver of jurisdiction by Bethany Commandery, Lawrence, 
Mass:, in favor of Bethel Commandery, Elgin, Ill.; a Companion 
under the jurisdiction of Bethany having petitioned for the 
orders in Bethel Commandery. After due process this request 
was granted by Bethany Commandery, and notice forwarded. 

Freeman C. Hersey, 
Representative of the Grand Commandery of Maine near this 
Grand Commandery, the following:

Iwas kindly invited to accompany him, it being the occasion 
of his official visit to the Commandery of Maine. 

A After the reception and usual cdurtesies, the Grand Commandery, Rt. 
Eminent Sir George C. Purington, Commander, proceeded to transact the 
usual routine business of the Commandery, including the election of 
officers. 

At o’clock a banquet was served, followed by the customary after- 
dinner speeches, including an eloquent address by Dr. Rugg, which was 
highly appreciated by the two hundred Sir Knights present.

In connection with this report I would remark that it is so 
seldom that a Representative near this Grand Commandery 
makes a report from the jurisdiction which he represents, I 
concluded this specimen worthy of notice. 
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Courteous invitations have been received, by your Grand 
Commander, to visit in the Asylum of every Commandery of the 
jurisdiction; this, of course, it was not possible for me to do, 
but I have, as occasion permitted, visited a goodly number of 
the Commanderies, at inspections and other Conclaves. 

Everywhere the utmost courtesy and hospitality have been 
extended to me, together with expressions of Knightly loyalty 
to this Grand Commandery. 

On the afternoon and evening of December 27, 1905, by 
invitation from Em. Sir J. Albert Blake, Grand Master of the 
Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Masons in Massachusetts, ul 
had the honor to be present at the installation of the officers of 
that Grand Body, and “Feast of St. Johns,” where, at request 
of the Most Worshipful, it was my pleasure to offer some 
sentiment expressing the loyalty of the Templar Order to the 
parent institution of Masonry. 

Having received an invitation from the Grand Commander 
of the Grand Commandery of Connecticut, Rt. Em. Sir Samuel 
J. Bryant, supplemented by one from the Em. Commander of 
New Haven Commandery, No. 2, Sir Leon D. Monks, on the 
evening of March 19th I was present at a Special Conclave 
of New Haven Commandery, No. 2, where an exemplification of 
the work in the Order of the Temple was given, followed by 
a banquet in honor of the Grand Commandery of Connecticut. 
On the next day, March 20th, I was present at the Seventy- 
ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of that 
Grand Jurisdiction. The reputation for courtesy and_ hospi- 
tality which is ever being borne to our knowledge by those who 
have had the good fortune to fraternize with the Templars of 
our neighboring Grand Jurisdiction was amply sustained on 
these occasions, everything being done to make our visit one 
of pleasure and profit. The Conclave of the Grand Command- 
ery was conducted with much ceremony and attention to de- 
tails, and the great interest taken by the Em. Sir Knights in all 
things pertaining to the welfare of the Order showed as one of 
the chief reasons for the great prosperity of Templarism in that 
Grand Jurisdiction. 
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MEMORIAL VOLUME. 


The Executive Committee of the Celebration of the One 
Hundredth Anniversary of the Organization of this Grand 
Commandery in 1905 published, through the “Committee on 
History and Book,’ a Memorial Volume containing a complete 
record of all proceedings of that celebration, including Parade, 
Anniversary Conclave, Historical Address, Banquet and 
Evening exercises and Addresses by distinguished Sir Knights. 
Illustrations consisting of Centennial Medal, Grand Standard, 
Masonic Temple, Green Dragon Tavern, Webb Monument, 
Old Market Building, Masonic Hall, Ann Street, What Cheer 
Building, and Freemasons’ Hall, together with portraits of all 
Past Grand Commanders. 

These volumes, bound in buckram, were placed in the hands 
of the Grand Recorder to be sold at $3.00 each, but owing to 
the late date at which the publication was completed, the sale 
was not equal to the expectations of the committee. A large 
number of these volumes are still on the shelves of the Grand 
Recorder’s office. In order that these very interesting and 
valuable volumes may find ownership among the Em. Sir

ASSOCIATIONS, UNIONS AND CLUBS, BETWEEN AND WITHIN COM- 
MANDERIES. 


From the Recorder of a Commandery, under its seal, I am in 
receipt of the following: 


“ At a Stated Conclave of ————— Commandery held on May 
—, 1906, it was voted to accept the invitation of South Eastern 
Massachusetts Knight Templars Association to be present at

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their celebration of St. John’s Day, in the city of Newport, on 
June 25, 1906.” This accompanied by a request for dispensa- 
tion to attend said celebration. 

In a late issue of a New England Masonic publication, it is 
noted that a “Social Club’’ has been recently organized by 
members of a Commandery of this jurisdiction, bearing the 
Commandery name, and officered by a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, and Treasurer. 


The recent legislation by this Grand Commandery with 
reference to this subject ought to be sufficient warning to all 
concerned, but in consideration of these cases just cited, I 
believe I can not do better than to quote from the address of 
Rt. Em. Sir George H. Kenyon and the report of the Committee 
of Jurisprudence, 1903. Grand Commander Kenyon in his 
semi-annual address, 1903, speaks as follows: 


While the interchange of Knightly visits by Commanderies to one 
another, and the cultivation of more intimate fraternal relations, is both 
pleasing and beneficial, I very much doubt if the formation of an “asso- 
ciation” or “union” by a few Commanderies in a certain section, to the 
exclusion of others, can be conducive to the best interests of Templar 
Masonry in any jurisdiction. It must have a tendency to detract some- 
what from the interest of the Sir Knights in their Grand Commandery. 

I believe there should be but one union, and that should be the union 
of the subordinate Commanderies and the Grand Commandery under 
whose authority they have their existence. 


The Committee on Jurisprudence, reporting upon this portion 
of the Grand Commander’s address, commented on and recom- 
mended as follows: 


UNIONS OR ASSOCIATIONS OF COMMANDERIES. 


Respecting such associations the Grand Commander sounds a note of 
warning which it will be well to consider. It is undoubtedly the fact that 
the thought of such organizations originated in a purpose to promote 
an interest in Templar affairs, particularly in arranging for outings, field 
days, ete., and so far as observed, this is their only object. These reunions 
have hitherto been successfully managed without the assistance of any 
other than the regular organizations of Knights Templars, and the necessity 
of any additional ones is not apparent. 
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It should be remembered that such occasions are not the sole, or the 
main, purpose of the Order. 

The committee believes that the regularly chartered Templar organiza- 
tions provide ample, and the only proper, means for the transaction of all 
Knights Templar business, and that others, purporting to be unions, asso- 
ciations, etc., of Commanderies, organized under by-laws, articles of asso- 
ciation, or officers other than those of Grand Commandery, are unnecessary, 
as well as unconstitutional. They would in the opinion of the committee 
tend in some degree to divert the allegiance due Grand and Subordinate 
Commanderies in another direction and create confusion. 

The maintenance of such associations, it seems to the committee, would 
disturb that fine sentiment of equality and fraternity which now exist 
between all the Commanderies throughout the jurisdiction, and in its place 
introduce a sectional or class feeling which ought not to be. 

It is unlikely that every Commandery in any given section would care 
to enter such a union, or that all the members of any Commandery would 
choose to belong to it, as many would, and do, prefer the Commandery 
excursion or fraternal visit, and would not be likely to indulge in both in 
a single season. 

There can be no objection to a number of Commanderies occasionally 
meeting together for a day’s outing, as has frequently been done, and per- 
mission to do so has always been readily obtained; but the formation of an 
organization for such a purpose would not obviate the necessity for ob- 
taining such permission, and, it seems to the committee, would obstruct 
rather than facilitate it. It would lead to the appointment, by such asso- 
ciations, of officers unknown to Templar law, and create an innovation in 
Templar affairs not at all desirable, and for which there appears to be no 
adequate reason. 

Tt should be remembered that at any assembly of Commanderies, or 
gathering of Knights Templars, meeting as such, the senior ranking 
officer of Grand Commandery present is entitled by law to take command, 
and that if none be present, then the Commander of the oldest Commandery 
present commands if he so choose; no by-laws can deprive him of that right. 
(See Title XII, Sec. 22, Code of Statutes, Gr. Ene. p. 51.) 

It would be the height of discourtesy to omit inviting Grand Officers to 
attend such a gathering; in such case the Grand Commander might feel 
it to be his duty to attend, or send some one of his staff. Such cases have 
been known, and between officers of such a union or association and Grand 
officers or ranking Commanders there might arise opportunities for un- 
pleasant friction which had better be avoided. 

The committee believes that there should be no association of whatever 
name or nature between the Grand and the Subordinate Commanderies, 
and heartily endorses the opinion of the Grand Commander, “that there 
should be but one union, that of the Subordinate Commanderies with the 
Grand Commandery, under whose authority they have their existence,” 
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and respectfully recommends that the same be adopted as the sense of this 
Grand Commandery

The report of the Committee on Jurisprudence was by vote accepted and 
approved, and the recommendations therein contained adopted. 


All this is as applicable to the formation of “Clubs”’ or 
“Societies” within a Commandery as between Commanderies. 


Now, Eminent Sir Knights, having brought to your notice all 
the matters of importance which have received my attention 
since assuming this office, I submit the same to you for disposal, 
together with such other matters as are borne upon the notice 
of this Conclave or may be properly introduced by this Grand 
Commandery.

there is direct connection between the town of Walpole and the town of 
Hyde Park by steam, electric, or carriage; also that petitioners from the 
town of Walpole after receiving the orders in the Commandery at Natick 
must return via Boston, and train connections are such that only about 
three minutes are allowed for connections, many being compelled to stay 
in Boston over night, or, as before stated, drive across country fourteen 
miles. There is much material in Walpole that are anxious and would, 
if this petition is granted, apply for the orders in Cyprus Commandery, 
and for the above reasons your petitioners humbly pray that their request 
may be granted. ;

ANNUAL ADDRESS OF THE R. E. GRAND COMMANDER. 


Officers and Members of the Grand Commandery of Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island: 


With devout acknowledgment to Him whose providence 
has permitted us to assemble here once more, I bid you one and 
all a most hearty welcome to the One Hundred and First Annual 
Conclave of this Grand Commandery. 

No cloud dims the Templar sky as we meet here on this 
bright October morning to deliberate on matters directly con- 
cerning our own jurisdiction, but which may indirectly affect 
the whole Templar world. 

In this age of civie strife and turmoil, when the anchorage 
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of the most wisely devised plans for the government of nations 
appears to be insecure, when greed and lust after wealth and 
the uncurbed ambitions of the place-seeker are arousing the 
passions of the toiling millions until the foundations of society 
are trembling with the shock, it is with great satisfaction and 
a sense of security that we revert to the indestructible principles 
which are the foundation of the Templar Order—faith in God, 
man’s love for fellowman, and the practice of the cardinal vir- 
tues—justice, honor, and truth; that in the midst of all the 
strife and bickerings with which we are constantly surrounded 
we may yet believe that the practice of this divine code of life 
is making men better, that there is progress towards the light, 
and that the motto over the cross, “In Hoc Signo Vinces,” is 
as applicable in the warfare of this twentieth century as it was 
in the early dawn of the Christian era. These reflections should 
point out to us, as never before, the fact that the Knight Tem- 
plar of to-day has an unceasing strife to wage, not only for his 
brother Knight, but for all humanity, in the building up of 
righteousness as the law of nations. 

With these thoughts let us rejoice in the prosperity of our 
Order, in the results of the century past, in the renewed de- 
votion of this initial year of the new century, and the bright 
promise which opens to our mental vision as we look up to the 
heights which God has set for our achievement for each succeed- 
ing year of this twentieth century. 

No year in the history of this Grand Commandery has 
been brighter than the one just past in numerical additions to 
our ranks, in material prosperity, and above all in the revival 
of the spirit of true Templary which has been apparent in all 
gatherings of the Knights throughout the jurisdiction. 

In the midst of our rejoicing, and while the host of newly 
made Templars have been repeating their vows of eternal 
constancy to the ever-living principles of the Order, we have 
often been reminded that men are constantly passing on to 
their eternal home. Since last we met here many a valiant 
Knight has heard the summons to cast off “the carnal weapons 
and take his place among those who wait around His throne 


forever.” 
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A long list of names of departed Knights from the several 
Commanderies of the jurisdiction will be borne upon the me- 
morial pages of the year’s Proceedings. 

The members of this Commandery whose deaths have been 
reported since the Semi-Annual Conclave are as follows: 


NECROLOGY. 


Sir Frank Cuanpuer, Generalissimo of St. Bernard Com- 

mandery, No. 12, died April 4th, 1906, at his home in Waverly, 
Mass. 
: Sir Knight Chandler was a man of considerable prominence 
in business, political, and fraternal life. He had served the 
town of Belmont as selectman and moderator of annual town 
meetings, and had represented his district in the lower house of 
the State legislature. 


In Masonry he had been active and zealous, having held, 
besides the office of Generalissimo of St. Bernard Commandery, 
the offices of Master of Belmont Lodge, A. F. & A. M., High 
Priest of Waltham Chapter, Thrice Illustrious Master of Ado- 
niram Council, and Grand Scribe of the Grand Chapter of 
Massachusetts. 


Eminent Sir Grorcr Roperts Emmrson, a Past Commander 
of Joseph Warren Commandery, died April 20, aged 68 years. 
Ikm. Sir Emerson was born in Boston, July 20, 1837,-and had 
passed his entire life in the immediate vicinity. His Masonic 
record is as follows: 

Raised in Massachusetts Lodge, A. F. & A. M., December 
26, 1863. 

Exalted in St. Andrew’s R. A. Chapter. 

Knighted in Joseph Warren Commandery, September 15, 
1869, and was Eminent Commander in 1880 and 1881. 

Eminent Sir Grorcr Brrcurr BuckincHaM, Past Com- 
mander of Worcester County Commandery, No. 5, died June 
7, 1906. ; 


ici : i 
Eminent Sir Buckingham was born in Oxford, Conn., March 
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20, 1849. He received his educational training in the schools 
of his native State, following this with an active practical 
training in the school of business, and came to Worcester, when 
twenty-one years of age, to take a position with the Sargent 
Card Clothing Company. 

In 1873 he became associated with Warren McFarland in 
the malleable iron business, where by strict attention to busi- 
ness he became eminently successful and in 1880 was placed 
at the head of this large and thriving industry, doing business 
under the name of the Arcade Malleable Iron Company. 

Sir Knight Buckingham was much interested in the social life 
of his adopted city, was actively connected with many social 
organizations and clubs, and was a director in the Worcester 
Board of Trade. In his particular line of business he was 
recognized as a leader and authority, had served as president 
of the New England Foundrymen’s Association, first vice- 
president of the American Foundrymen’s Association, and vice- 
president of the Worcester County Foundrymen’s Association. 
He was a director of the Citizen’s National Bank, of Worces- 
ter, for fifteen years, and served in a similar capacity the E. 
C. Morris Safe Company, of Boston. 

Sir Knight Buckingham’s Masonic connections were as fol- 
lows: 

Made a Master Mason in Athelstan Lodge January 29, 1872. 
He was exalted a Royal Arch Mason in Eureka Chapter, March 
1872, and served this body as High Priest for two years, 1876, 
1877. In 1889 and 1890 he was District Deputy Grand High 
Priest for the Fourth Capitular District of Massachusetts. 
On January 30, 1873, he received the Cryptic degrees in Hiram 
Council of Royal and Select Masters; was knighted in Worcester 
County Commandery, September 26, 1872, and was its Eminent 
Commander for three years, 1886-1889. 


Eminent Sir Grorcs ABNER LirrLerrme.p, Eminent Com- 
mander of St. John’s Commandery, No. 1, died in Providence, 
August 28, 1906. Eminent Sir Littlefield was born in Chelsea, 
Mass., February 11, 1851. He received his early education 
in the public schools of his native city, and after taking a 
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thorough preparatory course entered Harvard College, gradu- 
ating in the class of 1876. He prepared for admission to the 
bar under the tutorship of Professor Wellman, of the Boston 
Law School. After graduating from the Boston Law School 
Sir Knight Littlefield spent several years in educational work, 
first in Massachusetts and then in Newport, R. I. 

He was admitted to the Rhode Island bar in 1891, since which 
time he has been successful in his chosen profession and had a 
reputation throughout the State as a brilliant advocate and an 
eloquent public speaker. 

He was raised in St. Paul’s Lodge, No. 14, of Newport, R. I., 
March 17, 1885, demitted October 14, 1889, and affiliated 
with St. John’s Lodge, of Providence, December 27, 1903; 
exalted in Newport R. A. Chapter, October 20, 1885; knighted 
in Washington Commandery, December 16, 1885, affiliated 
with St. John’s Commandery, February 2, 1891, where, serving 
in the various offices of the Commandery, was elected Eminent 
Commander in 1905, serving with marked ability until his 
death. 


Eminent Sir Stas Wenuincron Brackerr, a Past Com- 
mander of Joseph Warren Commandery, died September 24, 
1906. 

Eminent Sir Brackett was born in Brunswick, Maine, Janu- 
ary 20, 1856. No data of the civie or public life of Eminent 
Sir Brackett have been furnished. His Masonic record is as 
follows: 

Raised in Washington Lodge, A. F. & A. M., Roxbury, Mass., 
June 11, 1885, and served as Master of that Lodge in the years 
1896 and 1897. Exalted in Mount Vernon R. A. Chapter, and 
was its High Priest for one or more years. Was received in 
Roxbury Council, R. & §. M., and had served as T. Til. Master. 

He was knighted in Joseph Warren Commandery, December 
6, 1886, and, after serving in the various offices, was Commander 
in 1901 and 1902. 

Eminent Sir S1ras Barnerr Dickerman, Past Commander of 
Old Colony Commandery, died in Abington, Mass., October 1, 
1906. 
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Eminent Sir Dickerman was born in London, N. H., Sep- 
tember 22, 1849. He received the groundwork of his educa- 
tion in the public schools of his native place and later in the high 
school of Concord. Completing his education here, he studied 
medicine at Harvard Medical School, Cambridge, and after- 
wards graduated from the medical college at Philadelphia, 
Penn. He then began the practice of medicine at Ipswich, 
Mass., remaining there one year, when he removed to Abington 
and established a very successful practice in Abington and 
surrounding towns, which continued for many years. Em. 
Sir Dickerman took much interest in the welfare of his adopted 
town and became a man much respected and often called upon 
to fill places of honor and trust. 

He had been called upon to preside over many annual town 
meetings, had been a member of the school committee, and was. 
a member of the board of directors of the Abington Savings 
Bank, and in such capacity served on the investment com- 
mittee. 

The Masonic record of Em. Sir Dickerman is as follows: 

Raised in John C. Heard Lodge, Ipswich, Mass., April 5, 
1871, and on his removal to Abington demitted and became 
a member of John Cutler Lodge, which membership was con- 
tinued to the time of his death. Exalted in Pilgrim Royal Arch 
Chapter, September 17, 1873, and in 1882 was elected High 
Priest and served for two years. He also served as D. D. Grand 
High Priest, representing the 7th Capitular District in 1884. 
He received the Orders of Knighthood in Old Colony Command- 
ery, June 1, 1874, and was Eminent Commander in 1878, 1879, 


and 1880. 
DEATHS IN OTHER JURISDICTIONS. 


From other Grand Jurisdictions we have received the symbol 
of mourning in the black-bordered memorial page, reciting the 
journey of mortal life and the knightly virtues and worth of 
valiant Knights whose “course is run,” who have cast aside 
the battered armor of the mortal and now stand before the 
celestial throne clothed in saintly garb.

Commander of the Grand Commandery of Alabama, died at 
Montgomery, Alabama, June 6, 1906, aged 51 years. 


Right Eminent Sir Wrt1am Harris Betn, Past Grand Com- 
mander of the Grand Commandery of Texas, died at Austin, 
Texas, June 9, 1906, aged 61 years. 


Right Eminent Sir J. Kenny O’Neaut, Past Grand Com- 
mander of the Grand Commandery of Ohio, died at Lebanon, 
Ohio, September 8, 1906, aged 75 years. 


Right Eminent Sir Lovrs Monrcatm OPENHEIMER, Past 
Grand Commander of Texas, died at Navasota, Texas, Sep- 
tember 24, 1906, aged 64 years. 


Right Eminent Sir ALBerT ScrIprurRE Warr, Past Grand 
Commander of the Grand Commandery of New Hampshire, 
died at Newport, N. H., October 7, 1906. 


“Rich in character's eternal wealth 
The ages ne’er can make their mem’ ry poor. 
No wrong unto their fellowmen 
Left they to haunt their tomb’s low door; 
But kindly words and kindly deeds 
To stand like guardian angels round, 
Champions of righteousness and truth

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DISPENSATIONS. 


A long list of dispensations granted for various purposes, 
all of which we trust will gain the approval of the Committee 
on Jurisprudence, is appended, and as these will be reviewed 
at the proper time, I will omit reading them. Several requests 
for dispensations to ballot on petitions at Special Conclaves have 
been refused for constitutional reasons; also several requests 
have been made by Commanderies to permit the holding of 
Stated Conclaves on days other than those prescribed by their 
by-laws; two of these appeared to me to be cases of necessity, 
involving the welfare of the respective Commanderies and the 
convenience of their members, and were granted; the others 
did not so appear, and were refused. 

In order to remove the necessity for making such requests, 
at the same time placing it within the power of Commanderies 
so to arrange their meetings as to avoid holidays if they so 
desire, and without question, I recommend that the Command- 
eries be requested to so amend their by-laws as to provide that 
whenever the day of a Stated Conclave shall fall upon a legal 
holiday, such Stated Conclave may be held on such other day 
as the Commandery shall determine by a vote of a majority of 
the members present at such previous Conclave. 

There is much neglect on the part of Eminent Commanders 
in the matter of making returns, for dispensations granted, 
within the time prescribed for such return, also in the matter 
of notification of death of an officer or Past Commander. This 
is, I think, from lack of touch between the Eminent Commander 
and Recorder, but the Commanders are reminded that they 
alone are directly responsible for neglect on the part of any 
officer of their respective Commands.

To Cambridge Commandery, No. 42, on June 5, 1906, au- 
thorizing: To parade in full Templar uniform, without banners 
or music, for the purpose of attending divine services at the 
‘Church of the Ascension, Cambridge, Mass., on Sunday, June 
24th. 


To De Molay Commandery, No. 7, on June 11, 1906, authoriz- 
ing: To parade in full Templar uniform, with banners and 
music, and to make a pilgrimage to New Castle, N. H., on the 
days including June 22, 25, 1906, permission having been first 
obtained of the Grand Commander of New Hampshire to enter 
that Grand Jurisdiction. 


To Beauseant Commandery, No. 41, on June 1, 1906, au- 
thorizing: To parade in full Templar uniform, with banners and 
music, and to make pilgrimage to Rangeley Lakes, Maine,

DECISIONS. 


No questions have been propounded by the Commanders, 
the solving of which embodied any new points of Templar law, 
therefore no decisions have been made; in fact, few questions 
are likely to arise that are not plainly answered in the Code of 
Templar Law promulgated by the Grand Encampment or the 
Regulations of this Grand Commandery. 


SOCIAL AND FRATERNAL. 


Hardly had the annual inspections been completed when 
many of the Commanderies of the jurisdiction began making 
arrangements for the celebration of St. John’s day, the principal 
places of meeting being at Newport, Cambridge, and North- 
ampton. At these places no less than twenty-three Com- 
manderies participated, while many individual Commanderies 
recognized the occasion by some proper ceremony. 

It was my privilege to be present at two of these gatherings, 
at Newport on the 25th of June and at Northampton on the 
26th, where much fraternal spirit and good fellowship was in 
evidence. At Cambridge the Grand Commandery was repre- 
sented by Em. Sir Charles I. Litchfield, accompanied by several 
other grand officers, and from the very full and comprehensive 
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report furnished me by the Grand Generalissimo, I conclude the 
affair at Cambridge was a complete success. I am thoroughly 
convinced that the frequent meeting and interchange of cour- 
tesies between Commanderies of the jurisdiction is a bond of 
strength in this Grand Commandery. So far as possible I 
have responded to the social calls of the Commanderies; but 
the demand has far outrun the ability of any one man to per- 
form. In this I feel that I have been the loser of much social 
enjoyment and good fellowship. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 


On July 5th I received a request from Right Eminent Wil- 
liam M. Donaldson, Grand Commander of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Pennsylvania, to have the Order of Malta con- 
ferred by some Boston Commandery on Sir Knight John F. 
McClain in behalf of Tancred Commandery, of Pittsburg, Penn. 

Placing this matter before Eminent Richard A. Atwood, 
Commander of Boston Commandery, No. 2, he kindly volun- 
teered to confer the order for Tancred Commandery. Due notice 
being forwarded to Grand Commander Donaldson, a courteous 
letter of thanks was returned. 

On September 21, 1906, a request from Oriental Commandery, 
Bridgeton, Me., was reeommended by Rt. Eminent George W. 
Gower, Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of Maine, 
for waiver of jurisdiction by Trinity Commandery, of Hudson, 
Mass., over Companion William Nelson Decker, of Concord, 
Mass. 

This matter being placed before Trinity Commandery, 
favorable action was taken at their Stated Conclave on October 
17, 1906, and the same promptly forwarded to Grand Com- 
mander Gower with my endorsement. 

We are much indebted to the Grand Commanders of the 
Grand Commanderies of New York, Vermont, New Hamp- 
shire, and Maine for permission granted many Commanderies 
of our jurisdiction to enter their several States for summer 
outings and fraternal visits. Many invitations have been re- 
ceived from these and other Grand Commanderies to be present 
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at their Annual Conclaves and other occasions, but all these I 
have been obliged to decline because of the many duties in our 
home jurisdiction. 

And now, Eminent Sir Knights, as I am about to return to 
you the badge of authority conferred upon me one year ago,. 
I desire to express my appreciation and thanks for the great 
honor that has been mine, for the many courtesies shown me 
by the individual Commanderies, and for the prompt and hearty 
response to every order issued or recommendation suggested. 
To have been associated for more than a decade with the mem- 
bers of this Grand Commandery I shall ever deem as most 
profitable to myself in the acquirement of an enduring com-- 
radeship, in a better understanding of the verities of life, and 
in a broader view of man’s duty to God and his fellow man.. 
A knowledge that you who have been associated with me- 
believe that I have contributed, even in the least degree, to 
the upbuilding of the Templar Order, would in itself be ample: 
compensation for time and energy given to the cause. Several 
times in my Masonic life, as I have laid down the burden of 
office, I have, in common with other men, I suppose, felt a 
momentary regret in giving up active service; but immediately 
has come the thought that in this Institution of ours there are 
constantly coming to the front men whose opportunities have 
been greater than ours, men who are prepared for the varied 
duties that will devolve upon them, men whose zeal is in no 
wise abated and whose devotion to the Institution is equal to 
any emergency. 

All we cherish and hold sacred in the Institution will, under 
their leadership, be improved and handed down to their suc- 
cessors, and Templarism will flourish and wax great because 
it is founded on the eternal truths.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON JURISPRUDENCE. 


To Grand Commandery: 


Your Committee on Jurisprudence to which was referred the address of 
the R. E. Grand Commander, delivered at the Semi-Annual Conclave, May 
last, having considered the same, has the honor to report thereon as follows: 

The address is a thoughtfully prepared document, covering fully the 
various matters brought to the attention of the Right Eminent. 


NECROLOGY. 


The necrological features of the address bring to mind the passing of 
esteemed Fratres and give data of their Masonic record, which is a part of 
the history of this Grand Commandery, and presents a minute of their 
services to it, and to the Commanderies in which they respectively held 
membership. 


DISPENSATIONS. 


Kleven were granted, and for the following purposes, viz.: 
To enable a Commandery to hold a Special Conclave to fill a vacancy, the 
Sir Knight chosen at the Annual Conclave having declined to accept, 1 
To authorize a Commandery to hold its Stated Conclave on a day other 


than its usual date, because its Asylum was otherwise occupied..... 1 
To authorize a Commandery to hold a Stated Conclave on a day other 
than its usual date, that date falling on Christmas day......-+--- ih 
To permit certain Commanderies to appear in Templar costume and at- 
tend a Templar reception and ball under Templar auspices. ....-- 3 
To permit Commanderies to appear in Templar costume, but without 
banners or music, to attend public worship........-+++++2+08000+ 4 


Strictly speaking these dispensations were unnecessary, but it is well that 
Grand Commandery should be informed of the intention of Commanderies 
to appear in public. 


General dispensation to permit all Commanderies, so desiring, to ap- 
pear in costume and attend religious services on Easter day ..----- 1 


We recommend approval of the action of the Grand Commander in 
granting these dispensations, believing that they come within the proper 
exercise of the dispensing power. 


ORDERS. 


General Order, number one, related to Christmas observance, carrying 
out the request of the committee of the Grand Encampment. 

Number two announced the assignment of Commanderies for visitation 
and inspection. 
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Number four was issued to call attention to the awful calamity by fire 
and earthquake which befel the city of San Francisco, and to remind us 
of the dire distress of that stricken community; but it is pleasant to record 
that the order was issued promptly upon receipt of news of the disaster, 
and that the response of the Commanderies to the call was prompt as well 


as generous and was highly appreciated. 
Approval of the action of the Grand Commander is recommended. 


INFORMATION. 


Under this head the Right Eminent relates some of the questions which 
have been asked respecting the proper manner of procedure in certain 
cases; these he has answered by referring the inquirers to the statute 
covering the cases, and in several instances giving a construction of the 
statute; the constructions so given, the committee believes to be correct; 
they may be found on pages 36, 37, and 38, Proceedings Semi-Annual 
Conclave, 1906. 

UNUSUAL OCCURRENCE. 


A novelty in the address is the report to the Grand Commander, by the 
Representative of a neighboring jurisdiction, of a visit made by him to the 
appointing Grand Body. 

It is not often that such a Representative is able to visit the Grand Body 
which appointed him, and such an oceasion would be very certain to be 
made pleasant for the visitor; but the infrequency of such occurrences may 
be due to the lack of opportunity rather than neglect of duty. 

On the principle established by the historic Pickwick Club when granting 
its corresponding members the right to pursue their investigations, the 
practice of making such visitations might perhaps be safely established 
as a custom. 


SOCIAL. 


On the social side the duties of the Grand Commander have been effi- 
ciently performed, and the Grand Commandery has been ably represented 
on several interesting occasions both within and without the jurisdiction. 


MEMORIAL VOLUME. 


The recommendation of the Right Eminent respecting the disposition 
of the copies of the memorial volume now on hand has been considered. 
The committee believes that a copy thereof should be in the archives 
of every Commandery in the jurisdiction, as it is a valuable book for refer- 
ence, and for the historical matters relating to Templary therein contained. 
We recommend that a copy be furnished free of cost to every Com- 
mandery in the jurisdiction, pursuant to the recommendation of the Grand 


Commander.

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Many copies of the work have been sold, and at the publication price 
per copy of three dollars, which is less than its cost, and the demand for 
the time being has apparently been supplied. It is doubtful if many copies 
would be sold at the reduced price suggested. Experience in exactly such 
a ease is at hand. 

The Grand Lodge of a neighboring State published a memorial volume 
covering its history of a century, together with the history of other Masonic 
bodie: sting in the same jurisdiction. The publication price was the 
same as that placed on the book issued by Grand Commandery, and a 
good number of copies were disposed of, but the sales did not meet ex- 
pectations, and many copies of a valuable work remained on hand. After 
a time the price was by vote reduced to the same figure as that proposed 
in the case now under consideration, but this did not produce the result 
expeeted 5 not a dozen copies have been sold even at the reduced price 
during the three or four years since that vote, the reason being that the 
immediate demand for the book was met by the early sales. 5 

The committee believes that to reduce the price of the book as proposed 
would be hardly just to those who have already purchased, and that such 
a reduction would not materially promote the sale, but might cause the 
impression that Grand Commandery thought the book not worth even the 
reduced price. e 

The work is particularly valuable, and one which the committee believes 
will be wanted, though not all at once. 

Reduction of the price is not recommended. 


UNIONS OR ASSOCIATIONS. 


Respecting unions or associations between and within Commanderies, 
the Right Eminent mentions having observed in a publication that a social 
ig had been formed within a Commandery and officered by a President, 
ete. 

: It is the opinion of the committee that such an organization has no 
right to use the name of a Commandery, being composed of a part only 
of its members. Such an association is unknown to Templar law, and 
therefore can have no place in the management of Commandery affairs. 

The sense of Grand Commandery respecting such organizations is fully 
set forth in the excerpts upon the subject from the address of Grand Com- 
mander Kenyon and the report of the Committee on Jurisprudence (see 
Proceedings Semi-Annual Conclave, 1906, pages 42, 43, 44), and the Grand 
Commander does well to call the attention of Grand Commandery thereto. 


OTHER MATTERS. 


’ Other matters of interest are noted in the address, covering valuable 
information, though requiring no action on the part of Grand Commandery. 
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The document is a business paper throughout, and merits careful pe- 
rusal on the part of every member of Grand Commandery.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
JURISPRUDENCE. 


To Grand Commandery: 


Your Committee on Jurisprudence, to which was referred a proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of this Grand Commandery, has the honor 
to report thereon as follows: 

Some doubt has been expressed respecting the construction of the phrase 
‘place of residence” which occurs in the clause which it is proposed to 
amend, and whether it means the town or city or a given locality within 
the same, and whether a notice covering information of intended action 
upon the matter of suspension, etc., directed to the member at the town or 
city simply, or sent to his business or home address, was sufficient notice 
upon which to base action. 

There are two different and distinct expressions relating to the subject 
in the clause which it is proposed to amend, viz: “last and usual place of 
abode” and “last known place of residence,” and this fact has given rise 
to the doubt above referred to. 

In the opinion of the committee, a notice addressed to a member at the 
town or city known to be or to have been his residence, and where and in 
the manner his notices are usually addressed, whether or not the same be 
directed to any given locality within that place, would be a valid notice 
upon which to base action, such town or city being, according to the com- 
mon expression, the place of residence; the place of abode would be the 
location of the domicile of the member within the place of residence. 

It would certainly be a great convenience and ayoid all confusion in the 
matter of addressing notices if they might be directed to the business, 
residence, abode, or post office address of the member, as is the custom 
respecting the ordinary notice of the meetings, and those for whom these

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notices of suspension may be intended would be far more likely to receive 
them if addressed in the usual manner. 

In view of the above, and in order that there shall in the future be no 
doubt or misunderstanding respecting the matter, the adoption of the 
amendment is recommended, first inserting in the last line thereof, after the 
word “residence,” the words “post office address or place of business,” 
so that it shall read as follows: 

“The notice shall be served upon the delinquent Sir Knight at least two 
months before action shall be taken upon his suspension or expulsion, 
either by giving such notice to him in hand, or by leaving the same at his 
last and usual place of abode, or by mailing the same to him at his last 
known place of residence, post office address, or place of business, postage 
prepaid.”

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON JURISDICTION OF CYPRUS 
COMMANDERY, OF HYDE PARK, MASS., AND NATICK 
COMMANDERY, OF NATICK, MASS. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 16, 1906. 


To the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island: 

Your committee to whom was referred the petition of Cyprus Command- 
ery, of Hyde Park, asking that they be given concurrent jurisdiction with 
Natick Commandery, of Natick, over the town of Walpole, would make the 
following report: 2 

In accordance with the vote passed, the two Commanderies were given 
a hearing, and both were well and ably represented, and your committee 
were enabled to obtain the following facts: The town of Walpole, with a 
present population of about four thousand, was under the jurisdiction of 
Cyprus Commandery up to October, 1900, when this Grand Commandery 
defined the jurisdiction of the subordinate Commanderies, and to Natick 
Commandery was given exclusive jurisdiction over the town of Walpole. 
The Asylums of Natick and Cyprus Commanderies are, in an air line, about 
equally distant from the centre of the town of Walpole. The best mode of 
travel between the town of Walpole and the Asylum of Natick Commandery 
is by steam cars from Walpole to Boston, a distance of nineteen miles, and 
then from Boston to Natick, a distance of seventeen miles, at an expense 
of eighty-eight cents. The Asylum of Cyprus Commandery is reached by 
steam cars to Hyde Park, a distance of eleven miles, at an expense of 
thirty cents; or by electric cars, via Dedham, about the same distance, 
at an expense of fifteen cents. 

From the records of Natick Commandery we find that since having 
jurisdiction over the town of Walpole three applications for the orders 
have been received from Companions residing in that town, two of which 
were accepted and one rejected. Cyprus Commandery has received ten 
applications for the orders from Companions residing in Walpole, and has 
asked for a release of jurisdiction from Natick Commandery. Two of these 
were granted with the condition that it should not be taken as a precedent 
for future action, and eight refused. 

With the petition presented by Em. Sir Bunton at the Semi-annual Con- 
clave was a statement, signed by fifteen Companions residing in East Wal- 
pole, saying that they were anxious to receive the Orders of Knighthood 
in Cyprus Commandery but were out of the jurisdiction of that Command- 
ery. Your committee are of the opinion that these Companions are de- 
sirous of applying to Cyprus Commandery, not from any dislike to Natick 
Commandery, but from the fact that they are more intimately associated 
with the officers and members of Cyprus Commandery both socially and 
Masonically, and to’ join Natick Commandery will necessitate traveling 
more than three times the distance and at nearly three times the expense. 


& 
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With all the facts carefully considered, your committee are of the opinion 
that if the petition is granted Natick Commandery can hardly receive any 
less applications from the town of Walpole than it has in the last six years, 
and Cyprus Commandery will undoubtedly receive many more; and the 
Companions living in Walpole will have the privilege of applying to the 
Commandery that is most convenient for them. 

Your committee would therefore reeommend that the petition be granted, 
and that on and after this date Natick Commandery, of Natick, M 
Cyprus Commandery, of Hyde Park, Mass., have concurrent jur' 
over the town of Walpole, Mass.

REPORT ON CORRESPONDENCE. 


To the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island: 


The foreword of this paper may rightly express the fraternal 
greeting of its author to those to whom it is addressed. What- 
ever the report herewith presented may lack, it should bear the 
loving thought and best wishes of the present writer to the 
members of Grand Commandery—to the Templars of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island united in a strong organization 
which has entered upon the second century of its notable and 
useful career. 

In preparing this‘ missive your Correspondent realizes that 
his work goes before a friendly body, of whose kind favor and 
charitable judgment he has been often assured. Confidently 
invoking the same sympathetic regard, he takes up again the 
reviewer's pen, desiring to put it to proper use in communicating 
information gathered from printed proceedings, while occasion- 
ally, perhaps, it may be allowed “to point a moral” or deal 
with a bit of timely sentiment not altogether foreign to the 
spirit and purpose of Templary. 

Correspondence reports, it is said, ought to be made more 
interesting. They always have value, even when mediocrity 
appears on every page. An intelligent Templar who reads 
these papers will find something suggestive and inviting in 
the most prosaic report. By the reviewer’s help the average 
reader gains knowledge of activities and conditions in the 
Templar world which otherwise he would not obtain; and 
it may be assumed that he appreciates the aid thus afforded. 

But all the same there is a constant call to make these reports 
as interesting as possible. It will not answer, however, that

such papers be prepared with the main thought of entertain- 
ment. The object of a Templar reviewer is, not to amuse, 
but rather to instruct—to disseminate information regarding the 
work of the Order and to make more evident its true character. 
Insistence is to be placed on the instructive features of a 
Correspondence report; yet something more may be attempted. 
An incident may be related, or even a story introduced, if one 
has the happy gift of narration, and so the monotony of report- 
ing details may be broken up and the interest maintained. 
And so, likewise, some mooted point of law or ceremony may 
be argued, or, better still, some moral issue pertaining to 
applied Templary may be discussed, thus enlivening the 
reviewer’s work without detracting from its wholesome and 
legitimate character. 

It is always difficult to measure up to an ideal. It is not an 
task to prepare a well-balanced report of interest and 
edification. Such a production must be something more than 
a statistical exhibit or a dry record of facts. It must be some- 
thing more than an essay and less than a sermon, though it 
may partake of the characteristics of each. Then, too, the 
personal stamp of the author should appear on its pages. 
Fortunate is that Templar reviewer who is able to meet these 
needs and tests. It only remains that members of the Guild 
should hew to the line as nearly as possible, that each should put 
an individual mark on his work, reali ing that there is a diver- 
sity of gifts, but the same spirit, fitting men for all noble and 
true service. 

It is a privilege to write or speak for Templary in this day 
of its prosperity. The Masonic institution and the Templar 
Order, having become strong in numbers and resources, ave 
intrenched in popular favor, able to exercise a blessed, far- 
reaching power for good among men. Now comes the pressure 
of the law of increasing obligation: “For unto whomsoever 
much is given, of him shall be much required.” The law is 
just as binding upon institutions as upon individuals. It 
follows, therefore, that in this day of its power the Templar 
Order ought to render a more abundant service to its own mem- 
bership and to the world. It can justify its existence only as 


ea 
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it becomes more and more an instrumentality for widely ex- 
tended philanthropy and the betterment of the human world. 
In the true Templar conception the world of mankind is 
one household where the strong are the hope of the weak, 
and the weak are the charge of the strong. The highest chiv- 
alry finds its best illustration in thes ervice and self-sacrifice 
thus made evident. 

The present is an inviting period in the history of Freemasonry 
and the Templar Order. It is a time of unrest and doubt—of 
materialism and even of selfish greed—but it is no time to 
lose the heart of faith and give way to despair. Templary, 
like the religion on which it is founded, builds on the eternal 
verities. They may be obscured, but they stand fast and will 
not long rest beneath the shadow. If for a little time they 
appear out of harmony, distorted in their true proportions, a 
clearer light will soon be let in to correct the defect. So but 
yesterday the present writer stood on a high projecting point 
of land by the seaside, where a delightful view was presented. 
There were the islands close at hand and in the distance, and 
the extended coast line, and the moving waters that rippled 
upon the shore; while in the background were hills and forests 
forming a most pleasing landscape. But almost as by magic 
came a change not uncommon there; a cloud of heavy mist 
came rolling in, shutting out of view many of the landmarks, 
partly obscuring other points, making everything appear very 
unreal and gloomy. Soon, however, the dense cloud dissolved, 
the sun shone out again, the veil was lifted; and there was the 
green landscape as before, the fringe of distant hills, the pictur- 
esque islands, and the surging waters of the mighty deep. They 
were all there in their harmony and beauty. They had kept 
their places and lost nothing of their wonderful charm. So 
came the suggestion for a stronger faith as regards the eternal 
verities. They will stand. 

Your Correspondent would keep his reviewer’s pen bright 
with present trust and the hope of increasing light and blessings 
in the future. Thus— 
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“ At noonday— 
In the bustle of man’s work time— 
Greet the unseen with a cheer; 
Bid him forward.” 


From generalizing to particulars is but a step. It is a 
grateful call to cross the line and hold communion with the 
Templars of sister jurisdictions—to read the Proceedings which 
show the steady progress of the Order, and to gather from 
such an examination important information and timely sug- 
gestions deserving the attention of members of our Grand 
Commandery. Following the alphabetical order, we begin with 


ALABAMA, 1906. 


It is good for any organization to remember its beginnings and 
the faithful work of those who made its establishment possible. 
That other men have labored is sometimes forgotten in the 
progressive life of an institution. So the Grand Commandery 
of Alabama does well to place a portrait of its first Grand Com- 
mander, Sir Richard F. Knott, on one of the opening pages 
of its last issued proceedings and to include therein a brief 
biographical sketch paying tribute to his worth. He served his 
jurisdiction, for the three years previous to his death, as chair- 
man of its Committee on Correspondence. The frontispiece 
of the pamphlet is a portrait of Robert §. Teague, Grand Com- 
mander, 1905-6, and there is an accompanying account of 
his Masonic and Templar career. 

The Forty-Sixth Annual Conclave was held in Gadsden, 
May 9-10, 1906. 

The Grand Officers, with but two exceptions, were in their 
respective stations at the opening of Grand Commandery. 
Twelve of the thirteen constituent Commanderies were 
represented in the attendance, which included eight Grand 
Representatives. 

In Grand Commander Teague’s annual address he says: 


We have made a net gain in membership, during the past year, of 122 
Aknights; a number largely in excess of any previous year since the forma- 
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tion of our Grand Commandery. We have also organized two new Com- 
manderies. 


Sir Knight Teague reports the issuing of eight dispensations 
allowing a ballot to be taken, at Stated Conclaves, on petitions 
for the orders without waiting for statutory time. Grand 
Commandery approved his official acts. 

The Grand Treasurer reports a balance on hand, May 1, 1906, 
of $1,323.40. 
A charter was granted to Sylacauga Commandery, No. 21. 

The Grand Prelate, Rev. Stewart McQueen, delivered a ser- 
mon which is printed entire in the Proceedings, and Grand 
Commandery unanimously adopted the following: 


Whereas, The excellent, scholarly, and most beneficial sermon of the E. 
Grand Prelate was a great inspiration and spiritual treat to all the members 
of the Grand Commandery of Alabama, 

Be it Resolved, That this highly beneficial feature be made permanent, 
and that the IX. Grand Prelate be requested and cordially and courteously 
invited to deliver an address along these lines at each Annual Conclave of 
this Grand Commandery. 


The social features incident to the Conclave included a 
reception and banquet, and an excursion down the Coosa 
river, Etowah Commandery acting as host on both occasions. 

r Knight John Herbert Phillips reviews his own report 
on Correspondence in his “Conclusion,” and says: 


Tt has been our main purpose to glean from the various Proceedings such 
information as would give the reader a fair idea of the condition of the 
Order. We have tried to produce that which is worth while; all else should 
be consigned to silence. We have not felt that we were called upon to 
indulge in criticism, and, however strong the temptation, we have refrained 
from wandering into the inviting fields of history, science, or politics. We, 
too, have our hobbies, like the rest, but they have not been saddled for this 
procession. 


We agree with Brother Phillips’s statement that “ A Templar 
reviewer with a moderate amount of sentiment, sensibility, and 
imagination has an opportunity for a wide range of experience.” 

The Correspondent reviews the Proceedings of forty-three 
jurisdictions, devoting a page and a half to Massachusetts and

Rhode Island. He refers briefly to the centennial celebra- 
tion of our Grand Commandery, held in Boston May 24, 1905, 
and pronounces the Proceedings, 1905, ‘a “splendid volume.” 

Under Maryland, Correspondent John H. Miller from that 
jurisdiction having said “give us more of what you think,” 
Sir Knight Phillips answers: “That would be easy. The 
hardest task for most of our Templar reviewers is to tell what 
other people think.” Isn’t that a difficult task for all sorts and 
conditions of men, including readers as well as reviewers, 
sometimes, Brother Phillips? 

In his “Conclusion” the Correspondent pertinently says: 


The greatest word in the Templar creed is Fraternity. It is this word 
that gives us the key to its practical possibilities. Without the sense of 
brotherhood as a foundation, we would have little hope for the constructive 
phases—the real dynamics of the Order. In this bond are united all who 
accept the Christian ideal as the standard of individual conduct and social 
ethics. 


Thomas H. Mattocks, New Decatur, was elected Grand 
Commander; George A. Beauchamp, Mongtomery, was re- 
elected Grand Recorder; John H. Phillips, Birmingham, was 
re-appointed Correspondent. 


Arizona, 1905. 


The city of Flagstaff, well up among the clouds, was the 
place of meeting, on November 15, 1905, when the Grand 
Commandery held its Thirteenth Annual Conclave. Grand 
Commander Owen T. Rouse, in his annual address, described 
the city and its surroundings in the following glowing words: 


1 congratulate you in having the privilege of meeting within the gates 
of this beautiful little city among the pines, at an altitude over 7,000 fect 
above the ceaseless waves of the sea, and where your cheeks are fanned 
by the zephyrs from yonder mountain, whose summit is crowned with 
perpetual snow. 


He reported his official acts and announced one decision, 
which has interest as bearing upon a question of somewhat 
novel character. This was the case on which the Grand 
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Commander reported his official ruling: A Companion’s peti- 
tion to Commandery No. 1 had been rejeeted. After a period 
of more than six months, but within three years, a new Com- 
mandery was organized, and the town in which the rejected 
Companion resided was included in the jurisdiction of the 
newly formed body. He desired to receive the orders in the 
new Commandery. The question was as to the right of that 
body to receive the petition and to confer the orders upon the 
candidate, if the ballot were favorable, without waiting three 
years and without receiving the assent of the Commandery 
which had rejected him. The Grand Commander decided 
that this might be done, the new Commandery being assumed 
to take the place of the old Commandery so far as the candidate 
was concerned. 

The decision was disapproved by the Grand Commandery, 
on recommendation of its Committee on Jurisprudence. Under 
a rule of strict construction the decision of Grand Commander 
Rouse would be justified, but a broader view of the case would 
seem to bring it within the limitation of the statutes of Grand 
Encampment as set forth in Section 4, Title XXIX, and 
Section 15, Title XXXIX. No doubt this was the committee’s 
ground of non-concurrence, though it is not so stated. 

A charter was granted the new Commandery at Bisbee. It 
was started with 21 members, but was able to report a member- 
ship of 45 at the close of its first year’s existence. 

In this connection it may be stated that the total membership 
of the four constituent Commanderies is 294, showing a net gain 
of 49 for the year reported. Receipts for the year amounted 
to $938.00; expenditures 8.00.

Grand Recorder Hempstead writes a foreword to the Proceed- 
ings in hand, stating that a previous issue, nearly ready for 
delivery, was destroyed by fire in the printing office, and that 
the manuscript copy for the same was also consumed. The 
transactions of the Thirty-Third Annual Conclave are reported 
from notes and rewritten reports, but the second edition of 
the Proceedings gives no internal evidence of the circumstances 
under which it was prepared. 

The Sir Knights assembled in Annual Conclave at Little 
Rock, May 16, 1905. The Grand Generalissimo was the only 
Grand Officer who did not respond to the roll call. Eleven of the 
sixteen constitutent Commanderies were represented by their 
respective officers or proxies. Seven Past Grand Commanders 
were present and 17 Grand Representatives—Sir Knight 
Charles E. Rosenbaum responding for. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. Sir Knight Edward W. Wellington, Grand 
Warder of the Grand Encampment, and other distinguished 
guests were accorded appropriate honors. 

Grand Commander Thomas H. Jones delivered his annual 
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which recorded his official acts, and gave expression to 
his belief that the Sir Knights of this jurisdiction have now “a 
deeper interest in the welfare and prosperity of the Order than 
they have manifested for many years.” Four dispensations 
were granted, each to ballot on petitions without waiting 
statutory time. Grand Commandery approved the Grand 
Commander’s official acts and referred his recommendations, 
which were mainly of local interest, to a special committee. 

The Grand Recorder includes in his report a detailed account 
of the trip made by Grand Commandery’s representatives to 
San Francisco and their doings at the Triennial. Seventeen Sir 
Knights were in the party, and headquarters were maintained 
at the Palace Hotel and a generous hospitality was extended, 
notwithstanding which the sum of $330.29 was returned to the 
Triennial Fund, which stands at $474.83 as paid over by vote 
of Grand Commandery to the Grand Treasurer. That officer 
reports a total balance on hand, May 16, 1905, of $1,599.41. 

From the synopsis of returns from constituent Commanderies 
we learn that the total membership is 817 Sir Knights, and that 
the net gain in membership, as compared with 1904, is 43. 

The Proceedings contain a portrait and biographical sketch 
of Sir Knight Benjamin F. Atkinson, Grand Commander in 
5, who died September 22, 1905. 

The report on Correspondence, written by Sir Knight Charles 
E. Rosenbaum, was destroyed by a fire in the printing office, 
to which allusion has already been made. His brothers of the 
Guild will not wonder that Correspondent Rosenbaum “has 
not found time to write it over again.’”? The loss of the report 
“is greatly to be regretted, but is unavoidable.”

ARKANSAS, 1906. 


The Thirty-Fourth Annual Conclave was held in Little Rock, 
May 15, 1906. All the Grand Officers were in their respective 
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stations at the opening of Grand Commandery. Representa- 
tives from eight of the sixteen Commanderies in the jurisdic- 
tion, seven Past Grand Commanders, and sixteen Grand Repre- 
sentatives were present. 

Grand Commander 8. P. Collins delivered an annual address 
which gave evidence of his official activit and devotion to 
Templar interests. Some of his proposed visitations were not 
made, owing to the outbreak of yellow fever in the South and 
the consequent interruption to travel. He reported the grant- 
ing of seven dispensations, six giving permission to shorten the 
time in balloting on petitions. A “special dispensation ” 
allowed a Commandery to appear in uniform at a banquet to 
be given “during the time when the orders were being conferred, 
only Knights Templar and their ladies being present at said 
banquet.” Grand Commandery approved Sir Knight Collins’s 
official acts and referred his recommendation, which was of 
local interest, to a special committee of three. A charter was 
issued to Crusader Commandery at Stuttgart, to which the 
Grand Commander had granted a dispensation. An applica- 
tion for a new Commandery at Blytheville was referred to the 
incoming Grand Commander. Palestine Commandery, sta- 
tioned at Russellville; asked to surrender its charter, owing 
to decrease in membership “on account of removals and deaths 
and there being no immediate prospects of getting new mem- 
bers,” and the request was granted. The hour of meeting 
for Grand Commandery Conclaves was changed to eight o’clock, 
P.M. 
jrand Recorder Hempstead in his annual report, under the 
heading “An Exquisite Volume,” devotes a paragraph to the 
Proceedings of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 1905, “One 
Hundredth Anniversary,” and pronounces it “worthy of the 
great jurisdiction from which it emanates.” 

In the synopsis of returns the total membership of the con- 
stituent Commanderies is given as 857; net gain in membership 
over 1905, 45. 

The Grand Treasurer, John Brodie, reports a balance on hand

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Pike, first Commander of the first Commandery in Arkansas, 
whose memory is revered throughout the Masonic and Tem- 
plar world, is a valuable insert to the Proceedings.

CALIFORN. 


, 1906. 


Thursday, April 19, 1906, was the day appointed for the 
holding of the Forty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand) 
Commandery of California, and San Francisco was the desig- 
nated place of meeting. But on that date the residents of the 
great and beautiful city were facing a terrible calamity. The 
earthquake had done its destructive work, the fire that quickly 
followed was fiercely raging, and in the nature of things the 
annual meeting of Grand Commandery could not be held. 

There are no Templar Proceedings of California, for the cur- 
rent year, to review. An official circular sent out by Grand 
Recorder William A. Davies under date of July 20, 1906, an- 
nounces the holding of the Conclave, at Mission Masonic Tem- 
ple, San Francisco, on the 17th of that month, and contains a 
few brief items of information. The whole number of Knights 
in the jurisdiction, as reported on January 31,1906, was 5,501, 
showing anet gain of 253 for the year covered by the return, 
then made. 

Brilsford P. Flint, San Francisco, was elected Grand Com- 
mander; William A. Davies, Alameda, was re-elected Grand 
Recorder and re-appointed chairman of the Committee on 
spondence. dl 


It is impossible to realize the full,;measure of that disaster 
which has come to San Francisco and to other places in Cali- 
fornia. There have been immense losses and deprivations 
which no pen may adequately describe. Prosperity has been 
displaced by adversity and the situation has taxed to the ut- 
most not only material resources but also the courage and hope 
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of a resolute people, who have borne themselves admirably 
while passing through a most trying ordeal. Thus the work of 
rebuilding cities and towns goes forward, new undertakings 
are projected, and there seems to be no impairment of that 
confidence in themselves and in the future greatness of their 
State which points the way to successful achievement. 

And it is gratifying to note how powerfully and sympatheti- 
cally the great calamity in California has appealed to the peo- 
ple of all lands. It has been another occasion to show that 
“one touch of nature which makes the whole world kin.” 
There was a prompt and generous readiness to render help to 
stricken communities. Masonic and Templar organizations 
acted quickly, sending the word of fraternal sympathy and the 
practical offering which signify the benign principles that con- 
stitute the abiding life and strength of those institutions. 
Well may we all rejoice in the object lessons thus presented ! 


Canaba, 1905. 

Thus early in our report we find another “fire note’’ in the 
Proceedit “before us for review. Fortunately, however, the 
manuscript report of Canada’s Twenty-Second Annual A 
bly was not destroyed by fire and water, as was the case in 
Arkansas, and so the pamphlet was issued with but little delay. 

The Sovereign Great Priory of Canada was convened in Win- 
nipeg, Manitoba, August 2, 1905. This city of the great North- 
west, situated at the confluence of two navigable rivers 
made marvellous increase in population. In 1871 Winnipeg 
had only one hundred inhabitants; at the beginning of the 
twentieth century its citizens numbered fifty thousand. — Its 
growth and progress in the last few years has been phenomenal. 
The Supreme Grand Master, the Honorable William Gibson, in 
his address calls Winnipeg the “centre of this great Canada 
of ours, which we all love so well,” and also says that “its im- 
portance as a Masonic centre, the zeal and fidelity of its mem- 
bers, induced Sovereign Great Priory to leave the older Proy- 


ssem- 


has 


jnces and meet here this year.” 
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x of the forty-three Preceptories, one under dis- 
pensation, were represented at the Annual Assembly, a credita- 
ble showing considering the “ magnificent distances” separating 
the constituent bodies of the jurisdiction. 

Supreme Grand Master Gibson devotes three printed pages 
of his address to an account of the visit to the United States 
and Canada of the Earl of Euston, Grand Master of the Great 
Priory of Wngland and Wales, and his staff. Their presence at 
the Grand Encampment Triennial Conclave in San Francisco, 
says Sir Knight Gibson, “brought together for the first time 
the two Grand Masters of these two great divisions of the Tem- 
plar army.”’ We quote further from Frater Gibson: 


“May the bonds of union between us become closer and closer” said 
the Earl of Euston in one of his speeches, and the heartiest applause 
greeted this excellent sentiment. 

The honor of the Grand Cross of the English Order was conferred on the 
Grand Master of the United States and upon several distinguished Knights, 
while the Grand Encampment of the United States altered its constitution 
so as to permit of the creating of an honorary member, and this distin- 
guished honor was for the first time conferred on the English Grand 
Master. 


The dispensations granted by the Grand Master and, in his 
absence from the country, by the Deputy Grand Master were of 
routine character, and with other official acts were confirmed 
by Sovereign Great Priory. 

In accordance with the recommendations of the Committee on 
Warrants, charters were issued, respectively, to Jacques de 
Molai Preceptory. at Niagara Falls, Ontario, and to Woodstock 
Preceptory, at Woodstock, New Brunswick. The dispensation 
was continued for another year to Cape Breton Preceptory at 
Sydney. 

The Committee on Audit and Finance presented a report in 
which receipts for the year ending June 30, 1905, are stated 
as $7,038.44; disbursements, $1,915.50; balance on hand, 
$5,122.94. 

“Again the Grand Chancellor has kept the expenditure 
within the estimates for the year.” 

A recapitulation of the returns from Preceptories shows the 
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number of members in good standing, June 30, 1905, to be 3,323 
—a net increase of 501. 

The report on Correspondence is by Will H. Whyte, Past Su- 
preme Grand Master, who says at the outset that “nothing of 
great moment has startled the Templar world since writing 
our last report.” 

We once lived in Canada for a brief space of time, and found 
a happy fellowship with the Sir Knights of the great jurisdiction 
that stretches from sea to sea. So it is with special interest 
that we read of the doings of our Brethren across the border. 
Correspondent Whyte believes that some of us lack knowledge 
concerning the governing body of the Templar Order in Cana- 
da, and replies in full to Grand Recorder Adrian J. Parshall, of 
information. We quote Brother 


Wyoming, who asks for 
Whyte’s words entire: 
The Great Priory of Canada is a sovereign body, similar to the Grand 
Governing bodies of the Order of the Temple. There are five in existence: 
The Great Priory of England, The Great Priory of Ireland, The Chapter 
General of Scotland, The Grand Encampment of the United States, and 
the Sovereign Great Priory of Canada. The latter, under the name of 
the National Great Priory of Canada, was a component part of the “Con- 
vent General” from 1876 to 1884, formed by the three British Great 
Priories and Canada. Scotland, however, seceded almost as soon as 
formed. In 1884, this combine not proving satisfactory, Canada set up 
independent housekeeping for itself, or, rather, retired from the combina- 
tion, and adopted the name Sovereign, to show its independence. In 
order, however, to provide for the expansion, which, it was foreseen, 
sould come to this country in time, it was decided to hold the Order 
as a national body covering the Dominion from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
and to divide up the country into Provinces or districts under the super- 
vision of Provincial Grand Priors; ds the Provinces increase in population 
and the Order grows, Provincial Grand Priories will be formed with 
officers similar to the American State Grand Commanderies with yearly 
sessions, and the Sovereign Great Priory will likely then meet, as does the 
Grand Encampment of the U. S., in triennial sessions. As it is, our 
Provincial Grand Priors have the rank of a State Grand Commander, but 
have no officers or Grand Commandery under them. We are too small 
at present, but are rapidly growing, and in a few years the change may 
come. At this year’s rate, with over 500 net increase, it may not be so 


very long. 


The Correspondent gives four pages to his review of Massa- 
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chusetts and Rhode Island, Proceedings 1904, and quotes the 
remarks of Grand Commander Hersey pertaining to the generous 
entertainment given by the Winnipeg Knights to the officers 
and members of our home Grand Commandery in passing 
through that city on their way to the Triennial Conclave of 1904. 

Referring to our Correspondence report of that year, Frater: 
Whyte says that the provision requiring two black balls to re- 
ject a candidate, if a Preceptory so wishes to allow in its by- 
laws, is no new idea to a Canadian Mason. It is not, therefore, 
a “new departure,” so far as Canada is concerned. Indeed 
a like provision is found in the constitutions, respectively, of 
the Grand Lodge and the Grand Chapter, which but follow the 
lead of the Mother Grand Lodge of England. in not requiring 
a unanimous ballot. It would be a “new departure” for 
Masonic and Templar bodies in the United States to adopt the 
more liberal law in this respect of England and Canada. 

John B. Tresidder, Montreal, was elected Supreme Grand 
Master; Will H. Whyte, Montreal, was re-elected Grand Chan- 
cellor and re-appointed Correspondent. 


Cotorapo, 1905. 


There was a large attendance of permanent members, Grand 
Officers, and delegates at the Thirtieth Annual Conclave, held in 
Denver, September 22, 1905. Sir -IXnight Lawrence N. Green- 
leaf answered for Massachusetts and Rhode Island in the roll 
call of Sister Grand Jurisdictions. Representatives were pres- 
ent from twenty-six of the twenty-nine constituent Command- 
eries. 4 

The annual address delivered by Grand Commander Richard 
W. Corwin was a detailed account of official acts. He reports 
the granting of five dispensations, one of which gave a Com- 
mandery authority to change the date of the annual elections, 
and another permitted a Commandery to ballot upon a petition 
at a Special Conclave. The Committee on Jurisprudence, after 
examination of the report on dispensations granted by the 
Grand Commander, concluded that “his action in each case 
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was proper,” and Grand Commandery confirmed its com-

mittee’s approval. Four “requests” were also granted and 
four decisions rendered, all of which Grand Commandery ap- 
proved. The first decision related to the question: 


Is it proper to have music during the conferring of the orders by persons 
who are not members of the Order, they being kept in an outside room 
and brought in at the proper time to render the music, which is given 
behind a sereen? 


; The following statement by Grand Master Moulton is given 
mM answer: 


There is nothing in the rituals or regulations of our Order to prohibit 
the rendition of appropriate music, in conferring the orders of Christian 
Knighthood, by those who are not members of the Order, provided the 
performers are effectively pened so as to be invisible and unable them- 
selves to acquire any knowledge of who or what is beyond their sereen. 
Therefore, under Paragraph 3, Section 6, Article 2 of the Constitution, 
the respective Grand Commanderies have power to regulate this feature to 
the work, subject to the restrictions hereinbefore recited. 


Grand Commander Corwin submitted three suggestions for 
Granc Commandery’s consideration; the first, that of a paid 
drill-master, receiving the commendation of the body, but be- 
gauss of conditions, the large expense involved, etc., the 

matter was left in abeyance for the present.”” We quote 
entire his other “hints:”

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To-day the world is rapidly turning its attention to prevention rather 
than to correction. Of more good is it to prevent than to cure sickness. 
We supply nurses who attend the sick. How much better would it be to 
supply nurses who prevent sickness. It is within the power of the Masonic 
Order locally to do this mnissionary work among its people and accomplish 
immense good. It will require thought, study, and patience to carry out 
this suggestion successfully. 


Evidently Grand Commandery was not quite ready to under- 
take the altruistic work as outlined, for it made no reference, 
through its committees or otherwise, to the suggestions. No 
one will question that such service of social betterment and 
home welfare work is needed to-day and is performed by in- 
dividual Knights Templars everywhere; but there may be 
doubts as to whether our Order, as an organization, is called 
upon to do the missionary and educational work that churches 
and social service leagues—the multiple agencies in the civil- 
ized world—must perform in order to justify their existence. 
Our great Institution does not take the place of any other, but 
it is none the less a factor in the world’s development and 
must do its full share in the upbuilding of humanity. 

The Grand Treasurer reports a balance on hand of $3,414.42, 
and the Grand Recorder gives the total number of Sir Knights 
in the jurisdiction as 1,991, a net gain of 57 during the year. 

A portrait and brief biography of the incoming Grand Com- 
mander, Arthur E. Jones, are found at the beginning of the 
printed Proceedings, and an appendix to the volume contains 
report on Correspondence, list of members, statistical tables, 
and decisions. 

Correspondent Harper M. Orahood presents his twenty-fifth 
annual report. Concerning it he writes: 


The work this year has been done under somewhat unfavorable condi- 
tions. As is well known, the thirty-ninth annual encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic was this year held in Denver. Your chair- 
man has the honor to be Past Department Commander of Colorado and 
Wyoming, and has during the year been actively engaged as chairman of 
the Parade Committee, and this has taken a great deal of time, work, and 
close attention. It has been difficult to find the time we usually give the 
work of this report. The encampment by common report, and as told us 
by our comrades, was a great success. So in that line we are well pleased 


because our friends are pleased, and will soon forget the hard work.

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Reviewing the Proceedings of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, 1904, he quotes liberally from Grand Commander 
Hersey’s annual address, and alludes to the presence of the 
Grand Standard Bearer of the Grand Encampment, Sir Wnight 
Arthur MacArthur, and his eloquent response to Words of 
welcome. : 

Considering our work as a reviewer, Correspondent Orahood 

says: “Brother Rugg writes most of his report, quotes but 
little. We do the opposite. It is largely a matter of experi- 
ence and habit.” 
Arthur Edgar Jones, Denver, was elected Grand Commander; 
Charles H. Jacobson, Denver, was re-elected Grand Recorder; 
Harper M. Orahood, Denver, was re-appointed chairman of 
Committee on Correspondence. 


Connecticut, 1906. 


An engraved portrait of Grand Commander Samuel J. 
Bryant forms the frontispiece of the volume so promptly issued 
after the holding of the Seventy-Fifth Annual Conclave, in 
New Haven, March 20, 1906. 

As usual, the annual meeting brought together representa- 
tives from all the Commanderies in the jurisdiction—eleven in 
number—also a large number of permanent members of the 
Grand Commandery and visitors. A number of distinguished 
Templars from other jurisdictions were present, among them 
Sir Knight Arthur MacArthur, Grand Senior Warden of the 
Grand Encampment, who was received with the special honors 
befitting his official position. Grand Commander Edwin A. 
Blodgett of Massachusetts and Rhode Island was also one of 
the honored visitors. 

The address of Grand Commander Bryant gives evidence 
of his active and zealous discharge of the various duties which 
devolved upon him as Grand Commander. The year of his 
administration was one of activity and advance throughout the 
jurisdiction. There was a gain of 189 in the aggregate member- 
ship, the whole number of enrolled Knights Templars being 
3,324, as reported at the last Conclave. 
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He issued but six dispensations, all for good cause, and made 
but few official rulin One of his decisions bears upon a 
somewhat novel case presented by Hamilton Commandery, No. 
5, of Bridgeport, and was passed upon by the Grand Com- 
mander in accordance with the principles of Masonic law gener- 
ally recognized. The questions asked and the answers given 
are shown in his letter of reply to Hamilton Commandery, 
which we copy herewith: 


You ask whether an objection prevents a Companion of the illustrious 
Order of Red Cross from receiving the Order of the Temple when no 
notice was sent to the members stating that a ballot was to be taken upon 
the name of the candidate. ’ 

The answer is yes. See last clause of section three, under Title XX XVII, 
of the Statutes of the Grand Encampment. 

I surmise that it is not this, which is so evident, that you want an answer 
toas it is, how long must the Companion “wait before applying for advance- 
ment.” 

There is nothing in the code of statutes that answers this question, nor, 
so far as my diligent search has discovered, anything in official decisions. 
In such a case I deem it safe to be governed by Masonic law and practice, 
and therefore take the responsibility of referring you to Lockwood's 
Masonic Law and Practice, Chapter 6, Sections 23 as follows: 

“A ballot must be spread upon the application of a candidate for 
advancement, if requested by a member of the Lodge, and a unanimous 
vote is necessary for such advancement.” 

“The application for advancement may, be renewed as often as the 
candidate may desire unless otherwise provided.” 

See also Mackey, Encyclopedia of Freemasonry, page 36, a full answer 
to the question “What time must elapse after a first rejection before the 
Apprentice or Fellow Craft can renew his application for advancement to 
a higher degree?”’ 

The argument, in brief, is that after a clear ballot and partial advance- 
ment, the candidate has rights that do not belong to one entirely outside 
the fraternity, and the answer is that, ‘‘The entered Apprentices of a 
Lodge are competent at all Regular Communications of their Lodge to pe- 
tition for advancement.” F 

This opinion having been “universally adopted’? with one exception 
in Masonic law, I deem it safe to follow in such a case as you present, 
and so advise. 

In answer to your second question, I reply that a Companion of the 
illustrious Order of the Red Cross is competent, at any Stated Conclave 
of the Commandery, to petition to receive the order of the Temple; that 
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a ballot must be spread upon said petition and a unanimous vote is neces- 
sary for advancement. 


The Templar law promulgated seems, however, to require 
a specific course of procedure in a case like the one cited, where 
“an objection prevents a Companion of the illustrious Order 
of the Red Cross from receiving the Order of the Temple.” 
The Grand Encampment law is as follows—see Title XXXVII, 
Section 3, Clause 2: 


But every candidate once elected to receive the orders in any Com- 
mandery, and who shall have been duly constituted a Companion of the 
Illustrious Order of the Red Cross, shall be entitled to the Order of the 
Temple, unless found unworthy after trial on charges duly presented. 


Objection after ballot and before the conferring of the Red 
Cross is equivalent to rejection. In such a case, according to 
Section 15 of Titlke XXXIX, Grand Encampment statutes, 
six months must elapse before a new petition for the rejected 
candidate can be received. An objection after the conferring 
of the Order of the Red Cross does not bar advancement except 
by preferment of charges. The one ballot taken at the outset 
covers the orders of Red Cross, Temple, and Knight of Malta. 

The case presented involved also another question, relating 
to the sending of notices bearing the names of candidates to 
be balloted for. The Grand Commander, further along in his 
address, recommended that a separate slip containing the names 
of candidates should be sent out with the notices of meetings. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence endorsed the rulings of 


Grand Commander. Regarding the special case cited, they 
say: 


The decision in the matter of Hamilton Commandery is also approved. 
There'is no law requiring the names of candidates to be balloted for to 
appear in the notices of the meetings of a Commandery. As a matter 
of fact, some Commanderies issue but one notice of Stated Conclaves 
during the year. In view of the fact that the standing of a candidate for 
the Order of the Temple, who has received the Order of the Red Cross, may 
be affected when such notice is not sent, the suggestions of the Grand 
Commander should be carefully considered by all the Commanderies in: 
this jurisdiction, 


REPORT ON CORRESPONDENCE, 21 


Under “Visits and Events” several pages are given to a 
description of several notable Templar gatherings at which the 
Grand Commander was present. He refers at considerable 
length to the observance of Good Friday, April 21, 1905, by 
St. Elmo Commandery, according to a practice it has main- 
tained for thirty-five years. He gives the order of procedure 
in the Asylum and at the social gathering, and claims that there 
was nothing inconsistent with the sentiment of Good Friday 
in the celebration thus arranged. It was an observing of the 
day in a “rational and Christian way.” 

He was impressed by the celebration of the centennial 
anniversary of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. He says: 


I was impressed with the generosity and thorough business qualifications 
of those who had in charge the arrangements of this notable event, and for 
their sake was glad, beyond expression, that a day perfect as to tempera- 
ture and sunlight rewarded their toils and for every one heightened the 
joys of the occasion. Every one of the forty-six Commanderies embraced 
in the jurisdiction marched with its banner, and only as to the number in 
line and a smaller difference as to the number of spectators did the event 
differ from a triennial encampment. 


Grand Recorder Eli C. Birdsey reports several items of inter- 
est. His receipts for the year were $2,165—an amount slightly 
exceeded by the payments of Grand Treasurer, which were 
$2,294.83; but the Grand Commandery is still in funds, there 
being cash in the treasury amounting to $704.58, besides an 
investment of $1,000. 

The business transacted was for the most part of routine 
character. We note with pleasure an appropriation of $100 
to the Masonic Home at Wallingford. 

Past Grand Commander Hugh Stirling is again the writer of 
the report on Correspondence. He uses but thirty-seven pages 
in a review of forty-six jurisdictions. Under Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island he presents the report of the Committee 
on Jurisprudence touching the exercise of the dispensing power 
by Grand Commanders to change the date of holding a Stated 
Conclave. Correspondent Stirling declares that “the reason- 
ing of the committee is sound.”’ Evidently he believes that

there are cases of emergency justifying an unusual exercise of 
authority. 
The following timely words appear in his “Conclusion”: 


The amount of good an organization of this kind does can not be meas- 
ured, that its teachings and influences are all for the uplifting of its mem- 
bers must be admitted, and we know personally where its beautiful ritual 
and ceremonials have caused men to be better for having passed through 
these ceremonies and listened to the admonitions contained in the ritual. 
Would that we could keep in mind at all times these teachings, then the 
unkind word would not be spoken in a Brother’s absence, if at all, the 
petty jealousies and animosities would find no place in our hearts, our criti- 
cisms of one another would be less severe, and we would all be happier.

Disrricr or Cotumpia, 1906. 


Facing the title page of the volume in hand is a photographic 
view of Grand Commander Allen and the members of his staff, 
all mounted, as taken on field day, October 12, 1905. That 
“most eventful occasion during the Templar year” brought 
together the several Commanderies of the jurisdiction, whose 
appearance on parade and in review was favorably regarded by 
thousands of observers, including many prominent Templars 
who were guests of the Grand Commandery, 

Facing the opening page of the Correspondence report is 
a portrait of George Harold Walker, Grand Generalissimo, who 
died May 5, 1906. For the past eight years Sir Knight Walker 
had been the writer of Correspondence for the Grand Com- 
mandery of the District of Columbia and had gained a well- 
deserved reputation for his ability as a Templar reviewer. In 
the address of the Grand Commander, delivered at the Eleventh 
Annual Conclave, held in Masonic Temple, Washington, May 14, 
1906, a tender tribute is paid to the memory and worth of the 


departed Sir Knight. The closing paragraph reads as follows: 
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Sir Knight Walker's services to Masonry won him honors in the Grand 
Bodies of the District of Columl He was Grand High Priest of the 
Grand Chapter in 1894, Grand Master of Masons in 1903, and at the time 
of his death held the rank of G mo in this body. Nothing 
would have been more certain than hi: neement to the highest office 
in the gift of the Grand Commandery a year from this time, if he had lived. 
A ready and engaging speaker, an accomplished writer, an able ¥ i 
jurist, a wise and safe counsellor, » broad humanitarian, a patriotic 
and a staunch friend, he left the world the better for his having lived in it. 
A great and noble soul is gone; 2 man among men has passed on. 


At the Annual Conclave the vacant chair of the Grand 
Generalissimo was most impressive. All the other Grand 
Officers were in their places. ‘The five constituent Command- 
eries were represented. Eight Past Grand Commanders and 
twenty-eight Grand Representatives, including Sir Arvine W. 
Johnston, who responded at roll call for Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, were also in attendance. 

Following the opening exercises, Sir Prank H. Thomas, Grand 
Captain General of the Grand Encampment, was escorted to 
the Asylum and courteously weleomed by the Grand Com- 
mander. 

Grand Commander Bennett A. Allen, from whose address we 
have already quoted, reported his official acts. One of the 
events referred to was the placing of the cornerstone of the 
office building to be erected for the House of Representatives in 
the south extension of the capitol grounds at Washington. 
The stone was laid with Masonic ceremonies by Brother Walter 
A. Brown, Grand Master of Masons of the District of Columbia, 
and the President of the United States, Brother Theodore A. 
Roosevelt, delivered an address. There was a Templar escort 
to the Grand Lodge, all the constituent Commanderies being 
ordered out. The Grand Commander declares that “their 
appearance was worthy of the great oce sion which they so 
signally honored.” 

The Grand Commander had made no official rulings nor had 
he issued any dispensations. He reported having made an 
official visit to each of the five Commanderies forming the 
Grand Jurisdiction. 

The Inspector General, Wm. T. Galliher, submitted a report 
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of much interest. Several pages are devoted to details of the 
annual field day, held at “Friendship,” the country home of 
Brother John R. McLean. Evidently much of the success of 
field day is attributable to the wise and complete arrange- 
ments of Inspector General Galliher. i 

But little business was transacted at the Annual Conclave. 
Reports presented show the following items: Receipts for the 
year, $2,088.21; expenditures, $1,781.88; total assets, $2,088.28; 
balance after payment of liabilities, $1,138.83; total member- 
ship, 1,729; gain for the last year, 17. 

By reason of the death of Correspondent Walker the prepara- 
tion of a report on Correspondence devolved on Brother A. W. 
Johnston, who has had experience as a Masonic reviewer, 
though not in the Templar field. He epitomizes the doings 
of Grand Commanderies in a skillful manner and offers much 
of summarized information to those who may read his report. 
He reviews the Proceedings of forty-four jurisdictions in a 
space of forty-five pages. 

William F. Hunt, Washington, was elected Grand Com- 
mander; Arvine W. Johnston, Masonic Temple, Washington, 
was reelected Grand Recorder. He was also appointed a 
member of the Committee on Correspondence, of which ‘ecom- 
mittee George E. Corson is chairman. 


ENGLAND AND Wates, 1905-6. 


The pamphlet in hand contains 140 rather closely printed 
pages setting forth the transactions of Great Priory at the 
meetings held in London December 8, 1905, and May 11, 1906. 
The Rt. Hon. Earl of Euston, Supreme Grand Master, was 
on the throne at both meetings. 

On the first-named occasion an interesting “Report of 
Council” was presented, which made evident the continued 
prosperity of Great Priory and the Preceptories under its rule. 
The law governing the admission of visitors had been pro- 
mulgated and notice given of the proposed formation of an 
illegal Templar Body in Australia. A part of the circular letter

sent out by order of the Supreme Grand Master, pertaining to 
the matters noted, reads as follows: 


No one professing to be a member of the Order of the Temple can be 
admitted as a visitor to your Preceptory unless he is in possession of a 
certificate or diploma from one or other of the following Sovereign Bodies: 

The Great Priory of England, 

The Great Priory of Ireland, 

The Chapter General of Scotland, 

The Grand Encampment of the United States of America, and 

The Grand Priory of Canada, 
these sovereign bodies being the only bodies legally entitled to confer 
the United Orders of the Temple and Malta. 

The Grand Master would especially warn you against admitting anyone 
claiming to be a Knight Templar under a body styling itself “The Early 
Grand Encampment of the Temple and Malta for Scotland,” which so- 
called body is not in any way recognized, and is spurious and clandestine. 

As the Grand Master has been informed of the proposed formation of 
a so-called Encampment of Knights Templar in Australia, under this 
illegal body, it is most essential and obligatory that no countenance 
should be given to such a body, which is outside the pale oj the Temple, ° 
or to any of its members. 


At the Chapter convened on May 11, 1906, action was taken 
for the showing of sympathy to “the Knights Templar in 
trouble at San Francisco.” It was voted to send one thousand 
dollars to Grand Master Moulton, to be used by him in aid of the 
sufferers. The recorded expression of kind feeling, attested 
by the generous gift, must necessarily strengthen the fraternal 
relations existing between the Grand Encampment of the 
United States and the Grand Priory of England and Wales. 

Rt. Hon. the Earl of Euston is the Most Eminent and Supreme 
Grand Master; C. F. Matier, G.C. T., is Great Vice-Chancellor. 
His address is Mark Mason’s Hall, Great Queen Street, London, 
Ww. C. 


Froripa, 1906. 


The printed transactions of the Twelfth Annual Conclave, 
held at Jacksonville, May 10, 1906, make a pamphlet of but fifty- 
six pages. The address of Grand Commander James Cornell, 
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with accompanying papers, occupies twenty-four pages. He re- 
ported his granting of two dispensations during the year, each 
authorizing the conferring of the orders in less than the regular 
time. He had not been asked to make any official rulings. 

He had visited each of the eleven Commanderies which 
form the jurisdiction and was able to declare from his personal 
examination “that the standard of work is high, and that our 
beloved Order is firmly established in the hearts of as noble a 
body of men as can be gathered together in our State.” 

Grand Commander Cornell describes at some length the steps 
taken in the re-establishment of Baron Commander No. 3, of 
Key West. It appears: that this Commandery received a 
charter from the Grand Encampment of the United States, 
bearing date December 3, 1874. It lived and prospered until 
the great fire of 1886, “which destroyed its Asylum, all of its 
paraphernalia, records, the uniforms and accoutrements of 
its members, and probably its charter,” since which time the 
Commandery has been dormant, albeit there does not seem 
to have been any action on the part of the Grand Encampment 
to annul the charter. 

Under date of April 26, 1906, the Grand Commander issued 
a dispensation authorizing the surviving members to assemble 
and transact business under the name of Baron Commandery, 
and to confer the orders on candidates duly elected to receive 
the same. On the day named and the day next following, the 
Grand Commander being present, with nine of the surviving 
members, “not a man of them under sixty years of age,” the 
work of reorganization was completed. The orders were then 
conferred on fourteen petitione 

The Grand Commandery voted to grant a charter, without 
fee, to those zealous Templars at Key West, and to give them 
the old name and number, “Baron Commandery, No. 3.” 
Fortunately the number three had not been given to another 
Commandery, and therefore there was no difficulty in making 
the arrangement as recommended. Now there is no break 
in the numbers from one to twelve. 

Florida is numerically one of the smaller Templar jurisdic- 
tions, but the interests of the Order seem to be well cared for, 
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giving promise of gain in numbers and material strength. 
The present membership is 726; total assets $1,253.22. 

There is a timely reference in the Grand Commander’s 
address to the purposes of the Templar Order, accompanied 
by the hint of a possible danger growing out of the popular 
regard in which it is now held. The suzgestion of the following 
excerpt deserves to be heeded: 


But this undercurrent of favor to our Order, improperly directed, may 
be as injurious to its best interest, nay, more so, than the rancor of im- 
placable enemies. We have much to dread, I fear, from the indiscriminate 
admission of those who are popularly styled “good fellows.” Let not the 
heedless seeker after doubtful pleasures beyond make of our sacred Order 
naught but a stepping-stone to their fulfillment. 


There was no important business transacted. No report on 
Correspondence was presented. 

Irving E. Webster, Gainesville, was elected Grand Com- 
mander; Wilber P. Webster, Jacksonville, was re-elected Grand 
Recorder. 


Groraia, 1906. 


The eighteen constituent Commanderies were all represented 
at the Forty-Fifth Annual Conclave, held in the city of Augusta, 
May 9 and 10, 1906. All the Grand Officers were at their posts 
at the opening hour. Joseph K. Orr, representing Ms 
chusetts and Rhode Island, was one of the seventeen Grand 
Representatives in attendence. Past Grand Commander Orr 
is Grand Sword Bearer of the Grand Encampment, and as the 
ineumbent of that office he was escorted to the Asylum and 
received with the honors due his official position. 

The brief address of Grand Commander Robert T. Barron, 
whose portrait forms the fronispiece of the Proceedings now 
passing under review, was for the most part a presentation of 
his official acts. He reported having granted ten dispensations 
relating to ballot and the conferring of the orders. He had 
issued a special dispensation authorizing the organization of a 
Commandery at Waycross, and he recommended that a charter 
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be granted to the newly formed body. The Grand Com- 
mandery voted the charter, but with change of name from 
Waycross to Damascus. 

The Grand Commander reported the constituting of two 
Commanderies—Malta, No. 16, and Crusader, No. 17. He 
called attention to the ‘calamity at San Francisco and to his 
prompt order to the treasurer, April 20, 1906, to send $500 for 
the benefit of the sufferers. He noted the further steps taken 
in the same line of helpfulness as suggested by the telegram of 
Grand Master George M. Moulton, received one day later. 
It may be mentioned that the prompt action of Grand Com- 
mander Barron was heartily commended by vote of Grand 
Commandery. 

A report by Grand Recorder Rockwell sets forth many of 
the details of his work. By action of the Grand Commandery 
he takes on added duties as “ Instructor in Templar tacties and 
ritualism.’”’ As such instructor he is to receive an additional 
compensation of $250 per year, besides having his expenses. 
We shall be interested to observe the working of this new plan. 

Templary in Georgia has prospered during recent years. 
The membership of the 18 constituent Commanderies was 
1,662—a gain of 294 for the last year reported. The total 
cash on hand at the beginning of the present Templar year was 
reported by the Committee on Finance to be $7,276.20, referring 
to which the committee has this to say: : 


Believing that our financial condition is now such as to put us beyond 
the possibility of immediate stringency, and not deeming it especially 
desirable that a Jarge surplus be built up, and thinking it only right that 
the Subordinate Commanderies should share in our prosperity, we recom- 
mend that the per capita tax be fixed at $1.50 per annum instead of $2.00 
as heretofore. Our income is now sufficiently large to permit such a 
reduction and still handsomely increase our surplus each year. 


Grand Reviewer Rockwell in his brief report on Correspond- 
ence epitomizes the Proceedings of forty-four Grand Jurisdic- 
tions. He presents valuable statistical and other information 
in a paper of forty pages. 

John J. Seay, Rome, was elected Grand Commander; William 
8. Rockwell, Savannah, was re-elected Grand Recorder. 
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Ipano, 1905. 


We noted last year the birth of a new Commandery—Idaho, 
and reviewed the printed Proceedings of its first Conclave. 
Our own jurisdiction as the eldest of the official Templar family 
welcomed the youngest member, and to-day congratulates 
Idaho upon its year of prosperity and progress. We have before 
us the report of the First Annual Conclave, held in Boise, 
September 15-16, 1905, a majority of the Grand Officers and 
a constitutional number of members being present. 

Grand Commander James A. Pinney, whose portrait faces 
the first page of the printed Proceedings, reported his official 
acts in a brief address. The business of the session was con- 
ducted in an orderly manner and was mainly of local interest. 
‘A charter was issued to Idaho Falls Commandery, No. 6, that 
body having been granted a dispensation under the name of 
Granary Commandery by the Grand Commander. A dis- 
pensation was granted in response to the petition of Sir Knights 
from Weiser, for a Commandery to be stationed at that place. 

The Committee on Finance reports the receipts from various 
sources for the year as $664.00; disbursements, $317.90; 
balance $346.10. In accordance with the recommendation of 
this committee, the fee to be paid Grand Commandery for each 
Sir Knight created was fixed at five dollars, the per capita tax 
at one dollar. 

The total membership of the jurisdiction is given as 279—a 
net gain of 9 during the year. 

At its first Conclave Grand Commandery appointed a Cor- 
respondent, Sir Knight Jesse K. Dubois, who reviews the Pro- 
ceedings of seventeen Grand Jurisdictions in twenty printed 
pages. He describes his report as “inadequate,” and gives the 
reason: 

The Grand Commandery was organized so late in the year 1904— 
August 31st—that most of the Grand Commanderies of the several juris- 
dictions had adjourned before we had organized; and then our Proceed- 
ings were so late in issue that many of the Grand Commanderies of the 
different States had convened in Annual Conclaves in 1905 before our 
Proceedings reached them; hence the exchange list is small and the oppor- 
tunities for review correspondingly limited. 
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Doubtless another year will give larger opportunity for a 
more extended report by this reviewer, who seems so well to 
appreciate the duties that devolve upon him as Correspondent. 

George H. Olmstead, Pocatello, was elected Grand Com- 
mander; James A. Pinney, Boise, was elected Grand Recorder: 
and Jesse K. Dubois of the same city was re-appointed Come: 
spondent. ; 


Inurnots, 1905. 


All the Grand Officers were present at the Forty-Ninth 
Annual Conclave, held in Chicago, October 24 and 25, 1905. 
There were also in attendance eighteen past Grand Commanders 
and thirty-seven Grand Representatives. At the calling of 
sister jurisdictions, Past Grand Commander Philander W. Bar- 
clay responded for Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

The Grand Commandery of Illinois has sixty-seven constitu- 
ent Commanderies, whose total enrollment, as reported, was 

- 12,037, being a net gain of 550 for the year ending June 30, 1905 
All the Commanderies were represented by officers or procigs 
at the Annual Conclave. : 

The address of Grand Commander George E. Mara occupies 
forty-six pages and clearly sets forth his administrative eile 
He reported the granting of numerous dispensations, and his 
action in this respect was approved by Grand Commandery He 
reported several decisions, one of which was to the effect that 
it was not necessary for a Commandery to bring to trial its 
members for voluntary non-affiliation with Lodge or Chapter 
but that the Eminent Commander, being satisfied of the fact, 

might declare them suspended and cause them to be so noti- 
fied. The Committee in Jurisprudence disapproved the de- 
cision, declaring that no member can be suspended for voluntary 
non-affiliation until after he has been heard in his didtenns oy 
charges preferred. The Grand Commandery adopted the re- 
port of the committee. 

The other decisions were not of general interest. They were 
endorsed by the committee and by Grand Commandery, 

Grand Commander O’Hara expr 


ed sensible views pertaining 
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to rotation in office and the need of care in selecting duly 
qualified Sir Knights for important positions. We quote his 
remarks on this subject, as follows: 


Let the standard of merit be placed high, and then let this Grand 
Commandery proceed in a calm and deliberate manner to select from 
its numbers a line of officers who will most nearly meet the established 
requirements, remembering that the banner of our Order must ever be 
found on the side of truth; that there must be no blot upon our escutcheon; 
that while charity should abound in our hearts, justice demands much from 
those who occupy positions of honor in our Order, The same language, 
my Fraters, may well be addressed to the subordinate Commanderies of 
this Grand Jurisdiction. Without a leader an army can accomplish 
nothing; without a leadér a Commandery will falter and lag and accom- 
plish but little. It therefore behooves every Commandery to put none 
but its best men in command; to disregard, whenever it may seem best, the 
ng and often unfortunate rule of rotation in office.

Discussing the matter of the Christmas observance, he has 
this to say: 


While I am in thorough accord with the sentiment which prompted the 
introduction of this beautiful custom, yet Iam of the opinion that a far 
ereater degree of interest and enthu n would be aroused in the hearts 
of our Fraters if each Commandery of Knights Templar within the juri 
diction of the Grand Encampment of the United States was left free to 
propose and adopt such sentiments, when the Sir Knights a: sembled on 
Christmas da s its members might then select. I believe that if each 
Commandery was permitted to pursue this course and allowed to express 
its sentiments in a telegram to the Most Eminent Grand Master, for trans- 
ion through the proper channel, that each Sir Knight then taking part 
would feel more closely the ties that bind him to our Grand Master and to 
our Order, than can now be possible where they are not called upon to 
express a thought or give voice to a sentiment and where there is no 
opportunity for conveying a spontaneous expression of the love and 
affection and regard within their hearts, and which they would prefer to 
offer ina toast of their own creation rather than to follow or repeat the lines 
laid down for them by a committee. 

In my opinion each Commandery should, in a matter of this kind.

Tt also seems to me that the response of the most Eminent Grand Master 
should originate with him on Christmas day while then under the inspiring 
influence of the hour and after receipt of the greetings from his Fraters 
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throughout the land. His acknowledgments to the Commanderies of 
each Grand Jurisdiction might be forwarded to the several Grand Com- 
manders, for transmission to their subordinate Commanderies. 


Reports presented show a healthy financial condition: Re- 
ceipts for the year, $10,558.00; disbursements, $10,474.05; 
balance in treasury, $12,855.74; also an invested fund of 
$5,000. 

Charters were granted to Patton Commandery, stationed at 
Mt. Vernon, and Streator Commandery, at Streator. 

Action was taken looking to a suitable celebration, during the 
present year, of the fiftieth anniversary of the Grand Com- 
mandery. Past Grand Commander John C. Smith was ap- 
pointed chairman of a Committee of Arrangements. 

Correspondent John C. Smith, under the heading “ Our Hight- 
eenth Annual,” presents another pleasing and instructive report. 
It is supplemented by a paper of nearly one hundred pages, 
entitled “Freemasonry and Its World-Wide Benevolence.’? 
He describes the work of many of the Masonic Homes which 
have been established in this country and in England, and his 
graphic story is interspersed with numerous illustrations. 
This supplemental article adds to the value of the volume of 
Proceedings which is every way creditable to the strong juris- 
diction whose imprint it bears. 

Alfred A. Whipple, Quincy, was elected Grand Commander; 
Gilbert W. Barnard, Chicago, was re-elected Grand Recorder; 
John C. Smith, Chicago, was re-appointed Committee on Cor-

Inpiana, 1906. 


. The Fifty-Second Annual Conclave, held May 9, 10, and 11 
1906, was held in the Auditorium situated in Winona Park, 
Winona Lake, City of Warsaw. On the first day there was a 
parade in which fourteen constituent Commanderies took part. 
There was also a competitive drill and the award of prizes to 
the successful contestants. A reception was extended to the 
Grand Commandery, and many courtesies were shown the Sir 


Knights and visitors. 
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A welcoming address was delivered by Dr. Sol. C. Dickey, 
on behalf of the Winona Assembly, which is printed in the Pro- 
ceedings. He clearly set forth the religious and educational 
features of the Winona Assembly, modeled somewhat after the 
Chatauqua idea, and showed the good work that is being done 
under its auspices. We copy the following suggestive para- 
graph from his address: 


The Winona directors believe themselves called upon to do everything 
in their power to stem the tide of infidelity, ignorance, and superstition. 
They believe that a great error has been committed by the people of this 
nation in practically taking from us a text-book of the public schools, the 
book of books, the Bible. To this end we have established a Bible school 
in New York City, a nine-story building, largely the gift of Miss Helen 
Gould, and with Dr. W. W. White as its president have to-day a wonder- 
ful Bible school, training workers for practical biblical work; and one day, 
please God, may we join with the forces which shall fight the battle to 
success and place the Bible in its rightful place in the public schools. To 
this end we must. naturally look to such Orders as the Knights Templar, 
whose foundation stone is the Bible. 


Other addresses of welcome were delivered, to which a fitting 
response was made by Eminent Sir Knight Charles N. Mikels 
of the Grand Commandery. 

All the Grand Officers were present at the opening of Grand 
Commandery, also fifteen Past Grand Commanders, thirty 
Grand Representatives, and representatives from the forty- 
nine constituent Commanderies. Past Grand Commander 
Leonidas P. Newby responded for Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island at the calling of sister jurisdictions. 

Grand Commander Nathan L. Agney presided, and delivered 
an address in which he set forth his official acts and gave thought- 
ful treatment to several topics of Templar interest. His re- 
ported dispensations were all approved by Grand Commandery. 
Twenty-one of these dispensations authorized the balloting 
on petitions at Stated Conclaves without waiting the statutory 
time. Several gave permission to Commanderies to attend 
divine service in Templar uniform. Such an exercise of the 
Grand Commander’s power of dispensation is not needed, 
but is not forbidden. The Grand Encampment rule, Section 
21, Title XII, of the statutes, reads as follows: 

8 
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Commanderies shall not appear in public as such without a dispensation, 
except upon funeral occasions or to attend divine service. 


The Grand Commander reported no formal decisions. He 
did, however, present his correspondence with La Valette Com- 
mandery, which had protested against being judged and rated 
by the Inspector General in view of the fact that the actual 
inspection of the Commandery was by a deputy. The question 
so brought to the attention of Grand Commandery was thus 
stated: “Is the Inspector General authorized under any cir- 
cumstances to appoint a Deputy Inspector?” Looking to the 
future, the Committee on Jurisprudence recommended, and 
the Grand Commandery approved, a change in the existing rule, 
so that in cases of emergency the Inspector General may appoint 
deputies to perform the work of inspection. That officer does 
not seem to have had the needed authority at the time the pro- 
test of La Valette Commandery was made. 

The Grand Commander touched upon the great disaster in 
California, and noted some of the steps taken in the way of 
expressing sympathy and sending relief. A special com- 
mittee dealing with this part of his address recommended that, 
in addition to what had already been done, a direct. appropria- 
tion of $500 be made and this sum sent to the proper officers in 
San Francisco. The recommendation was adopted. 

Grand Recorder Prather made a report covering statistical 
and other matters of interest. There was a net increase of 
277 in the aggregate membership during the year 1905. He 
reported that there were nine chartered Commanderies and one 
Commandery under dispensation, having an enrolled member- 
ship of 5,393, on December 31,1905. The total receipts for the 
year ending May 5, 1906, were $7,243.67; the disbursements, 
$4,523.07; and on that date the balance in the hands of the 
Grand Treasurer was $11,049.60. 

Correspondent Martin H. Rice does reviewer’s work again 
in his characteristically interesting way. He makes kindly 
reference to our home jurisdiction, but criticises the action of 
the Jurisprudence Committee in approving the granting of a 
dispensation by Grand Commander Flanders to change the time 
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of holding a Stated Conclave. Correspondent Rice is a strict 
constructionist: his appeal is always to the law and the testi- 
mony, and he is not disposed to go beyond, even under con- 
ditions of emergency. No doubt he will be pleased with the 
introduction of the new rule touching the matter in question, 
as proposed by the Committee on Jurisprudence at the Annual 
Conclave of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island in 1906. 

Oliver Gard, Frankfort, was elected Grand Commander; 
Calvin W. Prather, Indianapolis, was re-elected Grand Re- 
corder; Martin H. Rice, Indianapolis, was re-appointed Chair- 
man of Committee on Correspondence. 


Inpian Territory, 1906. 


In last year’s report we noted the fact that a committee was 
appointed by Grand Commandery to visit the Grand Command- 
ery of Oklahoma in the interest of fraternity and to take pre- 
liminary steps to consolidate these bodies in one, should Con- 
gress pass a statehood bill uniting the two Territories. Grand 
Commander John Coyle, in his address given at the Twelfth 
Annual Conclave, held in the City of Ada, April 19, 1906, says, 
in reference to the proposed union, that “Congress has been 
dilatory, and no action has been taken. Alas, poor Congress.” 
(Since this address was delivered Congress has redeemed itself 
by making the State, Oklahoma, of the two Territories.) 
Speeches were made during the Conclave by one of the aforesaid 
committee and by other Sir Knights, one from Oklahoma, 
favoring the proposed union of the two Grand Commanderies; 
but no action was taken, as “several Sir Knights were not in 
favor of any action looking to consolidation for the present.” 

A charter was granted to Trinity Commandery, at Tulsa. 
There are now seven Commanderies in the jurisdiction, with a 
total membership of 329 Sir Knights—a net gain of 14. 

Grand Treasurer I. B. Kirkland reports a balance in hand of 
$862.28. 

The attendance at the session included most of the Grand 
Officers, representatives from the six chartered Commanderies, 
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three Past Grand Commanders, a goodly number of permanent 
members, and nine Grand Representatives. 

There is no report on Correspondence, but one may be 
looked for next year, as a committee was appointed for the pur- 
pose. ; 

Frank Smith, South McAlister, was elected Grand Com- 
mander; Joseph 8. Murrow, Atoka, was re-elected Grand Re- 
corder and appointed Correspondent. 


Iowa, 1906. 


An artistic portrait of Grand Commander Samuel I. Williams 
faces the title page of the volume of Proceedings (271 pages) 
now in hand. It is attractive in appearance and its well- 
arranged contents cover matters of varied information. 

The Forty-Third Annual Conclave, held at Templar Park, 
Spirit Lake, July 10, 11, and 12, was the sixteenth annual meet- 
ing of the Grand Commandery on the beautiful shores of Spirit 
Lake. Grand Commander Williams, in his address at the open- 
ing of the Conclave, referring to this fact, says: 

Begun as a doubtful experiment and with some difference of opinion, 
Templar Park has become the permanent home of this Grand Body, end 


place where business and pleasure so well combines that we all look 
orward with gladness to the time of our reunion here. 


The Indian with his pony and wigwam has gone away 
But the plumed knight and his family have come to stay. 


All the Grand Officers were present at the Annual Conclave 
here noted, ten Past Grand Commanders, a goodly number of 
permanent members, also officers or their proxies of forty-seven 
of the fifty-eight constituent Commanderies. At the call of 
sister Grand Commanderies there were twenty-six responses, 
Sir Knight W. F. Fidlar answering for Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. 

The Grand Commander reported his conservative action in 
the granting of dispensations. He had refused many requests 
to receive and ballot on petitions “out of fime2” He had 
made but few official rulings: all of these were but the inter- 
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pretation of the Iowa laws and decisions kearing upon. the 
questions presented, or the application thereto of the statutes 
of the Grand Encampment. His decisions were approved by 
Grand Commandery. 

He referred to the sad calamity at San Francisco, and an- 
nounced the prompt and generous financial assistance to the 
sufferers on the part of Iowa Masons and Sir Knights. The sum 
of $1,017.50 was remitted directly from the Grand Commandery. 
He touched upon the matter of inspections, suggesting that 
inquiry be made, through a special committee, as to the work- 
ing of the present plan. We quote his words on this point: 


As directed by you at your last Grand Conclave, I divided the State into 
sixteen inspection districts and appointed Inspectors for the same, as shown 
by the General Order hereunto appended. ‘The results of the inspections 
made are given in detail in the tabulated reports thereof appended hereto. 
The number attending inspection was 1,339, being less than 25 per cent. of 
our membership. : 

Over one-half of those attending inspection were necessary to fill the 
offices, and six Commanderies failed to have inspection at all. The 
wisdom of continuing the present or a similar plan for inspection of Com- 
manderies, taking into consideration the very limited number of Sir 
Knights who attended these Conclaves, is a serious question, demanding 
the attention of this Grand Body. I recommend that this subject, and all 
matters relating thereto, be referred to a special committee. 


. 5 é 
A committee was appointed as recommended The com- 
mittee advised continuing the plan, but with the following 
changes: 


1. That inspections be held between October 1st and December Ist. 

2. That Inspectors, when appointed, be continued in office until the 
next Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery following the appoint- 
ment. That during that time they have general supervision over the 
Commanderies they have inspected, especially to see that the Order of 
Malta is conferred according to the statutes, and the purchase of uniforms 
is according to the Iowa regulation. 

3. That the method of marking for “Proficiency in drill, ritual, and 
condition of records” be changed from the percentage basis, and that 
the following method be substituted: (A) Excellent; (B) Good; (C) 
Fair; (D) Poor. 

4, That in the appointment of Inspectors, the fitness of the man for 
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the place be considered, whether he be an officer of the Grand Commandery 
or not. 

5. That if this report be adopted by the Grand Commandery, that 
the next inspection be held between October 1 and December 1, 1907. 


The report was adopted. It is to be hoped that the modified 
plan will work better than it seemed to during the previous 
year. Almost everything depends on the appointment “ of 
the right man for the place.” 

An interesting report was made by the Trustees of Templar 
Park, showing the purchase of an additional tract of land for 
which a personal subscription of upwards of $1,000, had been 
obtained. The trustees had received from rental of rooms, etc., 
$658.98; their disbursements in the way of maintenance and 
other expenses amounted to $230.28, leaving a balance on the 
credit side of $428.78. 

Grand Recorder Brownlee reported statistical information 
covering several important matters. The following are among 
the items presented: There are fifty-eight chartered Command- 
eries, having a total membership, January 1, 1905, of 5,469, 
showing an increase of sixty-eight for the year 1905; Total re- 
ceipts, including balances, $8,334.58; disbursements, $5,683.46; 
balance on hand, July 1, 1906, $2,651.12. 

On the third day of the Annual Conclave the pleasure of a 
visit from the Most Eminent Grand Master, George M. Moulton, 
was enjoyed. He was given a hearty welcome. His felicitous 
words of reply to the greeting voiced by Grand Commander 
Williams are printed in the Proceedings. The Grand Com- 
mandery was favored by the presence of other distinguished 
visitors. All are referred to with fitting words of commendation 
in a report presented by the Committee on Visitors, which con- 
tained bits of sweet sentiment, poetic and otherwise. 

A well-considered report on Necrology was presented by 
Dr. J. C. W. Coxe. His words were touched by tender feeling 
and Christian hopefulness. We copy the closing paragraph, 
with two stanzas of the lines following the report: 


We lay our dead away with Christian rites. We proclaim a Christian 
faith. We “believe in the resurrection of the dead.” May we 
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not fittingly comfort our own hearts while we utter our threnody above 
the mounds in God’s Acre, where sleep our beloved? 


“Sleep well; 
Above thy form daisies will nod and smile 
Through blades of green, kissed by the west wind’s breath; 
There, ’mid soft grasses, will life’s hours beguile 
In whispers low and sweet—there is no death. 


“Sleep well; 
Some glad, sweet day thow’lt waken from thy sleep 
In His dear likeness, and be satisfied; 
With golden sheaves thou’lt stand in Him complete, 
Ransomed, redeemed, forever glorificd!”” 


Past Grand Commander Washington I. Babb presents again 
the report on Correspondence, covering 106 pages. It is always 
both pleasant and profitable to read the reports of Frater Babb. 
The paper of this year, he declares must close his work as a 
Templar reviewer “for the present, at least;’”” but we note his 
re-appointment, and trust that he may continue to do the work 
for which he has so much of evident qualification. 

Correspondent Babb gives a generous notice of the Proceedings 
of our Grand Commandery, 1905, and copies the table of sta- 
tistics for that year, compiled by Grand Recorder Rowell. 
He refers approvingly to the address of Grand Commander 
Flanders at the Annual Conclave, and says it “showed that 
he was a busy man—evidently the right man in the right place 
during the eventful period” of our anniversary activities and 
celebration. 

Brother Babb is rather severe, however, in his strictures on 
the Grand Commander for allowing two Commanderies to nold 
their Stated Conclaves at a time other than that fixed in their 
by-laws. The Iowa reviewer can not concede that the occasion 
was an “emergency” according to the reasoning of the Com- 
mittee on Jurisprudence, at least in any such sense as to justify 
a dispensation in the form issued and approved. He says: 
“The Grand Commander had no power to change the time of 
stated meeting. If it was intended only as a Special Conclave, 
no dispensation was needed.” 
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The conclusion of Correspondent Babb’s report shows his 
hopeful thought respecting the future of the Templar Order. 
We copy two brief paragraphs therefrom: 


The hum of busy preparation for the Triennial Conclave at Saratoga 
next year is heard on every hand, and it gives abundant promise of being 
the largest and most imposing gathering of its kind ever held, but there 
is nothing to indicate that any radical or important legislation is to be 
anticipated. 

The large growth in numbers to which we referred last year still con- 
tinues without abatement, and we see a strong disposition to advance 
our Order to a higher plane, and to make it a more aggressive foree than 
ever before in the world’s civilization. 


Cromwell Bowen, Des Moines, was elected Grand Commander; 
David M. Brownlee, Sioux City, was re-elected Grand Recorder; 
Washington I. Babb, Mt. Pleasant, was re-appointed Committee 
on Correspondence. 


Kansas, 1906. 


A portrait of Grand Commander Bestor G. Brown is shown 
in the first page of the neat pamphlet of Proceedings now in 
hand. 

It was the Thirty-Seventh Annual Conclave which was held 
at Topeka, May 8 and 9,1906. On the evening of the first day 
of meeting there was a parade in which several Commanderies 
took part. The Sir Knights in line escorted Sir Harper M. Ora- 
hood, Past Grand Commander of Colorado, assigned by Grand 
Master George M. Moulton to be Inspector of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Kansas, to the place of meeting, where he was re- 
ceived with the honors due his official position. He was accom- 
panied by Sir Edward W. Wellington, Grand Warder of the 
Grand Encampment, who announced the official visitor within 
the Asylum. 

With but two exceptions all the Grand Officers were present 
at the opening ceremonies. There were also in attendance 
twelve Past Grand Commanders, eighty-five other permanent 
members, and the officers or their proxies from forty-three of 
the fifty constituent Commanderies. At the call of sister 
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Grand Jurisdictions, twenty-seven Representatives responded. 
Past Grand Commander Edward W. Wellington, ‘Grand War- 
der of the Grand Encampment, answered for Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. 

Grand Commander Brown begins his address by earnest 
words showing the true character and mission of Templary 
as signified in applied Christianity. It builds on the founda- 
tion of the crucified and risen Christ, and so has greatest 
glory and strength. He reports having authorized the form- 
ation of a new Commandery at Camden City. The Grand 
Commandery voted to grant a charter to the Sir Knights at 
Garden City, in accordance with the recommendation of a 
committee who say: “The applicants have the location, mate- 
rial, and qualified Sir Knights to support and maintain a 
good Commandery.” , 

Referring with words of commendation to the Masonic Home 
at Wichita, Grand Commander Brown mentions the building 
of a chapel on the grounds of the Home, and the placing of a 
stained-glass window in the new building, showing the Ascen- 
sion of the Blessed Immanuel—a most appropriate gift from 
Grand Commandery. : 

He referred sympathetically to the trying experiences 
through which the California people had been called to pass, 
and commended the courage and hopeful spirit shown by them 
under adverse conditions. He recommended a special appro- 
priation in aid of the sufferers, to supplement what had been 
done by Commanderies in the jurisdiction. The sum of $500 
was voted as such additional contribution. . : 

He does not report his dispensations or official rulings. 
Under “ Routine Work” he has this to say: 


The granting of dispensations for action on petitions without menard to 
statutory time, and for allowing elections or installations at other Spor 
than those prescribed by law, together with the interpretation of a 
rules and edicts, constitute the routine work of a Grand Commander. ‘ 
is not deemed necessary to burden the records with the recital of details. 
A personal acquaintance with the Commanders and a knowledge of their 
zeal and discrimination has prompted the Grand Commander to grant all 


such requests as have been made in regular form, believing that in the 


-structure of our Masonic system all the needed safeguards are thrown 
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around the Commandery as against the admission of unworthy candidates. 
A narrow or technical application of law appears to be not in consonance 
with the broad and genuine Christian spirit that should characterize Tem- 
plarism. It is the great law of love rather than the law of our statute books 
to which we should look, and the thorough application of that great law 
will work results that can not be vouchsafed to the phraseology of stat- 
ute, edict, or regulation. 


He reports a well-deserved prosperity throughout the juris- 
diction. The total membership March 31, 1906, was 4,317— 
a net gain of 378 for the year ending on that date. The re- 
ceipts for the year were $4,184.75; disbursements, $3,506.42; 
amount on hand, including balance from previous year, § 
689.24. 

On the second day of the Conclave the Order of the Red 
Cross was conferred by the Past Grand Commanders of the 
jurisdiction. The Grand Recorder says: 


It is worthy of note that the Illustrious Order of the Red Cross was 
conferred by the Past Grand Commanders in such a satisfactory manner 
as to excite the most favorable comment by all those who witnessed the 
ceremony, and thus proving beyond controversy that the Past Grand 
Commanders of Kansas do not belong to the ancient and honorable fra- 
ternity of ‘‘has beens.” 


Sir Knight William M. Shaver, in his sixth annual report 
on Correspondence, gives courteous and careful review to the 
Proceedings of forty-five Grand Commanderies. 

Under Massachusetts and Rhode Island, referring to the 
action taken by Grand Commandery, at the Semi-annual Con- 
clave, 1905, providing for the use of the full name of a Com- 
mandery in the official publications, but without the number, 
Correspondent Shaver suggests: “What is the matter with 
treating the number as part of the name. For historical 
reasons we believe that is the way it should be.” 

He notes approvingly the exercises of centennial anniversary 
as described in last year’s Proceedings. He gives the report 
of the Committee on Jurisprudence, presented at the Annual 
Conclave, 1905, bearing upon the exercise of the dispensing 
power to change the date of a Stated Conclave, and while he 
does not altogether accept the reasoning of the committee as. 


. 
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set forth in their report, he does not question the need of some 
special action to meet cases of emergency. On this point, 
after quoting the Kansas law limiting the business that may be 
transacted at a Special Conclave, he adds: 


We beliove that here, if for any reason, a Stated Conclave can not be 
held on the regular date, the business of that Conclave should hold over 
until the next stated, supplemented in the case of an annual, with the 
authority of the Grand Commander through dispensation to transact 
such annual business at such Stated Conclave. 


Practically thete is not much difference between the granting 
of a dispensation “to change the date,’”’ under such conditions 
as those noted, and an exercise of the dispensing power in the 
Way approved by Brother Shaver. Perhaps the introduction 
of a new rule, to which reference has been made, will do away 
with the call for dispensations along this particular line, thus 
working to the satisfaction of all concerned. 

Thomas G. Fitch, Wichita, was elected Grand Commander; 
Thomas J. Anderson, Topeka, was re-elected Grand Recorder; 
William M. Shaver, Topeka, was re-appointed chairman of 
Committee on Correspondence. 


Kentucky, 1906. 


We may spell the name of this State as above, but we pro- 
nounce it hospitality. There is a generous and genuine wel- 
come given to the stranger within its gates and “old home week od 
is a perpetual feast on its calendar. The Triennial at Louis- 
ville gave proof of this to thousands of assembled Templars. 
The word Keritucky on the cover of the Proceedings is responsl- 
ble for these sentences preliminary to a review of its 279 printed 
pages. The pamphlet contains the portrait of Sir Knight John 
W. Landrum, Grand Commander, 1905-6, and is further illus- 
trated by the pictures of distinguished Sir Knights of the juris- 
diction whose deaths have occurred during the twelvemonth. 
There is also a colored insert showing the Lloyd jewel awarded 
DeMolay Commandery, No. 12, Louisville, for the year 1906— 
1907. 
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The Fifty-Ninth Annual Conclave was held in the city of 
Paris, May 23-24, 1906. Previous to the opening of Grand 
Commandery, services were held in the Christian Church and 
the Sir Knights listened to a sermon by the Rev. James A. 
Williams, D. D., of Versailles, which is printed entire in the 
Proceedings. 

All the Grand Officers were present. At the opening of the 
Conclave, representatives from twenty-four of the twenty: 
chartered Commanderies—a total of two hundred and two Sir 
Knights—were in attendance, also fourteen Past Grand Com- 
manders and twenty-seven Grand Representafives. Sir Knight 
Henry G. Sandifer responded for Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island in the roll call of sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

Grand Commander Landrum delivered an address in which 
he noted his official acts and expressed his gratification over 
the continued peace and prosperity of the Templar world. 
Evidently Frater Landrum believes in saying kind words of 
his friends while they are living. We quote: 


I received advance sheets of report on Fraternal Correspondence from 
Sir Woodruff, its chairman. 

It is gotten up in his usual style, which statement is sufficient, for it 
speaks of its completeness, its interest, and its beneficial results, and adds 
still greater lustre to the brilliant efforts of our honored and much beloved 
Frater. 

And now comes an acknowledgment of obligations which I am unable 
to express. My very dear friend and esteemed Frater, our Grand Re- 
corder, has rendered me incalculable assistance. His ability is great, his 
heart is willing, and his hand is ready. His position is superbly filled, his 
services are at quick command, while his genial personality is a helpful 
inspiration. Long may he live to serve this Grand Body, for, in the 
opinion of the writer, who has had occasions to properly form one, there is 
none, big or little, old or young, living or dead, born or unborn, that ever 
did or ever will execute, with more skill and willingness, the dutics of Grand 
Recorder than our faithful Bryant! 

My love and thanks go abundantly out to him. 


The Grand Commander reports that he was not called upon 
to render any decisions. The dispensations that he had granted 
were approved by Grand Commandery and were of routine 
character. 
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The Grand Recorder reports a total membership, May 1, 1906, 
f 5 Sir Knights—a net gain of 229. 

The Grand Treasurer reports a balance on hand of $3,038.54. 
We find in reading the expenditures that the sum of $500 was 
appropriated in aid of the sufferers from the California earth- 
quake. 

A permanent fund was created, the sum of $3,000 being set 
aside from Grand Commandery funds for that purpose. Five 
hundred dollars was voted to this permanent fund, according to 
the provision of the constitution that such fund “may be added 
to from time to time as the Grand Commandery may direct.” 
A charter was granted to Winchester Commandery and one 
to Somerset Commandery. 

The Dean of the Mutuals, Brother Charles R. Woodruff, pre- 
sents his thirty-third annual report on Correspondence. In 
his generous notice of our home jurisdiction, Proceedings, 1905, 
he makes special and favorable reference to the centennial 
anniversary of the Grand Commandery celebrated in Boston, 
May 24, 1905. He quotes from the historical address delivered 
on that occasion with evident approval. He does not seem to 
distrust the loyalty of our home jurisdiction to the Grand En- 
campment except in the matter of Templar nomenclature. 
Concerning that matter he has this to say:

And yet, in the face of this solemn assumption of plenary loyalty to the 
Grand ‘Encampment of the United States, there remains in this Juris- 
diction one fly in the ointment, viz: A contumacious p' ency te 
making “Knights Templars” out of the lawful title “Knights Templar. 


Referring to printed Proceedings of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, 1905, Correspondent Woodruff pays a just compliment 
to our efficient Grand Recorder: 


Grand Recorder Benjamin W. Rowell has done himself proud in getting 
out this sumptuous volume of Proceedings, containing over 406 profusely 
illustrated and splendidly presented pages. 


Frater Woodruff furnishes, as usual, a well-balanced review, 
in which much of practical and timely information is presented, 
intermixed now and then with a bit of sentiment that adds 
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flavor to the production. Heis always courteous in expression, 
and behind his words of fraternal good-will is the great generous 
heart that gives them inspiration and power. The strong and 
far-reaching fellowship of his nature and his hopefulness for 
the future of the Templar Order are shown by the closing words 
of this, his thirty-third report: 


With these closing lines our thirty-third annual report on Correspond- 
ence is most cordially submitted to the Grand Commandery of Knights 
Templar of Kentucky, bearing with them the best wishes and kindliest 
gratitude to all those Templars who may read them, with appreciation and 
the sincerest brotherly affection for all Knights of our beloved Order. 

The Order of the Temple acquires, year by year, a remarkable increase 
in membership and wealth and influence, with marked and tangible results 
for the betterment of those individuals brought within its sphere, to such 
an extent as to be known and read of all men. 

With earnest thankfulness for the most delightful associations we have 
so long enjoyed with the Sir Knights in general, and the Correspondents 
in particular, we are, with courtesy, their debtor at last and ever their 
well wisher. 


Thomas A. Keith, Maysville, was elected Grand Commander; 
Alfred H. Bryant, Covington, was re-elected Grand Recorder; 
Charles R. Woodruff, Louisville, was re-appointed Corre- 
spondent. : 


Lourstana, 1906. 


The printed minutes of the Forty-Third Annual Conclave, 
held at New Orleans, February 8, 1906, are neatly bound be- 
tween covers of a cheerful hue and present a succinct record 
of routine business. The Grand Commander, T. H. Scovell, 
and all but three of his official staff were in their respective 
places at the opening of Grand Commandery. Six Past Grand 
Commanders were among the permanent. members present. 
Legal representatives from the eight chartered Commanderies 
and eighteen Grand Representatives responded to the roll. 

Grand Commander Scovell in his address calls attention to the 
growth and prosperous condition of the Order throughout the 
State. He says:

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The past year has indeed been one with great cares and trials for our 
people, and while our sorrows seemed heavy and at times the outlook 
seemed gloomy, still an all wise Providence has permitted us to emerge 
from great distress and assemble here in good health, and it is to be hoped 
in the greatest degree of happiness. Notwithstanding that practically 
half of the past year was spent in preventing the spread and in exterminat- 
ing yellow fever, still our Order has flourished and increased numerically 
beyond our fondest expectations. Peace and harmony prevail through- 
out our entire jurisdiction. I congratulate you on the Knightly good 
feeling which prevails upon every hand. Success has crowned your efforts 
and our beloved Order has never before enjoyed that prosperity which 
the past year has yielded to it, and I am sure that the personal character 
and fitness of the material introduced into our several subordinate Com- 
manderies are beyond all criticism. 


He reports having granted two dispensations, one to Plains 
Commandery, No. 11, to elect officers at a Special Conclave, and 
the other to Jacques de Molay Commandery, No. 2, to ballot 
upon applications of three Companions, which applications had 
laid over two weeks only. Grand Commandery approved the 
action reported, and issued a charter to Malta Commandery, 
No. 12, stationed at Lake Charles and working under a dis- 
pensation granted at the Annual Conclave of 1905. 

The annual report of the Grand Treasurer, D. R. Graham, 
shows a balance on hand of $1,650.67. 

The returns from chartered Commanderies, as given by Grand 
Recorder Richard Lambert, show a total membership, January 
1, 1906, of 581 Sir Knights, a net gain of fifteen for the calendar 
year 1905. 

There is no report on Correspondence. John B. Parker, 
New Orleans, was elected Grand Commander; Richard Lam- 
bert, of the same city, was re-elected Grand Recorder. 


Marne, 1906. 


It is a satisfaction to bring Maine to its place of alphabetical 
classification in this report. Only by the kind favor of Grand 
Recorder Berry, in sending to the present writer an advance 
copy of the current Proceedings, was this desired arrangement 
made possible. 
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For detailed statements and for much of precise information 
we turn the pages of the printed transactions in hand; but for 
the general purposes of this review we can draw upon personal 
remembrance, it having been our good fortune to sit with the 
members of Grand Commandery, as their guest, on the occasion 
of their holding, at Portland, May 3, 1096, the Fifty-Fifth 
Annual Conclave. 

Grand Commander George C. Purington presided. Except- 
ing two, all the Grand Officers were present. Twenty of the 
twenty-two chartered Commanderies were represented. There 
was a goodly attendance of permanent members, including 

fourteen Past Grand Commanders. At the right of the line 
of this honored list stood John W. Ballou, who received the 
orders at the same time as ourself. He is the Grand Repre- 
chusetts and Rhode Island near the Grand 


sentative of Mass 
Commandery of Maine. 

The address of Grand Commander Purington occupies twenty 
printed pages. It is a clear and concise document, covering 
a good deal of ground and of interest throughout. He reports 
his official acts quite fully. 

He reports having granted fourteen dispensations, and re- 
fused one request—an application to receive and ballot upon a 
petition the same evening. , 

Under Inter-State courtesies Grand Commander Purington 
makes an extended reference to the centennial celebration of 
the organization of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, May 25, 1905. We appreciate his kindly 
mention of the historical address delivered by the present wri- 
ter on that occasion. Of the parade the Grand Commander 


has this to say: 


All of the forty-six Commanderies of the jurisdiction were in line, and I 
feel sure I am safe in affirming that the parade was as fine as any that has 
graced the mectings of any Grand Encampment. It also began and closed 


on time. 


Under “Suggestions for the Good of the Order” he called 
attention to several matters of timely interest. He expressed 
the opinion that the yearly dues ought to pay the running ex- 
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penses of a Commandery, leaving the initiation fees to be ap- 
plied to charitable purposes. 

He spoke strongly in favor of keeping intoxicants away from 
Templar occasions, banquets, pilgrimages, etc., when the Order 
is responsible for the arrangements. His argument was urged 
on chivalric and fraternal grounds, as follows: 


I do not raise the question of individual right in such matters, but one 
man with the passion cross on his breast is one man plus a host of dead 
and living Knights who have taken vows, a fair interpretation of which 
binds a man to high living and to do those things only that will help a 
weaker Brother. Ten men gathered under yonder banner, or standing 
before the altar, or assembled in the anterooms or banquet room of this 
Commandery are more than ten men. They are ten men indissolubly 
bound to tens of thousands of other men in bonds -that if observed will 
make them all better and happier men. I may go back into the forests, 
and if my taste leads me in that direction, may shout, and scream, and 
fire guns, and no one may question my right, though he may doubt my 
sanity. But let me do those things in the streets of this city and the 
police station will welcome me. I do not need to argue the point. 

Iam sure there are many Sir Knights here who will say that there has 
been a decided change for the better in our social customs for the last ten 
years. But there is still room for improvement in a few Commanderies, 
and the limit must surely have been reached when Sir Knights have their 
beer come marked by the name of their Commandery. 


The Grand Commandery endorsed the sentiment thus ex- 
pressed. The committee to whom the matter was referred did 
not think it wise to legislate thereon, believing that “it may 
safely be left to the good sense of the different Commanderies.” 

The following items of information are disclosed by reports 
presented: The twenty-two chartered Commanderies by their 
latest returns showed a total membership of 4,625, being a net 
gain of 100 for the last year; receipts for the year, $2,610.69; 
expenditures, $1,588.31; cash on hand and investments, 
$6,722.88. The sum of $1,060 had passed through the hands 
of the Grand Treasurer for the relief of the San Francisco suf- 
ferers. 

A charter was granted the new Commandery at Camden, 
which had been working successfully U. D. the past year. It is 
to bear the name of Camden Commandery. 

4 
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The business, which was light, was transacted in a prompt 
and intelligent manner. The election was harmonious. The 
officers elect and appointed were installed by the Deputy 
Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, Henry W. Rugg, 
assisted by Past Grand Commander Freeman C. Hersey, of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

As usual, the Grand Commandery held an afternoon session 
and an evening session. Between the two sessions supper was 
served, “on which occasion,” says the Grand Recorder, ‘under 
the graceful presidence of Grand Commander Purington, in- 
teresting and bright speeches were made by the distinguished 
visitors and other Knights.” 

Grand Recorder Stephen Berry presents the report on Corre- 
spondence—his thirty-first annual paper of review and com- 
ment. He moralizes a bit in his pleasant way at the outset. 
After quoting lines suggesting how quickly the stream of time 
flows on, he says: 


; Few of us have escaped leaving our treasures on the magical isle up the 
river. 
“And the name of the isle is the ‘Long-ago,’ 
And we bury our treasures there; 
There are brows of beauty and bosoms of snow, 
There are heaps of dust—O, we loved them so! 
There are trinkets and tresses of hair. 


“There are fragments of songs that nobody sings, 
There are parts of an infant’s prayer; 
There’s a lute unswept and a harp without strings, 
There are broken vows and pieces of rings, 
And the gloves she used to wear.” 


But we must make the best of our time before we are swept into eternity. 
Queen Victoria said: ‘We must live as if we were immortal.” 

As the Knights of old closed up their ranks and charged again, so we 
must linger, not to mourn over those who have gone down in the battle 
of life, but press forward to new duties, trusting our fate to the Captain of 
our Salvation.

Under Massachusetts and Rhode Island a brief account is 
given of the celebration of the one-hundredth anniversary of 
the formation of the Grand Commandery of our home juris- 
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diction. The main features of the celebration, May 25, 1905, 
are favorably noticed. 

Reviewing Pennsylvania, Correspondent Berry gives his 
thought as to what the modern Templar may do in the line 
of helpful service. He has in mind one who is young and hope- 
ful, “who would like to help reform the world if he could.” 
Of such an one Frater Berry says: 

He can help by simply practicing the virtues which the Order inculcates, 
by being modest, discreet, and temperate, by frowning upon vice and by 
protecting virtue. One need not be in high position to set a good example. 
Tt is needed in lowly life as well as in the higher, and a man who practices 
the Christian virtues throws a searchlight all around him, whether he is 
in the remote mining camp or in the capital. 


George W. Gower, Skowhegan, was elected Grand Com- 
mander; Stephen Berry, Portland, was re-elected Grand Re- 
corder and continued as Correspondent. 


Maryzanp, 1905. 


An engraved portrait of Grand Commander S. B. Medairy 
is found on the first page of the printed Proceedings and is 
immediately followed by the accounts of three Special Conclaves. 
The first and second were held for the purpose of attending the 
funerals, respectively, of Past Grand Commanders William H. 
Ruby and Charles W. Hatter; the third was to install the officers 
elect of constituent Commanderies. 

Grand Commandery commenced its Thirty-Fifth Annual 
Conclave in Masonic Temple, Baltimore, November 28, 1905, at 
eight o’clock P. M. Evening sessions are customary in this 
jurisdiction, and when Grand Commandery adjourned on the 
28th it was to meet the following evening at the same hour. 

All but two of the Grand Officers answered to the calling of 
the roll at the initial session. Eleven of the thirteen chartered 
Commanderies were represented by their officers or proxies. 
Nineteen Past Grand Commanders were among the goodly 
number of permanent members in attendance. Grand Treas- 
urer Charles McDonald, Jr., responded for our home jurisdiction, 
at the roll call of Grand Representatives. 
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Grand Commander Medairy delivered a carefully prepared 
address in which he enumerates his official acts. He reports 
the well-being of the jurisdiction, and says no vexed ques- 
tions, “no trials nor appeals have arisen to perplex us, and in 
this respect my position has been one of perfect ease.” 

Commending the Christmas observance, he quotes “The 
Templars’ Toast,’”? a poem by Mr. Thomas Moore Kenney, who 
died in 1905. The address is indexed for convenient reference 
in the margin of the published Proceedings, and all correspond- 
ence, etc., appears as “ Addenda” to the Grand Commander’s 
official report. He granted five dispensations, all of which 
were according to Templar law and precedent in the judgment 
of the Committee on Jurisprudence, and were so endorsed by 
Grand Commandery. 

He recommended that the salary of the Grand Recorder be 
increased by the sum of $100 per annum. This was done, and 
the Grand Commander’s other recommendation was adopted 
by the appointment of an Inspector General who “shall receive, 
in full compensation for his services, $100 in addition to his 
actual traveling expenses.” 

The Grand Treasurer, Past Grand Commander Charles Mc- 
Donald, Jr., reports total receipts for the year, $2,995.23; 
disbursements, $4,509.38. Although the expenditures had 
considerably exceeded the income, he reports cash in hand, 
November 28, 1905, amounting to $1,151.23. 

Grand Recorder John H. Miller reports a total membership, 
November 1, 1905, of 1,545 Sir Knights—a net gain of fifty-six 
for the year ending with that date. 

At the close of the first session the members of Grand Com- 
mandery proceeded to the private apartments, in Masonic 
Temple, of Gen. Thomas J. Shryock, Grand Master of Masons in 
Maryland. After a brief time of pleasant greetings and of 
social intercourse, the guests were conducted to the banquet 
hall, where a repast was served that included diamond-back 
terrapin and canvas-back duck. Following the feast there were 
eloquent speeches by distinguished Iraters, Sir Knight Shryock 
acting as toastmaster. Sir Knight Frank H. Thomas, Grand 
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Captain General of the Grand Encampment, was one of the 
speakers. 

It is the seventh annual report on Correspondence of Grand 
Recorder John H. Miller that bears date of November 1, 1905. 
We trust that Frater Miller has entirely recovered his health, 
which had been broken down by the strain and overwork in- 
cident to an active business career. He says that he will now 
devote all his time to Masonic duties, “which have always been 
congenial.” He notes the continued prosperity and harmony 
of the Templar world and rejoices over the fact that “Masonic 
Homes and Orphanages are not being neglected by the Fra- 
ternity.” 

In his review of our home jurisdiction he notices with ad- 
verse criticism the granting of certain dispensations by Grand 
Commander Freeman C. Hersey, reported by him at the An- 
nual Conclave in 1904. In the judgment of Correspondent 
Miller there is no authority for permitting Commanderies to 
change the dates of Stated Conclaves. On other pages we have 
alluded to the exercise of the dispensing power, thus objected 
to, also making reference to a report of the Committee on Juris- 
prudence in relation thereto. That report, found in pages 214 
and 215 of the Proceedings of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
for 1905, probably had not been seen by the Maryland reviewer 
at the time of his writing. While we do not assume that its 
reading would change the mind of Frater Miller on the main 
question, we do think that the committee’s statement might 
help him to see the matter from another point of view and to 
note the fact that there was no intention of violating the law. 

Under Kansas he approves of the Grand Representative 
system. He says, referring to Correspondent Shaver’s expres- 
sion of thought on the same subject: 

He is a firm believer in the system of the interchange of Grand Repre- 
sentatives, as he believes it to be the visible means of conveying that good 
will, brotherly love and Knightly hospitality that should ever exist among 
all Grand Commanderies. He also thinks they should be constant In 
their attendance. We are also a firm believer in and advocate of the 
system, and for another reason—because we can always get information 
through a Grand Representative that may be denied us through the regular 
channels, either through oversight or otherwise. 
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The Grand Representative system is a factor of help and 
blessing as regarded by the Kansas writer, who justifies it on 
general grounds. Sometimes also it may be of special value 
along the lines noted by the Maryland reviewer. 

D. J. Enrich, Baltimore, was elected Grand Commander; 
John H. Miller, Baltimore, was re-elected Grand Recorder and 
re-appointed Correspondent. 


Micnican, 1906. 


The printed Proceedings (1906) make a substantial and at- 
tractive volume. Within its illuminated covers is the varied 
and well-arranged material which makes evident the prosperity 
of Templary in Michigan. Facing the title page is an excellent 
portrait of Grand Commander Frank C. Holmes, who presided 
at the Fiftieth Annual Conclave, held in Detroit June 12, 13 
and 14, 1906. ; 7 

A “speaking likeness” of Rev. Francis A. Blades, who died 
at Detroit, April 24, 1906, is also shown, and adds value to the 
volume in hand. Sir Knight Blades was a prominent Mason 
and Templar. For twenty-six years he was the honored and 
loved Grand Prelate of the Grand Commandery of Michigan. 
A tender tribute to his worth and memory by Past Grand 
Master Hugh McCurdy follows the portrait as presented in the 
printed transactions. A third portrait appears—the present- 
ment of the strong features of Rev. David B. Tracy, Past Dep- 
uty Grand Commander, who died February 19, 1906. 


There was a successful parade in the forenoon of the first d ay 


of meeting. Twenty-five Commanderies and fifteen bands of 
music were in the line of march. At least 2,000 Sir Knights 
“with perfect step and lines straight as aii B passed the see 
viewing stand where General George M. M oulton, Grand Master 
of the Grand Encampment, was stationed a by his side 
Arthur MacArthur, Grand Senior Warden, ad John A. a 
Grand Recorder, of the Grand Encampment; also Past Grand 
Commander Carroll I. Clapp, of Ohio, together with present 
and past Grand Officers of the Grand Commandery of Michigan. 
The scene at the reviewing stand was specially atimstive, and 
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all along the line of march interested spectators testified to 
their appreciation of the military and Templar pageant which 
they were privileged to witness. 

The Grand Commandery convened in Masonic Temple at 
2 o'clock P. M. Grand Master George M. Moulton, Grand 
Senior Warden MacArthur, and Grand Recorder Gerow, of the 
Grand Encampment, were escorted to the Asylum and welcomed 
by Grand Commander Holmes’ in appropriate words. The re- 
sponse of Grand Master Moulton was appreciative of the hearty 
welcome accorded him and of the high standards of Templary 
shown by the Grand Commandery and Sir Knights of Michigan. 
We can not refrain from copying his fitting reference to one 
whom Masons and Templars everywhere delight to honor: 


T was especially pleased to make this visit because of the opportunity 
it afforded me to meet and greet the friend and compunion of my youth, 
my illustrious predecessor in office who honors Michigan by his presence 
and attainments, and whom Michigan in return has delighted to honor. 
In Templary there is only one McCurdy that shines, and the initials of his 
name are “Qur Hugh,” who filled the office of M. BE. Grand Master physi- 
cally, mentally, and morally, and therefore effectively; adding luster to 
his name and glory to the jurisdiction of Michigan, which found in him an 
able, stalwart, and honored representative. 


All the Grand Officers were in their respective positions at 
the opening of the Conclave, also twenty-one Past Grand Com- 
manders, a large number of other permanent members, and 
officers or their proxies directly representing forty-six of the 
forty-seven Commanderies which form the jurisdiction. 

The address of Grand Commander Holmes occupies twenty- 
six closely printed pages, followed by an appendix of thirteen 
pages containing inspection reports. He reported having 


granted twenty dispensations, one of them to Detroit Com- 
mandery, No. 1, authorizing that body “to appear In full 


Templar uniform to join with other military organizations in a 


parade on Memorial Day.” The action of Grand Commander 
was approved. : 

Grand Recorder Anthony presented a report setting forth 
interesting details. The total membership, April 18, 1906, 
was 7,004—a gain of 115 for the year covered by latest returns. 
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The receipts passing through his hands were $7,503.95. Grand 
Treasurer Pomeroy had received this amount, with other sums 
in the way of income and contributions, also balance brought 
over from the previous year, amounting to $17,334.63. The 
sum of $3,545.25 had been received from Commanderies for re- 
lief of San Francisco Knights and duly forwarded. The balance 
on hand at the beginning of this year’s Conclave was $7,057.25. 

Reports were presented showing the good work of the 
Michigan Masonic Home. The Grand Commandery made an 
appropriation of $500 in aid thereof. 

Much routine business was transacted. Past Grand Master 
Hugh McCurdy, who for twenty-nine years had installed the 
officers elect, was not in his usual health and asked to be ex- 
cused from that duty. He was able, however, to make a brief 
address, which was tender, touching, and most impressive. Sir 
John A. Gerow, Grand Recorder of the Grand Encampment, 
conducted the service of installation. 

The report on Correspondence by Grand Recorder Henry 
L. Anthony makes 114 pages of pleasant and profitable reading. 
His declared aim is to embody the salient features of each 
volume of Proceedings reviewed. He selects with evident 
carefulness the material thus to be presented and commented 
upon. 

Under Connecticut he justifies the celebration of Good Friday 
by St. Elmo Commandery of that jurisdiction, and expresses 
his thought that the social features connected with such an 
observance are not sinful. He says: 


The thought occurs to us that if the theological scheme of salvation be 
true, then, indeed, should Good Friday be a day of rejoicing and gladness; 
for on that day was finally accomplished the plan whereby man was re- 
deemed from his sins and again came into possession of the heritage ,he 
had lost. 


Under Massachusetts and Rhode Island he refers with pleas- 
ant words to the successful celebration of the centennial anni- 
versary, May 24, 1905, and makes approving mention of the 
literary exercises of that occasion. He compliments Grand 
Commander Flanders, and with just appreciation says: “To 
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him belonged largely the credit for the success which crowned 
the celebration.” ; j 

In his “Conclusion” Correspondent Anthony improves the 
lesson taught anew by the disaster of San Francisco, and ex- 
horts to hope and courage. He says: 

“The nice laid plans of mice and men gang aft_aglee.” Taking courage, 
furnished them by the splendid example of other cities we have no doubt, 
after having recovered from the crushing blow, they will rebuild their city 
ona broader and better foundation than ever before, in which the Tem- 
plars will do their full share. 


Joseph H. Crawford, Flint, was elected Grand Commander; 
Henry L. Anthony, Sturgis, was re-elected Grand Recorder and 
re-appointed Correspondent. 


Minnesota, 1906. 


Grand Commander Edward P. Sanborn, whose engraved 
portrait appears on the initial page of the Proceedings under 
review, presided at the Forty-First Annual Conclave, held in 
the city of St. Paul, April 25, 1906. , 

All the officers were present except the Grand Prelate. 
Eleven Past Grand Commanders were in attendance, and a 
goodly number of other permanent members. Twenty Six 
of the twenty-nine Commanderies which form the jurisdiction 
were represented by their respective officers or proxies. The 
cactual attendance was one hundred and three members. 

The Grand Commander reported a year of activity and 
progress. A net increase of 176 in the membership was ce 
upon as an evidence of prosperity. In the same connection he 
said: “There has been progress in proficiency, In ritual and 
tactics, in interest and in enthusiasm.” : ne 

He reported a number of dispensations, all of which bss 
approved. He announced but one decision, which was also 
approved. His ruling was in this wise: “That a ates 
Royal Arch Mason who has lost his right arm is not eligible 
to receive the Orders of Knighthood.” J ; 

All the Commanderies had been officially visited and in- 
‘spected. The reports which form an addenda to the address 
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of the Grand Commander justify his statement as to the general 
prosperity of Templary throughout the jurisdiction. 
We quote a timely paragraph from the address: 


The California disaster has elicited ready and spontaneous sympathy 
and material aid for the unfortunate and needy sufferers in the afflicted 
cities of the coast. These proofs that the spirit of the teachings of this 
Order is still regnant and commanding furnish a source of encouragement 
and inspiration. So long as the members of the Templar Order recognize 
the fact that the vital and essential element in all it holds most sacred is 
of moral quality, and depends upon personal devotion to the principles it 
embodies and the truths it represents, this Order will continue to hold 
a place of honored usefulness among the institutions which are of practical 
benefit to the world. 


By reports of Grand Officers and committees we gather the 
following items: Total membership, April 1, 1906, 3,435; net 
gain for the year ending on that date, 176; total receipts for 
the year ending with the holding of the Annual Conclave, 1906, 
$3,043.60; total disbursements for same period, $2,711.31; cash 
and bonds on hand, $6,431.99. 

The action of the Grand Officers in securing quarters at Sara- 
toga Springs for the Triennial Conclave of 1907 was approved. 
The business of the Conclave was for the most part of routine 
character. An appropriation was made, of $200, in aid of a 
Past Grand Commander; another, of $300, for the San Francisco 
sufferers; and an additional $100 was appropriated toward the 
monument for A. T. C. Peirson, who justly holds a place in the 
honored remembrance of Brethren in Minnesota and many 
others outside the limits of that State. 

The report on Correspondence comes again from the fruitful 
pen of Sir Knight Edward M. Van Cleve, whose second annual 
paper shows the same care and thought in its preparation 
which were evident in his first report. He uses the scissors 
sparingly, summarizing addresses, reports, etc., in his own 
bright and expressive way of description. That method has its 
advantages. 

Correspondent Van Cleve gives ample space to our home 
jurisdiction. He was greatly pleased with the volume of Pro- 
ceedings, bearing the imprint of the Grand Commandery 
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of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, which was sent out last 
year. He particularizes many things pertaining to the parade 
and exercises of “The Centennial,” declaring it to have been a 
“day notable not only to Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
Templars, but to the Templar hosts in all this broad land of 
ours.” 

Reviewing the doings of our Grand Commandery, he ex- 
presses his strong dissent to some of the dispensations granted 
by Grand Commander Flanders as well as by several of his 
predecessors in office. Correspondent Van Cleve says: “We are 
of the opinion that a Grand Commander has no power to change 
the time for holding a Stated Conclave for a day, an hour, or 
a minute.” On this point he argues earnestly and at some 
length. We could wish that with his strictures he had pre- 
sented the report of the Committee on Jurisprudence explaining 
and justifying from their point of view the action criticised. 
It might come in as at least a plea in extenuation of the alleged 
misuse of authority. 

But there is far more of praise than of adverse criticism for 
the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
Favorable mention is made of the administrative work of Grand 
Commander Flanders and of Grand Recorder Rowell. The 
present writer is complimented beyond his deserving, but he 
appreciates the words of approval, and the sympathy and good 
wishes that go with them to enhance their value. It was very 
pleasant to make the acquaintance of Frater Van Cleve in 
Minneapolis last autumn—to see him face to face—and we are 
very glad to have “companied with him” as a member of the 
“Guild” the last two years. 

Charles L. West, Austin, was elected Grand Commander; 
Thomas Montgomery, St. Paul, was elected Grand Recorder 
and appointed chairman of Committee on Correspondence. 


Misstssrpr1, 1906. 


The twenty-one chartered Commanderies which form the 
jurisdiction were all represented at the Forty-Sixth Annual 
Conclave, held at Brookhaven, February 24, 1906. Only one 
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of the Grand Officers was absent at the opening ceremony. 
Twelve Past Grand Commanders were present and a large num- 
ber of other permanent members. 

In accordance with long-established custom the members 
of Grand Commandery, immediately following the formal 
opening, marched in a body to the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
where appropriate services were held. An offering for charita- 
ble purposes was received, amounting to one hundred dollars. 

The address by Grand Commander John I. Dixon was brief 
and to the point. He had refused to grant any dispensations 
to ballot out of time. He had made no decisions. He com- 
pliments Grand Recorder Frederic Speed in the words following: 
“Ag.a Grand Recorder he has few equals and no superior.” 

Grand Commander Dixon announced the taking away by 
death, during the year of his administration of the Past Grand 
Commanders John K. Fulsom and Franklin P. Jenkins, one the 
oldest and the other the youngest of such honored officials. 
Appreciative memorials of the two departed Sir Knights were 
presented by Grand Recorder Speed. 

Reports were made showing the following: Total member- 
ship, 1,098; net gain for the year, 55; receipts $2,006.62; 
disbursements, $1,490.78; balance on hand, $1,905.35. 

A charter was voted to a new Commandery at Newton, and 
another at Grenada. 

The report on Correspondence by Frater De Lap, now holding 
the right of the line in the formation of Past Grand Commanders, 
is a characteristically bright review of the Templar field. At 
the outset he has this to say of his work: 


The undersigned, Reporter on Correspondence, courteously submits 
what follows as his report for the current term. It is possible that there 
have been reports, of this character, written that surpass this one, but we 
are inclined to doubt it. Read it, and as many others as you can pick up, 
and decide for yourselves. 


It would be difficult, we think, for the Sir Knights to pass 
upon the question submitted; but as a rule the last is best. 
At any rate, Correspondent De Lap presents in his latest annual 
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a paper of sixty-six pages which bears the stamp of his own 
prominent individuality and is readable throughout. 
We copy a suggestive paragraph from the “Conclusion:” 


The Order seems to be in a healthy and prosperous condition, with 
nothing of an exciting or belligerent character disturbing its serenity. 
Belden, of Arizona, has retired into his hole and pulled the hole in after 
him, and no one else had the temerity to knock the chip off the shoulder 
of your committee. If the Templar host continues to grow as rapidly as 
it has in recent years, it won’t be long before there will be enough of us 
for Cornelius, of Montana, to select a corporal’s guard from! If he took 
the entire layout and started for Palestine and after the scalp of the “Un- 
speakable Turk,” he would be in a bad fix, as they would be more danger- 
ous to themselves than to the Moslems. The great mass of them are 
brave enough to tackle a windmill, a la Don Quixote, but they lack dis- 
cipline and the knowledge of how to use their “trusty claymores.” We 
are with Cornelius in his hatred of the Turks, and would be glad to see 
“The Sick Man of Europe” hand in his checks, and the signs of the 
times just now indicate that if he doesn’t take water he will get into deep 
water and possibly drown. 


De B. Waddell, Meridian, was elected Grand Commander; 
Frederic Speed, Vicksburg, was re-elected Grand Recorder; 
George De Lap, Natchez, was re-appointed Correspondent. 


Missourt, 1906. 


The Forty-Fifth Annual Conclave was held in the city of 
Joplin, May 22 and 23,1906. On the first day named there was 
an attractive parade which included 550 Templars in line and 
seven bands of music. A reception and ball in the new portion 
of the Underwriters Mine gave to the occasion some unique 
features. In that new portion where the ball took place the 
machinery had not been installed; but in the older part the 
work of ore cleaning was going on so that the favored guests 
could witness the operation. The visitors entered this under- 
ground hall by a cable car, going down 227 feet below the 
earth’s surface. Refreshments were served in the mine. Speci- 
mens of the ore—one of lead and one of zine—were given out 
as souvenirs of the occasion 

Grand Commander Wm. H. Huters, whose portrait taken

in full Templar costume forms the frontispiece of the Proceed- 
ings under review, presided. He delivered an address in which 
he emphasized the moral and Christian teachings which should 
inspire members of the Templar Order and help them to get 
the victory over selfishness and sin. He gave a clear account 
of his stewardship, making the fact evident that he had been 
active and faithful in discharge of the duties that devolved upon 
him as Grand Commander. 

He had granted twenty-one dispensations, all seemingly 
for good cause—and he had refused to grant requests for dis- 
pensation in seven cases. He had made no decisions. The 
‘Committee on Jurisprudence commend his conservative course. 
They say: 


We courteously report that we approve his action throughout. It may 
be that he has refused special dispensations in cases where others would 
have granted them, but in the judgment of your committee no error 
has been committed. Indeed, we think the tendency towards too lax a 
rule may have prevailed, and it is well that the Grand Commander has 
called a halt and adopted a more conservative rule than has pre vailed in 
some instances, 

The fact that the Grand Commander has not been called on to render 
any decisions during the year speaks well for the intelligence and st anding 
of our Commanders. 


He spoke favorably of the'Masonic Home located at St. Louis. 
The reports of its officers printed in the Proceedings furnish 
evidence of the continued good work of that organized agency 
of blessed charity. Larger and better accommodations have 
been provided for-the aged beneficiaries, for whose use a new 
and commodious building was formally opened February 22, 
1906. The Masonic Home has now an endowment fund 
amounting to $106,148.34. 

The Grand Templar jurisdiction of Missouri has fifty-seven 
chartered Commanderies, having an aggregate membership of 
5,398 at the beginning of the present year—showing a net gain 
of 110 for the year 1905. Tifty-one of the constituent Com- 
manderies were represented in the Annual Conclave. All the 
Grand Officers were present. There were also in attendance 
nine Past Grand Commanders and thirty-four Past Commanders 
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not otherwise enumerated. Among the twenty-one Grand 
Representatives present was Sir Gib W. Carson, who represents 
our home jurisdiction. He was advanced to the office of Deputy 
Grand Commander at the Conclave we are now reporting. 

The financial conditions seem all right. The total receipts 
for the year were $6,423.30; total expenses, $6,301.30; balance 
on hand, including amount brought over from previous year, 
$4,938.37. 

The report of the Committee on Finance, adopted by Grand 
Commandery, presented some matters of criticism and of sug- 
gested change in.procedure in the keeping of accounts by the 
Grand Recorder. The committee recommended liberal appro- 
priations for the current year, which were voted. 

Correspondent William H. Mayo again does good work as a 
reviewer. For twenty-nine years he has been rendering service 
as a writer of Correspondence. Doing that work, and also doing 
other related work, he has come to the acquiring of much 
Masonic and Templar knowledge, both by observation and by 
experience, the results of which have been shown in his annual 
papers that have been freighted with up-to-date information 
clearly and courteously set forth. He has written much, and 
for the most part, we think, to the pleasure and edification of 
those who have read the productions of his pen. There is a 
touch of feeling in the closing words of this twenty-ninth annual 
report, which we are moved to quote herewith: 


Finally, after thirty years of continuous active service in the field of 
labor among our Masonic Brethren, devoting our time and life almost 
exclusively and conscientiously to what was considered their best interests, 
we step aside and give place to other and newer hands. We know that we 
have made mistakes—it is only admitting that we are human. We have 
done the very best we could under all the cireumstances and environ- 
ments, we must now in the near future close up our affairs and go away 
to take a long much needed rest. 

With the best wishes for the abundant success of our successor, and 
bespeaking for him the same kind consideration that has been shown us, 
with malice toward none and hearty good-will and best wishes for all. 


It is certainly creditable to Correspondent Mayo thus to 
express himself at his retirement. May he find desired rest, 
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with renewed health and strength, and may abundant blessings 
be showered upon his way. 

We would not fail to mention Brother Mayo’s kindly notice 
of the exercises of centennial observance, and of Grand Com- 
mandery Proceedings for 1905. We copy the follwing: 


The many tables of statistics by the Grand Recorder, Sir Knight Rowell, 
adds great interest and value to the volume before us. While we would 
like very much to excerpt many good and valuable things from this book, 
it is so fine, and so much of it that is so valuable, that we will not mar 
or mutilate its beautiful pages. It must be carefully examined and read. 
throughout to be appreciated.

Robert F. Stevenson, St. Louis, was elected Grand Recorder 
and appointed Correspondent. 


Montana, 1905. 


The head and shoulders of Francis D, Jones, Grand Com- 
mander, 1904-5, are presented in Rembrandt light and shade 
on the first leaf of the Proceedings that wait review. Tl acts 
concerning the life and Masonic career of Grand Commander 
Jones may be read on the opposite page. 

The following appears under the heading of “ Preliminary :”” 


In accordance with custom the officers and members of Grand Com- 
mandery assembled at the headquarters, the Thornton Hotel in Butte, on 
Sunday eve, September 17th, and with the escort of Montana Command- 
ery, No. 3, marched to St. John’s Episcopal church and joined in devo- 
tional services, and listened to an appropriate and eloquent sermon by 
our Eminent Prelate, Sir and Reverend F. B. Lewis. 

The services at the church, with the assistance of the excellent church 
choir, were much enjoyed by a large and attentive audience. 

After church services the lines were reformed and returned to head- 
quarters, 

The customary banquet was dispensed with. 


The Eighteenth Annual Conclave was held in Butte, Sep- 
tember 18, 1905. Grand Commander Francis D. Jones and 
his associate Grand Officers, with but two exceptions, were in 
their respective stations, and there was a goodly attendance of 
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permanent members, including six Past Grand Commanders, 
at opening of the Grand Conclave. Representatives of the 
twelve constituent Commanderies were present. Seventeen 
Grand Representatives answered at the call of sister Grand 
Jurisdictions, Past Grand Commander Cornelius Hedges re- 
sponding for Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

The address of Grand Commander Jones, including accounts 
of visitations and supplemental data, together with a record 
of his official acts, occupies thirty printed pages. He reports 
the rendering of five decisions and the granting of two dis- 
pensations—his action in every case being approved by Grand 
Commandery. 

Grand Recorder Cornelius Hedges reports 665 Sir Knights in 
the jurisdiction, a net increase of thirty-seven for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1905. 

Grand Treasurer H. M. Parchen reports total cash on hand 
amounting to $2,230.16. Of this sum $558.62 belongs to the 
Triennial Fund. 

The report on Correspondence, written by Past Grand Com- 
mander Cornelius Hedges, is a comprehensive and careful re- 
view of the Templar world as seen through reports and official 
records. Brother Hedges knows well the Correspondent’s art, 
has had long experience as a reviewer, yet brings to his task 
each year the enthusiasm and unabated zeal that add interest 
and vigor to his valuable reports. Being native and to the 
manor born in Massachusetts, Frater Hedges has a special 
feeling of regard for our “dual jurisdiction.” He says: “We 
can not perceive that our long absence from our native State 
has lessened our pride and affection for its past and present.” 
The Correspondent never forgets the “unspeakable Turk,” and 
his last words under Massachusetts and Rhode Island are: 

As we love Templarism, we can never rest or die content till Palestine 


is wrested from Turkish misrule. We much prefer to acquire it peace- 
fully, but would not seruple to fight for it. 


In conclusion, Brother Hedges says: 


The evidence is abundant and unmistakable that, in this country at 
5 
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least, Templarism is flourishing as never before. We are sometimes at 2 
loss in estimating whether its votaries are more attracted to it on account 
of its military appearance and organization, its equipments and parades, 
or its sublime Christian principles and professions. In the favorite 
Templar hymn, “Onward Christian Soldiers!” the ‘Christian’? comes 
first and “Soldiers” is second, and in the long history of the world the 
occupation and career of the soldier has not comported very often with 
the teachings of Christianity. The armies of Gustavus Adolphus and 
Cromwell are exceptions to the general rule. If the aphorism of General 
Sherman, “War is hell,” is to be accepted as correct in theory or fact, 
then the life and occupation of the soldier leads in another direction than 
heaven. But, paradoxical as it may seem, the spirit of Christianity is 
more and more mingling with and controlling the spirit and conduct of 
warfare. Not only is arbitration and the appeal to reason taking the place 
of the sword, but in the treatment of the war, wounded, and captured 
there has been within recent years a most remarkable and auspicious 
improvement. Of course, it has made war vastly more expensive, but for 
this reason, more rare. The vast national debts and the enormous pension 
rolls are some of the legacies of war. Japan in the late war with Russia, 
though not nominally a Christian nation, has taught the Christian nations 
many valuable lessons that are distinctly Christian. 

For our part we believe in both Chr: ianity and war when necessary. 
We do not believe in doing or suffering injustice. We believe that the 
best preventive of war is readiness to fight. There is much sound Christian 
sense in the saying, ‘Let us have peace if we have to fight for it.” 

So we believe that Templarism with its cross and sword is all right, a 
happy combination in the present condition of the world. 


Emil H. Renisch, Butte, was elected Grand Commander; 
Cornelius Hedges, Helena, was re-elected Grand Recorder and 
re-appointed Correspondent. 


Nepraska, 1906. 


The Proceedings come to us in usual form, and, as in like 
volumes of other years, claim our interested reading and care- 
ful review. An engraved portrait of Carroll D. Evans, M. D., 
Grand Commander, 1905-6, is the frontispiece, and the title 
page bears the illuminated shield of Nebraska with its familiar 
legend. 

The Grand Commandery assembled for its Thirty-Fourth 
Annual Conclave, April 26-27, 1906, in Omaha. With but one 
exception the Grand Officers were in their respective stations 
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at the opening of Grand Commandery, and representatives were 
present from eighteen of the twenty-six chartered Command- 
eries. Ten Past Grand Commanders attended the Conclave, 
one of them, Sir Knight Eben K. Long, responding for Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island in the roll of sister Grand Juris- 
dictions. Other Grand Representatives present numbered 
twenty-one. The Grand Warder of the Grand Encampment, 
Sir Knight Jehiel W. Chamberlin, was received with the honors 
due to his official position. He installed the newly elected 
Grand Officers at the closing session of the Conclave. 

The Grand Commander, Dr. Evans, begins his address with 
an admirable dissertation on the subject of modern Knighthood. 
Concerning his own jurisdiction, he says: 


The year has not been marked by any arduous trials, strenuous duties, 
or disagreeable interruptions; it has been a year of peace, prosperity, and 
harmony. Our prosperity is seen on every hand, our increase in numbers 
has exceeded that of many years, and our financial condition could not 
well be improved upon. It is a source of great satisfaction to me to be 
able to congratulate you upon this peace and harmony which prevail in our 
ranks, and more particularly to congratulate you upon the unbounded 
prosperity which is so manifest in your Asylums; and while we are thus 
to be congratulated, it is an additional source of satisfaction to note the 
great prosperity which the Order has enjoyed throughout the entire na- 
tion. And while I record the net increase in our ranks of 130, making a 
total of 2,160 brave and honorable Knights of the Cross, I know of none 


of these who are unworthy of knighthood. 
° 


He reports having granted two dispensations; one to Melita 
Commandery, No. 22, to elect officers; the other to St. John 
Commandery, No. 16, to install the Captain General and Sen- 
ior Warden. A request to permit a Commandery to appear in 
a civic parade was refused, the Grand Commander giving the 
following reason: “I can find no precedent in this jurisdiction 
for a Commandery of Knights Templars to appear in public in 
a civic parade.” Grand Commandery approved the Grand 
Commander’s action in granting the dispensations and in re- 
fusing the application of a Commandery to appear in a civic 
parade. Grand Commander Evans suggests the propriety of 
changing the hour of the Christmas observance, because in 
his State it is now the same hour “when the churches of all 
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denominations hold their services.” Grand Commandery 
adopted the following recommendation of its Committee on 
Jurisprudence, to which the suggestion was referred 


In the matter of the Christmas libation, your committee is unanimous 
in favor of continuing this service, but recommend that the matter of 
changing the hour be referred to our representatives to the Grand En- 
campment to be held at Saratoga Springs, to be submitted to the Grand 
Encampment, and urge that the hour be changed so that it will not inter- 
fere with church services. 


The same committee, having considered the subject of the 
Order of Malta, discussed by the Grand Commander and re- 
ferred to it, made the following recommendation, which was 
adopted by the Grand Body: : 


That whereas, every Commandery has conferred the Order of Malta upon 
those who had not received the same prior to the enactment of the present 
law, and are now explicitly following the same, except Palestine Com- 
mandery, No. 13, which is increasing the number instead of reducing the 
same, we recommend that the jewel of the Eminent Commander be arrested 
unless the said Malta degree shall have been conferred within ninety days 
from receiving notice of this action; and that this applies to the present 
as well as to any future Eminent Commander. 


The Grand Commander commended the Sir Knights for their 
contributions to the Nebraska Masonic Home. We note that 
an appropriation of $250 for furnishing the hall in the aforesaid 
home was made at the Conclave. The sum of $500 was appro- 
priated “for relief of the Brethren of California.” 

An increase in salary of the Grand Recorder, as suggested by 
the Grand Commander, was made to the extent of an additional 
one hundred dollars per annum. 

The Grand Treasurer reports a balance on hand of $3,885.50. 

In beginning his seventh annual report, Correspondent Fran- 
cis E. White says: 


This report is going to be brief, as a partial examination of the Proceed- 
ings so far received does not show much that is new. No new questions 
are being considered by the members of the Guild, and as our opinion has 
been given heretofore on most of the subjects relating to Templar law and 
custom, we feel that repetition would be triesome to our many readers. 
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Again, having pointed out what in our opinion is right, if the powers that 
be still insist upon running headlong to destruction, we can only say we 
are sorry, but ‘we told you so.” 


Frater White, however, fills eighty-six printed pages of com- 
ment and quotation, leaving out of his review, because the 
Proceedings were not received, but three Grand J urisdictions. 
Under Massachusetts and Rhode Island he notices with ap- 
proving words the celebration of the one-hundredth anniver- 
sary of our Grand Commandery. We appreciate the kindly 
writing concerning our work as historian and Correspondent, 
and read in it, as well as “between the lines,’’ the spirit of true 
fellowship and fraternal regard. He, too, is an optimist. ‘We 
quote from his “Conclusion:” 


We have been contending for some time that the world is getting better 
each day. The recent discovery of so many illegal and wrong acts by men 
whose. integrity has heretofore been unquestioned does not indicate that 
the world is getting worse; but, on the contrary, that it is improving, and 
that citizens generally are determined to have better and more thorough 
management of both publie and semi-public affairs, and that men to be 
honored and respected must be worthy of the confidence of the people. 

White winged Peace seems to have spread her pinions over the entire 
globe. Perhaps a little disturbance in some isolated corner is not fully 
covered, but it is of such minor importance as to escape notice. Nations 
that heretofore gloried in war are now zealously striving to maintain peace 
without having to fight for it. This is as it should be, leaving to nations 
and individuals abundant time to devote to the arts and sciences and to 
contribute to the welfare of mankind. The recent great disasters in this 
country and elsewhere brought prominently to view the precepts of the 
brotherhood of man, showing that we are rapidly approaching the time, 
if we have not already reached it, when humanity shall know no dividing 
lines, but will extend help and sympathy whenever and wherever it is 
needed. In all the progress and good work that is being done, & careful 
examination of the situation will show that the Knight Templar is doing 
his full duty in every land and in every community. 


John W. Hughes, Hebron, was elected Grand Commander; 
Francis E. White, Omaha, was re-elected Grand Recorder and 
continued as chairman of the Committee on Correspondence. 
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New Hampsuire, 1905. 

Grand Commander Thomas M. Fletcher, who presided at 
the Fifty-Eighth Annual Conclave, held in the city of Concord, 
September 26, 1905, was honored at the Conclave of 1904 
by being elected to serve a second year as such officer. His 
portrait is shown on the first page of the Proceedings under 
review. 

Four Grand Officers were absent at the opening of the Con- 
clave. There was a goodly attendance, however, of members 
and visitors. Eleven constituent Commanderies were repre- 
sented. Twenty-six Grand Representatives responded at the 
calling of States. Sir Knight John McLane, representing Mass- 
achusetts and Rhode, Island was not present to answer for 
that jurisdiction. The following distinguished guests were wel- 
comed with the honors due their official positions: Grand 
Commander Dana J. Flanders, of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island; Grand Commander Charles A. Calderwood, of Vermont: 
Grand Warder Charles E. Pierce, of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. Grand Recorder Woodbury says: “ Eloquent respon- 
ses were made by each of the visitors.’’ 

The address of the Grand Commander, covering the second 
year of his administrative service, indicates an intelligent zeal 
on his part in discharging the duties which devolved upon him, 
He commended the seven Commanderies that he had visited 
during the year, and said: “It is my belief that the work per- 
formed in each will rank with that performed by any subor- 
dinate Commandery under the jurisdiction of the Grand En- 
campment of the United States.” 

He reported having granted a number of dispensations, all 
for proper purposes. He announced no official decisions. 

Under the head of “Courtesies”’ he expresses his appreciation 
of the attention shown him and his associates at the celebration 
in Boston of the one-hundredth anniversary of the organization 
of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

From reports of Grand Officers and committees we glean 
the following items of interest: Commanderies on roll, 11; 
total membership, 2,434; net gain, 25; receipts for the Waa 
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ending September 26, 1905, $1,661.00; disbursements for the 
same time, $1,196.86; balance on hand, including amount 
brought over from the previous year, $1,990.22. 

The sum of $700 was appropriated toward meeting expenses 
at the Triennial Conclave in Saratoga next year. 

At the head of the list of Past Grand Commanders present at 


. the Conclave of 1905 appears the name of Joseph W. Fellows, 


who, in June last, departed this life for the heavenly state. 
Sir Knight Fellows had rendered long and excellent service 
in all departments of Freemasonry and in the Templar Order. 
He had been the recipient of well-deserved honors from Brethren 
and Sir Knights. At the time of his death, in his seventy-first 
year, he was chairman of the Committee on Jurisprudence of 
the Grand Encampment, having been a working member of 
that important committee for a considerable period. He has 
written many decisions and reports presented by that com- 
mittee at recent Triennial Conclaves. These papers bear the 
stamp of his extensive reading and his conservative, careful 
thought. He was active and zealous, to the very last, in the 
promotion of Masonic and Templar interests. 

Past Grand Master George I. McAllister, who was the eulogist 
of Brother Fellows in the Grand Lodge of Masons of New Hamp- 
shire, fittingly said, in closing his tender tribute: 


Brethren— 


“The tears that we shed, though in silence they roll, 
Will long keep his memory green in our soul.” 


We will remember him as the able and faithful pilot who has skillfully 
steered the grand old ship of Masonry safely through sunshine and storm 
for more than a third of a century. 


Judge Fellows will be remembered beyond the State in which 
he lived—beyond his home jurisdictional lines in Freemasonry 
and in Templary—for what he was and for what he did, illus- 
trating all so well the character of a true Christian gentleman. 

While we mourn, we will yet rejoice, glad to have known 
him and to have the remembrance of his manly worth: 
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He was our friend, so true and strong, 
Yet tender hearted 

In the dear delights of life; 

And still we hear his hearty voice 
That sent the tones of friendship 
Straight unto the heart. 

Yes, time shall tell, full often to our love, 
The message he has taught us well, 
And in such service 

Our richest blessings lie— 

Deep memories of the bygone 

Scenes and days. 


Brother A. A. Wait in his fifteenth annual report presents 
thoughts “emanating from a well-balanced brain.” He ranges 
over an ample field, discoursing, as the reviewer may at times, 
on great principles, yet not neglecting the details which mark 
the activities and progress of the Templar organization. 

Under Massachusetts and Rhode Island he kindly reviews 
Grand Commandery Proceedings (1904) and notices some of the 
doings that give signs of a strong and progressive organic life. 

Correspondent Wait devotes several pages to the new de- 
parture instituted by Grand Master Moulton in sending out a 
communication bearing date September 9, 1905, addressed to 
the Sir Knights of the Grand Encampment, in which he sets 
forth his official acts and the progress of the Order since the 
Triennial Conclave held at San Francisco. Frater Wait quotes 
the Grand Master’s ruling touching the question of music in 
the Commandery at the time of conferring the orders, which 
was as follows: 


There is nothing in the rituals or regulations of our Order to prohibit 
the rendition of appropriate music in conferring the Orders of Christian 
Knighthood by those not members of the Order, provided the performers 
are effectually screened so as to be invisible and unable themselves to ac- 
quire any knowledge of who or what is beyond their screen. Therefore, 
under par. 3, sec. 6, Art. II, of the constitution, the respective Grand 
Commanderies have power to regulate this feature of the work, subject 
to the restrictions herein before recited. 


And then follows the comment of Frater Wait, somewhat 
sharper than is his wont. He says:

We are not aware of any Levitical law, or anything in the rituals of 
the Hebrew service, prescribing by whom the music of the Passover should 
be rendered, yet we do not think, had the query been put to Moses or 
Aaron, whether it might be rendered by Philistines or Canaanites, brought 
in and placed behind screens for the purpose, the answer would have been 
doubtful. The truth is, there is an unwritten, often, perhaps, a never 
expressed, law lying at the basis of every human institution, more powerful 
than words, which gives it character and is its real inspiration. Should we 
become convinced that such is not peculiarly true of Masonry and of the 
orders of Masonic Knighthood, they will no longer be of worth to us. 


There is an unwritten law bearing upon this matter; but it 
does not seem quite so restrictive in its spirit and import as. 
Correspondent Wait suggests. The friendly singers in Templar 
Asylums are hardly to be classed with “Philistines; and 
under the safeguards named by the Grand Master we do not 
see that any harm would be done; nevertheless, when practica- 
ble, it is every way better to have the musical selections accom- 
panying the conferring of the orders rendered by members of 
the Order. 

Isaac L. Heath, Manchester, was elected Grand Commander; 
Frank D. Woodberry, Concord, was re-elected Grand Recorder 
Albert 8. Wait, Newport, was re-appointed Correspondent. 


New Jersey, 1906. 


The portraits of five Sir Knights who have contributed to the 
strength of this jurisdiction by their official service and their 
unfaltering loyalty to the principles and precepts of Templary, 
give special interest to the published Proceedings. 

The Forty-Eighth Annual Conclave was held in Trenton, 
May 8, 1906. All of the Grand Officers were present at the 
opening of Grand Commandery. The constituent Command 
eries, sixteen in number, were all represented. Sixteen Past 
Grand Commanders were in attendance. The thirty-one Grand 
Representatives from sister jurisdictions were formally received, 
the Grand Prelate, Sir George C. Maddock, acting as Grand 
Commander and making a speech of welcome in response to 
the greetings expressed in behalf of his associates by Sir Knight 
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J. Layton Register. Among this number was Sir William H. 
Sebring, representing Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

Among the distinguished visitors present was Sir Knight 
John M. Bell, Grand Recorder of the Grand Commandery of 
Ohio. 

The Grand Commander, Jacob Kirkner, delivered an address 
which gives evidence of his faithful attention to the duties of 
his position, though he was a great sufferer from neuritis dur- 
ing several months of his official year. He reports but one de- 
cision, and that of an unimportant character. Among the five 
dispensations that he enumerates as having granted, “for good 
and sufficient reasons” was one allowing a Commandery to ap- 
pear in full Templar uniform at a reception tendered by the 
“Ladies Auxiliary” of said Commandery. The Grand Body 
approved all official acts of its executive head. He made three 
recommendations, which were adopted by Grand Command- 
ery in accordance with the following report therein by the 
Committee on Doings of Grand Officers: 


Tenth—We realize that this Grand Body should place itself squarely 
on record in the necessity for choice and careful scrutiny of its prospective 
members and approve of the. recommendation that a resolution “that no 
saloonkeeper, barkeeper, nor other similar dispenser of spiritual or malt 
liquors as a beverage shall be eligible to the orders of Knighthood in this 
jurisdiction” be passed. 

Eleventh—We approve of the recommendations that the Committees 
on Necrology and Doings of Grand Officers be made standing committees. 


It was voted to hold a “field day” during the year at Asbury 
Park, the time to be selected by the Grand Commander. The 
Grand Treasurer, Fred G. Wiese, reports receipts, including 
balance, amounting to $4,288.59; disbursements, $1,444.62; 
balance on hand, $2,843.97. 

The Grand Recorder, Thomas H. R. Redway, gives the 
present membership, from annual returns of the Commanderies, 
as 2,649 Sir Knights—a net increase of 232 for the year. 

Grand Commandery voted that at its next Annual Conclave 
“the Sir Knights shall invite the ladies to accompany them, 
and that a committee be appointed to make the necessary ar- 
rangements for their entertainment.” 
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The report on Correspondence is by Past Grand Commander 
Peter McGill, a photogravure of whom introduces the writer’s 
words. We have had the pleasure of meeting Frater McGill, 
and recognize the portrait as an excellent one. 

The Correspondent gives careful attention in the report before 
us to the Proceedings of forty-one jurisdictions. He quotes 
with discrimination, and gives his opinion on an occasional 
subject that seems to call for comment and to have importance 
in the Templar world. In his “Conclusion” Correspondent Mc- 
Gill eloquently alludes to the recent practical expression of 
the underlying principles of Templar brotherhood. By such 
continued service in behalf of others shall our beloved Order 
give proof of its Christian Knighthood. 

Correspondent McGill says: 


The workings of nature have given the Knights Templars of the country 
the opportunity to prove the truth or falsity of their professions. The 
dreadful catastrophe in California, the State that was ever open-handed 
and open-hearted in her treatment of her Fraters at home or abroad, caused 
a thrill of horror to run through the land. The time was here to prove 
ourselves, and be it to our everlasting glory that those that had received 
in the t gave measures of a ance brimful and running over. And 
the best of all was, that each knew not what the other gave. The amount 
of actual, practical help will never be known to the profane world, and 
properly so. It may be that in the fullness of thankfulness report of the 
gifts made by our Order will be published by the recipients, but we hope 
not. It is enough for us to know that we did our duty to our suffering 
Fraters when occasion required, that we indeed have “fed the hungry, 
clothed the naked, and bound up the wounds of the afflicted.” 


William Carman, Metuchen, was elected Grand Commander; 
Thomas H. R. Redway, Trenton, was re-elected Grand Re- 
corder; Peter McGill, Lambertville, was re-appointed Chairman 
of Committee on Correspondence. 


New Mexico, 1905. 


Grey covers enclose the fifty-odd printed pages which record 
the transactions of this jurisdiction at its Fifth Annual Conclave, 
held in Albuquerque, October 19, 1905. All of the Grand 
‘Officers were present, and six of the eight constituent Com- 
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manderies were represented by their respective Commanders. 


and by other officers or proxies. 

Grand Commander E. A. Cahoon in his annual address 
renders appropriate tribute to the first Grand-Commander of 
this jurisdiction, General Edward L. Bartlett, whose death 
occurred October 19, 1904, the Gzand Commandery of New 
Mexico being in session at the time. The official announcement 
truly states that Past Grand Commander Bartlett “was of 
gentle disposition, lovable, honorable in the highest degree, 
and a gentleman in the truest sense of the word, a true friend 
and public spirited and conscientious citizen.”’ 

The Grand Commander reports the granting of three dis- 
pensations, one allowing a Commandery to change the date of 
holding its Regular Conclave, and these, together with the one 
reported decision, were approved by Grand Commandery. 

He reports having issued commissions to forty-one Sir 


Knights to represent in their respective Grand Commanderies. 


the Grand Commandery of New Mexico. Past Grand Com- 
mander Dana J. Flanders received the commission for Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island. According to the rule that gov- 
erns, such appointments in New Mexico are limited to three 
years. The Grand Commander “ publicly”? acknowledged the 
invitation from our home jurisdiction to attend its centennial 
anniversary celebration. 


The following Resolution was adopted: 


Resolved, That the first Sunday in June of each year shall be and is. 


hereby designated and known as memorial day, and that all subordinate 
Commanderies of Knights Templars within the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Commandery shall assemble and observe some portion of said day with 
appropriate services in commemoration of their deceased Fraters. 

All preparation and arrangements necessary for the proper compliance 
with the resolution shall be vested in the first three officers of each sub- 
ordinate Commandery. 


Sir Knight A. A. Maloy, Grand Treasurer, presents the fol- 
lowing recapitulation of balances: Triennial fund, $193.00;. 
general fund, $573.54; charity fund, $424.69. 

On recommendation of Grand Recorder Keen, Grand Com- 


Fx 
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mandery voted to transfer the sum of $175.31 from the general 
fund to the charity fund, so that the latter might stand at an 
even six hundred dollars. 

The Grand Recorder’s exhibit gives the total enrollment of 
Sir Knights as 386; total increase, 23. 

There is no report on Correspondence. Arthur H. Harllee, 
Silver City, was elected Grand Commander; Alpheus A. Keen, 
Albuquerque, was re-elected Grand Recorder. 


New York, 1905. 


The Grand Commandery of the Empire State is conspicuous 
by reason of its numerical and material strength, and not less 
so because of its bright historic record and accomplishments. 
Its roll of members bears many eminent names which are justly 
held in honored remembrance, and the present time shows no 
falling off in the character of its personnel. The Annual Con- 
claves of such a body are of special interest and importance. 
That this was the fact as regards the Ninety-Second Annual 
Conelave, held in the “ Village of Saratoga Springs”, September 
5 and 6, 1905, can not be doubted by anyone who will turn the 
pages of the substantial, finely printed volume of Proceedings 
now in hand. : 

Prior to the opening of the Conclave there was a parade in 
which twenty-six Commanderies marched along the streets 
of Saratoga Springs to the inspiring music of fifteen bands oe 
drum corps. The day was beautiful and the parade successful. 

Grand Commander John Little, of whom a finely engraved 
portrait is shown in the volume of Proceedings, presided. On 
the page next following the portrait of Grand Commander 
Little there is presented an excellent likeness of Grand Sword 
Bearer Edward A. Stahlbrodt, who died at his home m Roches- 
ter, February 24, 1905. , 

The other Grand Officers were at their respective stations at 
the opening service. Sixty of the sixty-one Commanderies 
that form the jurisdiction were represented. The attendance 
included a goodly number of permanent members, among them 
eleven Past Grand Commanders. 
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Prominent Templars holding official positions were intro- 
duced and accorded the usual honors. Five officers of the 
Grand Encampment were thus received. The list is as follows: 
Wm. B. Melish, Grand Generalissimo; Frank H. Thomas, 
Grand Captain General; Arthur MacArthur, Grand Senior 
Warden; Rev. John M. Worrall, D. D., Grand Prelate; William 
H. Norris, Grand Standard Bearer. Past Grand Commander 
Armatage graciously introduced the aforesaid officials, to whom 
Grand Commander addressed fitting words of greeting. Grand 
Generalissimo Melish eloquently responded to the welcome 
thus accorded. 

In another detachment of distinguished visitors were Sir 
Knights Dana J. Flanders and Charles E. Peirce, at that time 
holding the offices, respectively, of Grand Commander and 
Grand Warder in our home jurisdiction. 

The able address of Grand Commander Little occupies 
twenty-eight closely printed pages. Many more pages would 
have been required had he put.into his address all official or- 
ders, correspondence, and other papers. 

He is glad to be able to report a year of prosperity throughout 
the jurisdiction. He expresses his belief that there has been 
improvement in the ceremonial work. He reports the granting 
of sixteen dispensations, all of which seem regular and were 
so endorsed by Grand Commandery. He refused all applica- 
tions for-dispensations to ballot out of time. He reports 
eighteen decisions, all of which met with favor in the review 
given them by the Committee on Jurisprudence. 


Under ‘“‘Necrology” the Grand Commander makes suitable 
mention of the taking away by death of two widely known and 
highly esteemed Templars. Rev. Cornelius L. Twing died at 
his home in Brooklyn, February 11, 1905. Sir Knight Jesse 
B. Anthony, Superintendent of the Masonic Home in Utica, 
and for many years writer of Correspondence for the Grand 
Commandery of New York, died May 26, 1905. The Grand 
Commandery suffers a great loss by the death of these two 
eminent Knights; but Templary is the richer by reason of their 
services. In character and life they well illustrated the princi- 
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ples which are fundamental in the Masonic Institution and in 
the Templar Order. : 

Grand Recorder Bonnington reports that the sixty-one 
working Commanderies have a total membership of 16,627, 
being a net gain of 819 for the year ending September, 1905. 
A much larger increase will doubtless be reported for the cur- 
rent year. 

Grand Treasurer Newell gives a good financial exhibit. Re- 
ceipts were larger as also the expenditures, but he was able to. 
report a cash balance on hand amounting to $15,594.67. ; 

The Triennial Committee, Brother Arthur MacArthur, chair- 
man, reported. They were able “to announce that all mat- 
ters with reference to the Triennial are progressing satisfac- 
torily.””. There can be no doubt that the efficient committee 
will make all needful arrangements for the comfort of the Tem- 
plar hosts that will gather at Saratoga Springs in 1907. All 
will be provided for; the best possible results will be ensured. 
Back of all, best of all, is the assurance to the visitors of a hearty 
welcome from the Grand Commandery of New York and the 
Sir Knights of that jurisdiction. 

We miss Correspondent Anthony, who stood in the first rank 
of Masonic and Templar reviewers; but his successor, Sir 
Knight John W. Jenkins, shows conspicuous fitness for the work 
to whieh he was so suddenly and unexpectedly called. Grand 
Commander Little says: 


On the 7th of June, 1905, I appointed Eminent Sir John W. Jenkins, of

spondent Jenkins covers the whole Templar field in his | 
view of 169 pages. His style is attractive, and his opinions 
are always worth considering. 


Under Massachusetts and Rhode Island he expresses his dis-

approval of certain dispensations granted by Grand Command- 
er Hersey. Mention is also made of the fact that there is no 
need of “divine service” dispensations. Granting such dis- 
pensations can dono harm. A record is made of the occasion 
that would not otherwise appear. The “divine service” dis- 
pensation may be superfluous; it is not illegal. 

We shall not attempt to controvert Brother Jenkins’s position 
on the question as to whether the Canadian law, “making it 
permissible for preceptories to require two black balls to reject 
a candidate,” has merit. As he says in. his report of our con- 
cluding words on the subject, we stand with him in favoring 
a perfectly clear ballot. But we still think there may be ex- 
ceptional cases where the rule of strict unanimity bars the way 
‘of admission to a worthy candidate—cases where it would be 
difficult for an opposer “ to secure an additional adverse ballot.” 

Under Kansas he discourses upon the casting of a “friendly 
black ball,” a suggestion having been made that such a course 
might sometimes be the best way to relieve a difficult situation. 
He does not approve, and pertinently says: 


The little black cube is a peculiarly unsentimental thing, and knows 
no such thing as friendship, and when its action is once spread upon the 
record ‘‘all the perfumes of Arabia will not sweeten’’ the transaction, 
while the victim of friendship to the day of his death suffers under a 
blight as humiliating as it is uncalled for. 


Correspondent Jenkins in the conclusion of his report pays 
a loving tribute to his predecessor in the reportorial field, as 
follows: 


Our task is done. We entered upon it with a sense of diffidence, realizing 
that we were following one eminent in this particular field of Masonic 
endeavor, and one whose experience and talents would make it a difficult 
task indeed for any one to successfully follow. We approached our work 
with a feeling of reverence induced by a knowledge of the character of him 
who had preceded us; and the divine injunction given unto Moses seemed 
to stand out before us in letters of fire: “Take off thy shoes from off thy 
feet, for the place whereon thou standest is holy ground.” And so we con- 
sidered it, and in that spirit we have endeavored, to the best of our ability, 
to prosecute the work,

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Jesse B. Anthony: What a flood of memories the name suggests! The 
kindly spirit; the sweet, low-toned voice; the winning smile; and the warm 
hand-grasp; who can ever forget them? 


Erastus C. Knight, Buffalo, was elected Grand Commander; 
John H. Bonnington, New York City, was re-elected Grand 
Recorder; John W. Jenkins, New York City, was re-appointed 
Correspondent. 


Nortu Caroina, 1906. 


Thirteen Commanderies, with a total enrollment of 761 Sir 
Knights, make up this jurisdiction. Grand Recorder James 
C. Munds states that there has been a net gain in member- 
ship of 82 for the year covered by his report. ‘= 

Grand Commander Laurence A. Dodsworth’s portrait is 
opposite the title page of the pamphlet containing a record of 
business transacted at the Twenty-Sixth Annual Conclave, 
held in Charlotte, May 9-10, 1906. The members of Grand 
Commandery assembled at eight o’clock in the evening of the 
first-named date and attended services at the First Presby- 
terian Church, the sermon being delivered by the Grand Pre- 
late, the Rev. J. R. Howerton. Returning to the Asylum, 
Grand Commandery was opened in due form, with all but one 
of the Grand Officers in their respective stations. Twelve of 
the thirteen chartered Commanderies were represented. Five 
Past Grand Commanders were among the permanent mem- 
bers present. Twenty-three Grand Representatives answered 
to the roll call of sister jurisdictions, among them Past Grand 
Commander James K. Norfleet for Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. 

Grand Commander Dodsworth, in the introductory words of 
his address, says: 


Every man has a mission from God to help his fellow beings, and though 
we, as Knights Templars, may differ in faith, there is one platform on 
which we stand united, and that is the platform of charity and benevolence. 
We can not, indeed, like our Divine Master, give sight to the blind, hearing 
to the deaf, speech to the dumb, and strength to the paralyzed limb, but 
we can work miracles of mercy by relieving the miseries of our suffering 
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Brethren, and never do we approach nearer the Giver of all Good Gifts 
than when we alleviate the sorrows of others. Never do we perform a 
more God-like act than when we bring sunshine to the hearts that are 
desolate; never are we more like unto God than when we cause the flowers 
of joy and hope to bloom in souls that were dry and barren before. 


He reports the granting of eight dispensations and the re- 
fusing of one—“To receive and ballot upon a petition at the 
same Conclave.” Grand Commandery approved his action in 
all cases. 

He granted a dispensation for a new Commandery at Southern 
Pines, which received its charter by vote of Grand Command- 
ery at the Annual Conclave of 1906. . 

Grand Treasurer E. B. Neave reports a balance on hand 
amounting to $1,342.74. 

We note that “the compensation of our most efficient Fra- 
ternal Correspondent”’ was increased as an expression of Grand 
Commandery’s appreciation of his services. 

The social features of the Annual Conclave included a ban- 
quet on Wednesday, and a reception, tendered by Grand Com- 
mander Dodsworth at his own spacious home. 

Past Grand Commander James Southgate furnishes his ninth 
annual report on Correspondence, a paper of 110 printed pages. 

Arizona and Oklahoma are the only two Grand Jurisdictions 
whose Proceedings were not received in time to be included in 
his review. 

Frater Southgate has suffered from long-continued illness. 
Being congratulated on his recovery from a recent attack he 
writes with a touch of sadness, albeit he is hopeful and believes 
that “the best is yet to be.” He says: 


We did recover in a manner, Sir Knight, but after going to a New York 
hospital for treatment. This was only temporary and the same old trouble 
still harrows, and even now I ought to be under treatment. You will 
remember the grandfather’s clock which stood in the corner in the houses 
of our ancestors. Many years ago they kept good time and seldom needed 
regulating. But now the wheels have worn, the pendulum is out of 
whack, and the tinkering of the jewelers may make it run for a while, but 
as a timepiece it is ‘no good.” So with this writer. He runs down, 
loses time, is out of repair and no good any more. The doctors patch up, 
repair, and help a little, but we stop again, and we are reminded of what 


ps 
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we have before said, ‘‘Asa was obedient unto his physicians,” and a little 
later it is said, ‘‘Asa slept with his fathers.’”’ We try to work as best we 
may, but we will throw aside this mortal and, we trust, put on immortality 
and dwell with the King forever. We are hoping that the rest will be 
sweet. t 


Our sincere hope is that Frater Southgate may be spared for 
many more years of usefulness before he goes hence to receive 
the “Well done,” and to enter into that “Sweet rest”? which 
remains for the people of God. 

The Correspondent gives generous notice to our home juris- 
diction and calls our Proceedings (1905) a “superb pamphlet 
that comes to us like a family illustrated magazine.” We quote 
his words concerning Frater Flanders: 


The address of the Grand Commander (16 pp.) is a well-conceived and 
well-written document and gives evidence of much work in his office, and 
doubtless he considers it a year of abundant labors and great enjoyment 
to him. It was fortune coming his way that he happened to be at the 
helm to guide this great movement, and, as we see it now, it would have 
been difficult to find one who could have done better, or, perhaps, so well, 
for success seems to have marked every step of the way to a grand con- 
summation, and too much praise can not be accorded to this valiant and 
magnanimous Sir Knight, Dana J. Flanders, who brought things to pass 
and was the leading spirit in it all. 


Correspondent Southgate comments upon the rule, now 
generally observed, that dispensations be not granted to ballot 
out of time, except at a stated meeting. So far as safeguards 
and equities are concerned, he can see no reason “why such 
emphasis is put upon a Stated as against a Special Conclave.” 
On general principles it would be all right, and safe enough for 
the interests affected, to transact such business at a gpecial 
Conclave, all matters to be acted upon being stated in the 
notices of the meeting; but none the less is there wisdom in 
the rule which provides for delay in view of the modern ten- 
deney to rush petitions and candidates. Frater Southgate, 
under Maine, says that henceforth in North Carolina the dis- 
pensing power is not likely to be exercised to authorize a ballot 
out of time except at a Stated Conclave. 

Alex. B. Andrews, Raleigh, was elected Grand Commander; 
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James C. Munds, Wilmington, was re-elected Grand Recorder; 
James Southgate, Durham, was re-appointed Committee on 
Correspondence. 


Norts Daxora, 1906. 


For the third time in this report we note the delay in issuing 
Proceedings owing to a fire in the printing establishment. 
Firms publishing the transactions of Annual Grand Conclaves 
will require special rates of fire insurance if.this epidemic con- 
tinues to prevail. In this last case the copy was destroyed, 
and new material had to be furnished and sent to St. Paul for 
printing, “with results as seen in the Proceedings and upon the 
calendar.” The pamphlet in hand is a creditable issue under 
the circumstances, and shows the prompt action and willing 
service of the Grand Recorder and interested Sir Knights. 
There is a picture of Grand Commander Frank H. Sprague, 
whose term of office expired with the Annual Conclave of 1906, 
at the beginning of the book. 

The Seventeenth Annual Conclave convened in Fargo, Janu- 
ary 30-31, 1906. All but one of the Grand Officers were in 
their respective places at the opening of Grand Commandery. 
Delegates from twelve constituent Commanderies, one under 
dispensation, were present; also seven Past Grand Commanders 
and twenty-nine Grand Representatives—among the latter 
Sir Knight Arthur G. Lewis, of Fargo, who responded for Mass- 
achusetts and Rhode Island in the roll call of States. 

Grand Commander Sprague, in the introductory words of 
his address, says: : 


We have every reason to expect that the growth of our Order will 
continue to keep pace with the general development of the State, which 
during the past year has broken all former records and, in one respect, that 
of railroad-building, leads every State in the Union. We start out in this, 
the initial year of a new century in the history of Grand Commanderies, 
amidst peace, plenty, and brilliant prospects, for which blessings we should 
be devoutly thankful to the Giver of every perfect gift. 


He reports having granted a dispensation to form and open 
a Commandery in Dickinson, to be known as Temple Com- 
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mandery. A charter was granted this body by Grand Com- 
mandery. . The Grand Commander gave permission to Grand 
Forks Commandery to unite with Constantine Commandery, of 
Crookston, Minn., in Easter services. Three other dispensations 
granted authorized the ballot on petitions in less than the 
statutory time, but “in each case requiring personal or other 
notice to be served upon all members of intended action under 
special authority.” 

One other request of a like nature, “coming by wire and un- 
accompanied by facts, was promptly refused.” 

He reports but one decision rendered, and that not of para- 
mount importance. His official acts were endorsed by Grand 
Commandery. 

The Grand Treasurer, Alexander C. Mather, reports a balance 
on hand of $2,312.78. There is a Triennial fund amounting, 
with interest, to $520. 

Grand Recorder Frank J. Thompson gives the following 
figures from the returns of constituent Commanderies for the 
year ending December 31, 1905: total membership, 872; net 
increase, 46. 

Grand Forks Commandery was allowed to change its name to 
Aldamar Commandery. There is no report on Correspondence. 

Harry §. Oliver, Lisbon, was elected Grand Commander; 
Frank J. Thompson, Fargo, was re-elected Grand Recorder. 


Ouro, 1905. 


The volume that waits review gives proof of the time and 
thought spent in its preparation. Care and skillful craftsman- 
ship, attention to details, and wise selection of material are 
shown on its pages, that alike reveal the Grand Recorder’s 
ability and the printer’s art. 

The Proceedings also make evident the fact that Grand Com- 
mandery saw fit to publish its doings in a form that called for 
the expenditure of a liberal sum from the treasury. In this 
connection we note with pleasure that the compensation of 
the Grand Recorder was increased to $1,200 per annum. 

A finely engraved portrait of the Grand Commander, Carroll 
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I’. Clapp, faces the title page of the printed Proceedings and is 
followed by an account of the Special Conclave held in Toledo, 
June 6, 1905, for the purpose of formally dedicating the Asylum 
of the two Commanderies stationed in that city. 

A “Preludium” contains an account of the parade and social 
features incident to the holding of the Sixty-Third Annual 
Conclave, in Columbus, October 10-11, 1905. In the words of 
Grand Recorder Bell, it “was the occasion of the largest a 
blage of Knights Templars and their friends and guests ever 
held in the jurisdiction, with the one exception of the Triennial 
Conclave of the Grand Encampment of the United States held 
at Cleveland in 1877.” 

All the Grand Officers were in their respective stations at the 
opening of Grand Commandery. Fifty-eight of the fifty-nine 
constituent Commanderies were represented. Seventeen Past 
Grand Commanders were present, and thirty-three Grand Rep- 
resentatives. Sir Knight William B. Melish, Grand Generalis- 
simo of the Grand Encampment, Sir Knight John A. Gerow, 
Grand Recorder of the Grand Encampment, and other distin- 
guished guests were received with appropriate honors. 

Grand Commander Carroll F. Clapp in his annual address 
describes his home commonwealth as “a State the influence 
of which is recognized by every other State in the Union, not 
only as pertains to our beloved Order, but in the great achieve- 
ments of life that make a progressive and contented people.” 

As official head of the Order in this great State for the past 
year, Sir Knight Clapp gave intelligent and earnest service. 
We quote his concluding words: 


Our Order is worthy of all the loyalty and love we can render to it, 
and above all we should not forget that the outside world has a perfect 
right to judge our Order by the actions of its individual members. Do not 
let our Order of Christian Knighthood suffer on account of our connection 
with it, but let us demonstrate in our daily lives that Templar Masonry 
to us is something more than a name; that we believe in it, and if we 
practice what we profess, as true and faithful Templars, we shall at last 
find hope, forgiveness, and peace in the blessed name, Immanuel, “God 
with us.” 


Grand Commander Clapp reported having granted twenty- 
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seven dispensations, all of which seem to have been for good 
cause. He showed a wise and conservative judgment in care- 
fully guarding the ballot. He says: 


I had frequent requests to permit Commanderies to receive petitions 
and ballot upon same at Special Conclaves, or at an hour different from 
that prescribed in their by-laws for holding their Stated Conclaves. J 

I refused these requests, as Templar Law did not give me authority 
to grant such dispensations. I believe that the rights of the ballot should 
be protected and safely guarded in every Commandery, and ballots only 
taken after due and timely notice to all the membership of the Com- 
mandery. My attention has been called to one or two Commanderies 
which have varied from their order of business so as to postpone the 
ballot until after some objecting Sir Knight had left the A ylum, and then 
pass the ballot, elect the Companion, and the same evening confer the 
orders upon him, continuing their Conclave until past the midnight oe 
so as to place the candidate beyond the reach of an objecting Sir ie ht. 
T shall later make a recommendation upon this subject that I hope w ill be 
acted upon at this session of the Grand Commandery. 


It may be noted that the Grand Commandery took action, 
as we suppose, intended to carry out the thought of the Grand 
Commander in respect to this matter. It adopted a rule Te- 
quiring Commanderies to follow the prescribed order of business 
as laid down in Article IIT, Section 2, of the by-laws. 

He cited only two decisions, and, as he says, one of these 
is again presented in order to clear away obscurity as to the 
meaning of the law. It is as follows: 


Held, That an objection made to the advancement of a Gags crn 
the Illustrious Order of the Red Cross is good and valid when filed be 
the Recorder of a Commandery, by a member in good standing ra 2 
Commandery, when it appears that notice was not sent to the o! Liens 
that the petition of the Companion (objected to) was to be balloted upo 
ata certain Stated Conclave of the Commandery. 


Both of the reported decisions were approved by Grand Com- 
mandery on recommendation of the Committee on Jurispru- 


dence. 
Under the heading “Annual Dues,” the Grand Commander 


enumerated the annual dues per capita of the several Com- 
manderies, which show divergencies as follows:

The figures thus presented appear to Grand Commander 
Clapp to be quite too small in a majority of cases. He makes 
a strong argument for a regulation that should provide that 
“minimum annual dues of not less than five dollars per capita 
should be established in this jurisdiction.” He says: 


Seventy-five cents of the above amount must be paid as Grand Com- 
mandery dues. The Commanderies, therefore, that only collect annual 
dues of $1.00 will have 25 cents per capita left after paying said Grand 
Commandery dues. With a membership of 60 it would give them a total 
annual income from dues of $15.00—not much more than enough to buy 
a suitable floral tribute for a deceased Frater. 

The twelvo Commanderies having annual dues of $2.00 would only have 
$1.25 per capita left. 

This condition exists principally among the smaller and older Com- 
manderies, and in the sections where the increase of membership is very 
small. We must recognize and consider that everything costs more now 
than it did twenty-five or thirty year ago, when most of these Commanderies 
fixed the amount of dues to be collected from their membership. We are 
living in a very luxurious and progressive age. “The twentieth century” 
banquets that used to be served for twenty-five cents and fifty cents a 
plate now cost $1.00 and upwards, and all other requirements and neces- 
sities have increased in about the same proportion. 

Another very important reason why some action regarding annual dues 
should be taken is the fact that nearly one-tenth of all of the Knights 
Templars in Ohio are exempt from dues, under the present by-laws of the 
various Commanderies, on account of life and veteran membership, and the 
number is steadily increasing. You will find more enthusiastic Knights 
Templars in Commanderies where the dues are $5.00 and upward than you 
will where they are of a smaller amount. It was not intended that Tem- 
plar Masonry should be made a cheap institution. It isa luxury that must 
be paid for to be enjoyed. It is the crowning glory of the York Rite. 
Cheapen Templar Masonry and you destroy its usefulness. 


The Committee on Jurisprudence, to whom the matter was 
referred commended the thought of the Grand Commander 
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in urging Commanderies to make a more adequate financial 
provision for all proper purposes, but they were not prepared 
to recommend a general rule for adoption. They say; 


Your committee gravely doubt the wisdom, or propriety, of going out- 
side of its proper duties of criticism and correction to enter upon the work 
of initiating and formulating new legislation, but outside of that, during 
the short time that we have been able to devote to the consideration of this 
very difficult, complicated, and important question, we have been unable 
to arrive at a satisfactory remedy which we are willing to recommend for 
adoption. 


The question as to the propriety of a Commandery Prelate 
wearing in public his Asylum robes was discussed by the Grand 
Commander, who expressed his opinion as adverse to such prac- 
tice. The Grand Commandery, following his suggestion, adopt- 
ed a regulation “that the uniform for the Prelate outside of the 
Asylum shall be the regulation Templar uniform of this juris- 
diction, except the sword shall be omitted.” 

Several of the reports presented have interest. The Grand 
Treasurer gives the total receipts for the year as $12,103.34; 
total disbursements, $9,450.09. The balance at the beginning 
of the year was $10,350.81; at its close, $13,003.06. The Grand 
Recorder in his statistical exhibit makes the total membership 
11,644, a net increase of 466 for the year ending July 31, 1905. 
He says that “every Commandery in the jurisdiction conferred 
the orders during the Templar year.” ah eG 

The officers of the Ohio Masonic Home report that institution 
to have had a year of great prosperity and usefulness. Its 
endowment fund was increased by the sum of $10,000, and 
now amounts to $50,589.84. A commodious and much needed 
Masonic Home Hospital was dedicated with appropriate cere- 
monies, May 10, 1905. A fine picture of the new building ap- 
pears in the Proceedings. ; 

Grand Recorder John N. Bell furnishes his seventh annual 
report on Correspondence. It is a comprehensive paper, giving 
able treatment to various topics of timely interest. Frater 
Bell does not approve some of the dispensations granted by 
Grand Commander Hersey and approved by Grand Com-

mandery (1904). He especially deplores the granting permis- 
sion to several Commanderies “to open a Commandery of 
Knights Templars on August 19, 1904, and remain open until 
its return to its Asylum, for the purpose of making a pilgrim- 
age to California to attend the Triennial Conclave.” Another 
of our dispensations complained of is the changing of the date 
of holding a Stated Conclave. “The whole of these dispensa- 
tions,” he adds, “were approved by the Grand Commandery.” 
We quote him as follows: 


It seems the Grand Commanders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
have now fully learned that they can not grant dispensations to ballot on 
petitions at Special Conclaves, but they seem to have unlimited powers to 
grant them for anything else; and in at least one instance, as noted above, 
the Grand Commander, by dispensation, transformed a Special Conclave 
into a stated one, with power to transact any business that might come 
before it, not excluding balloting on petitions. This reminds us of the old 
saying, “whipping the devil around a stump.” 


Correspondent Bell has an optimistic philosophy with which 
we are in hearty accord. He says: 


We confess to being naturally optimistic. We believe the people of the 
world are growing better as the years roll by; that a better and higher 
view of man’s responsibility to his fellow man is gradually obtaining, 
and that the’ great Masonic fraternity with its various branches and con- 
cordant Orders are potent factors in the movement. 

Each individual has it in his power to promote good fellowship, regard 
for others’ welfare, and the general increase of love, peace, and good-will 
among men. A cheerful, kindly heart is always expressed in the open 
countenance, cheery greeting, and upright conduct of the individual, and 
is reflected upon and influences all with whom he comes in contact. ‘This 
thought is beautifully expressed in the following lines by an esteemed 
fellow citizen of the “Gem City,” Mr. Edward B. Grimes, and with this we 
close our seventh annual report. 


“There’s a certain class of cynics, who continue to contend 
That the world’s devoid of honor, and there’s no such thing as friend; 
They are selfish, narrow fellows, who’ve been out of sorts since birth, 
And they’re judging men, in general, by their own inferior worth. 
There’s a host of honest people, whom the bonds of friendship hold, 
Whose inherent, sterling virtues have a value that’s untold. 
They are ever found the truest when the clouds of sorrow fall 
Into realms of hope and sunshine—where we keep our treasured all. 
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When a man looks in a mirror with expression sour and grim, 

He will never see a smiling face reflected back to him. 
Whatsoever he puts into life will be returned in kind, ee: 
And he’ll judge the world by views of it he’s mirror’d in his mind. 


Frederick L. Geddes, Toledo, was elected Grand Commander; 
John N. Bell, Dayton, was re-elected Grand Recorder and was 
re-appointed chairman of Committee on Correspondence.

Fifty: printed pages contain an account of the Eleventh 
Annual Conclave, held in Oklahoma City, February 15, 1906. 
A portrait of the Grand Commander, 1906-7, Sir Knight Charles 
Paul Wickmiller, gives added interest to the pamphlet. ; 

Sir William J. Pettee, Grand Commander, 1905-6, with a 
majority of his associate Grand Officers, was present, and a 
constitutional number of Commanderies were represented by 
their officers or proxies, at the hour appointed for the opening 
of Grand Commandery. Four Past Grand Commanders were 
in attendance. . 

Grand Commander Pettee has this to say concerning that 
part of the Templar world over which he had presided for the 
past year: 


The past year has been one of the best years for Knight Templarism 
in this jurisdiction so far as increase of membership is concerned. I have | 
found nothing but Knightly feeling among the brotherhood pasa 
the entire jurisdiction, there having been no jars nor disagreements ee 
the Sir Knights or Commanderies that have come to my knowledge, ak 
have found that the Commanderies already chartered have been willing 
to recommend the forming of other Commanderies near them without 
the least feeling of jealousy and have assisted materially in starting Com- 
manderies U. D., all of which goes to show the Knightly feeling in the 
Order. 


He reports having granted a.dispensation for a new Com- 
mandery at Weatherford and another for one at Lawton. 
Grand Commandery issued a charter to each of these bodies, 
and also to the one at Frederick. 

The Grand Recorder’s salary was increased to $150 per an- 
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num, as recommended by the Grand Commander, and_ his 
prompt action in sending financial aid to the Masons and 
Templars who were sufferers by reason of the terrible storm 
at Snyder was approved by Grand Commandery. 

Grand Treasurer W. 8. Spencer reports a balance on hand 
of $275. 

It was voted that the incoming Grand Commander appoint 
a committee of three, including himself, to represent Grand 
Commandery at the next Conclave of Indian Territory, “for the 
purpose of promoting the consolidation of the two Grand Com- 
manderies.”” 

The Grand Commander appointed Past Grand Commander 
Caleb Saunders, of Lawrence, to represent Oklahoma near the 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

There is no report on Correspondence. 

Charles P. Wickmiller, Kingfisher, was elected Grand Com- 
mander; George W. Spencer, Oklahoma City, was re-elected 
Grand Recorder. 


Orrcon, 1905. 


Reading between green lines the black lettering on the white 
covers of the volume before us, we learn that the Nineteenth 
Annual Conclave was held at Portland, September 28, 1905. 
Opening the printed Proceedings we are confronted by a por- 
trait of the incoming Grand Commander, Sir Knight D.C. Agler. 
The sessions of Grand Commandery were well attended, the 
business was transacted in an orderly way. and reports indica- 
ted the prosperity and promise of the Templar Order through- 
out the jurisdiction. 

Each of the nine chartered Commanderies in the State was 
represented. The attendance included eleven Past Grand 
Commanders and twenty-three Grand Representatives, among 
them Sir Knight F. A. Moore, of Salem, who responded for 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island. Four of the Grand Officers 
were absent at the opening of Grand Commandery. The 
representative of the Grand Master for Oregon, Past Grand

Commander George H. Hill, was received with due honors and 
made an appropriate address. ; 

Grand Commander L. N. Roney concisely summarized his 
official acts for the year under review. He was not called upon 
to make any rulings. He reports having granted three dis- 
pensations, and says: 


These dispensations were issued for balloting in less time than that 
required by the statutes of the Order, but were to be used only at Stated 
Conelaves. I think the issue of such dispensations should be limited to 
cases of actual emergency, and not applied for except for the very best of 


reasons. 


Grand Commandery approved all action of its Grand Com- 
mander. 

The Grand Treasurer, B. G. Whitehouse, reports a balance on 
hand of $3,615.24. He was instructed by Grand Commandery 
to loan three thousand dollars of the funds in hand.

\ Past Grand Commander J. M. Hodson presents his sixteenth 
consecutive annual report on Correspondence. Wegg-like he 
falls into verse and begins his review of each jurisdiction with 
a sentiment in rhyme. Under Arizona he quotes a stanza of 
our daughter’s Sunshine Song, with which we concluded our 
report for 1902. 

Under Massachusetts and Rhode Island he quotes the fol- 
lowing:

brother’s keeper. Then keep him as you would be kept. , pin 

The most valuable circulating medium is genuine fraternity. He 
becomes richest who circulates most and is most liberal in payment : “There 
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is nothing which so largely develops human character as the pouring out of 
love and sympathy with your fellows. His Temple of Character is most 
resplendent who contributes most liberally of his material to aid his 
groping, struggling Frater. “Cast thy bread upon the water, it shall 
return to thee after many days.” ‘True success and true riches are based 
only on your accumulation of true love for true principles. 

The mystics taught that in the most ancient days the Father of Love 
prepared for the children of men a magic mirror, by the reflection from 
which they could discern the bloom of purity inspiring their spirits. In 
an evil hour the hand of Fate struck the blow which shivered it to frag- 
ments, and each obtained a fraction, by which he could examine his own 
heart and know its passions and aspirations. Two loving hearts com- 
pared their fragments and found they fitted perfectly; they joined the 
pieces, thus increasing its size and value; others added their pieces to 
this, until the purposes for which it was first created were almost repro- 
duced, and thus came into the minds of men the thought of the ancient 
fraternity. Faith, Hope, and Charity mirrored from its depths the purest 
aspirations of the human heart, and the last fragment was added when, 
from the Cross, came the words: ‘It is finished.” The stars did, indeed, 
sing together and all the sons of God shouted aloud for joy. This, then, 
is our life, our duty, mirrored from our inner consciences to support and 
maintain its teachings and faithfully practice its virtues.

The address, printed in the Proceedings, was charged with 
the sentiments of hospitality and Christian Knighthood. The 
speaker told of his early fondness for the Templar Body, which 
antedated his entrance into the Institution. We clip from 
the address a paragraph: 


Our love for the Order began early in life. As boys we rejoiced when 
the Commandery meetings came around, because the sure and protracted 
absence of the head of the house, in the discharge of the labors and cere- 
monies of the Craft, made possible the assembling of the youthful scions 
of the stock in a convenient back yard, where the labors and ceremonies 
of “I Spy” and “Black Man” occupied the evening, when we should have 
been engaged in the preparation of lessons for the coming day. And 
later in life we enjoyed the Commandery meetings even more, when we 
timed our visits to our sweetheart so as to comfort her and keep her from 
becoming lonesome while her honored father gave the Commandery the 
benefit of his presence and wisdom. In one particular case I have in 
mind, the Commandery meetings were looked forward to with joy, because 
the young lady’s Templar father, when at home, with unswerving regularity 
had prayers at 9 P. M., and visitors were kindly shown the door. 


The foregoing is an apt reminder of the fact that we are 
influenced in a variety of ways—as boys and as men. “Or 
dinarily,” says the sage of Concord, “a man acts not from one 
motive but from many; he is influenced by many shifting fears 
and short motives.” And the speaker, drawing from his early 
experience, gave an object lesson in support of Mr. Emerson’s 
statement.

Texas, 1906. 


The printed proceedings for the current year were promptly 
issued. The volume shows the usual careful arrangement 
and careful editing. Facing the title page is a portrait of Grand 

‘ommander T. F. Harwood, who presided at the Fifty-Third 
Annual Conclave, held at Waco, April 25 and 26, 1906. 

Preliminary religious services were held in the Fifth Street 
Methodist Church, the Rev. John K. Black, Grand Prelate, 
delivering a very appropriate discourse, which is printed in the 
Proceedings. 

The address of Grand Commander Harwood shows an intel- 
ligent zeal on his part in administering the affairs of Grand 
Commandery, which necessarily must have taxed his time and 
thought to a much greater extent than those unacquainted 
with the duties of a Grand Commander would suppose. 

He reports having constituted two new Commanderies— 
one at Bonham in person—the other at Pittsburg, by proxy. 
He expresses his opinion that the new bodies will prove valuable 
additions to the Grand Commandery. 

Under decisions, the Grand Commander announces his in- 
terpretation of Templar law bearing upon several cases of 
interest. One of the questions passed upon and reported was 
the following: 


Is a member of a Commandery who stands suspended in his Lodge or 
Chapter or Commandery, for non-payment of dues, liable to his Com- 
mandery for dues during his suspension? 


The Grand Commander ruled that he was not thus liable— 
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that, being suspended from any cause by his Lodge or Chapter, 
and this fact certified to his Commandery, he stands suspended 
in this last-named body and consequently no dues can accrue 
against him. The Committee on Jurisprudence dissented from 
this ruling, but the Grand Commandery stood with the Grand 
Commander on this point and sustained hi interpretation of 
the law as against the opinion of the committee. All his other 
rulings were approved by Grand Commandery on recommen- 
dation of the Committee on Jurisprudence. His dispensations 
were also approved. Several were to authorize the receiving 
and balloting on petitions for the orders at the same Stated 
Conclave. “Grand Commander Harwood does not favor such 
hasty action, except in extraordinary cases. He says: 


Iam pleased to announce that requests for these dispensations have 
been fewer than usual. I have granted some, and refused others. In 
each instance granted, the requests were made either at a Stated or Special 
Conclave, and duly certified under the seal of the Commandery, as re- 
quired by Article 26 of our Code of Statutes, and the reasons for the re- 
quest met my judgment. Such dispensations are discouraged, and wiscly 
so, by the most competent critics of our administrations. I find, however, 
in actual practice, that the power is safely intrusted to the Grand Com- 
mander, and that, in this jurisdiction especially, cases arise where the good 
of the Order is conserved by issuing them. 


On the general question touching the powers of Grand 
Commanders there will doubtless be considerable sympathy 
with the views thus expressed. Perhaps Grand Commanders 
ought to have a wider scope of authority, but as the law stands 
this is the problem, can such dispensations be properly granted? 

Grand Commander Harwood expresses his views at some 
length in opposition to Knight Templar and Masonic Life 
Insurance Companies, “Our beloved Orders,” he says, “should 
stand aloof from any private business seeking the shelter of 
its name.” And so he uses very earnest words in advising the 
Sir Knights of Texas not to encourage the companies referred 
to: “As business ventures they may be safe; but through their 
names and methods they tend to efface the best traditions of 
our Orders.” 


By reports presented it appears that the receipts for the year 
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were $4,844.80; disbursements, $4,086.75; total cash on hand, 
$6,442.71; total membership, January, 1906, 3,483; net gain 
for the year, 279. 

The Grand Commandery adopted a resolution, with several 
preambles, bearing upon the subject of Knight Templar and 
Masonic Life Insurance Companies, presented in the Grand 
Commander’s address, and directed that the portion of his 
address treating of this matter, with the action of the Grand 
Commander, be printed as a special circular and a sufficient | 
number of copies sent out by the Grand Recorder 80 that each 
Sir Knight in the jurisdiction may have the desired information. 
The resolution passed reads as follows: 


Resolved, That the use of the name “ Knight Templar” in connection 
with any business or mercantile enterprise by the Sir Knights of this 
jurisdiction is unknightly and unlawful, and that any po Ee 
organized in other States using the name of “Knight Templar or E ‘a- 
sonic,” and soliciting business in this jurisdiction, has no connection with, 
authority from, nor recognition by, this Grand Commandery. 


The Annual Conclave was attended by all the Grand Officers, 
with a single exception, a goodly number of permanent mem- 
bers, including seven Past Grand Commanders, also representa~ 
tives from thirty-two constituent Commanderies. General 
Stoddard, Past Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, was 
unavoidably absent. He was expected to officiate at the ser- 
vice of installation. 

Grand Recorder John C. Kidd again furnishes the report on 
Correspondence. Frater Elgin is still disabled, and so the 
Grand Recorder writes the review. He says: 


Sir Elgin sends to all a courteous greeting. He has been much touched, 
as well as cheered, by the many acts of kindness and expressions of good 
feeling that have come to him during the year from Templars. He 
greatly regrets that he is deprived of the pleasure of working with the Tem- 
plars, as has been his habit since 1855. ‘i 

As a personal note, the present writer would say that he was made, by 
the statute, an ex-officio member of the Committee on Foreign pee 
spondence. Since that date, 1900, he has been, as it were, the third ye 
to a bicycle, nothing to do but send out the Proceedings and call for 
“copy.” The changes of the years have made it seem his duty to prepare 
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what has gone before. In discharging it we have weaved no chaplets of 
laurel for, or thrown bouquets of beautiful words to, the members of the 
Guild. It has been our endeavor to give such details of what and how 
others are doing as would enable the Templars of Texas to know some- 
thing of other jurisdictions 


Reviewing Massachusetts and Rhode Island (1905), he finds 
some things to which he takes exceptions. His rather severe 
strictures on the granting of certain dispensations are offset 
by his fairness in presenting the full report of the Jurisprudence 
Committee explaining and justifying such action on the part 
of Grand Commander Flanders. Brother Kidd accords to 
Grand Recorder Rowell a just meed of praise: 


Sir Benjamin W. Rowell, Grand Recorder, submitted his annual report. 
It covers twenty-two pages, and contains statistical tables of great interest 
and seldom attempted by Grand Recorders. Their range goes beyond 
what many of us try to keep. 


Marcus F. Mott, Galveston, was elected Grand Commander; 
John Kidd, Houston, was re-elected Grand Recorder; Robert 


M. Elgin, Houston, was re-appointed chairman of Committee 
on Correspondence. 


Vermont, 1906. 


There are twelve Commanderies, constituents of the Grand 
Commandery of Vermont, having a total membership, June 1, 
1906, of 2,177—a net gain of 95 for the year reported. 

These twelve Commanderies were represented by their of- 
ficers or proxies at the Sixty-Fourth Annual Conclave, held in 
Burlington, June 12, 1906. Eleven of the thirteen Grand 
Officers were present. There were also in attendance twenty- 
five permanent members. Eighteen Grand Representatives, 
including Sir George H. Gorman, representing Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island near the Grand Commandery of Vermont, 
answered to the call of their respective jurisdictions. Past 
Grand Commander Martin H. Rice, of Indiana, a native of 
Vermont, was an honored and welcome visitor. 

Grand Commander Charles A. Calderwood delivered a 
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thoughtful address. Referring to the San Francisco disaster, 
he enforced a timely lesson: 


The destruction of San Francisco stands almost without a parallel in 
history, and the soul is appalled at such stupendous ruin. As we consider 
the wonderful progress of our people during a century past, our hearts are 
prone to be lifted up with pride. Our unexampled material prosperity, 
our intellectual development, our mastery over the powers of nature, tend 
to a feeling of self-sufficiency. We build our cities broad upon the ground 
and high in the air, call them after our own names, and think they shall 
endure forever. The earth shudders, and in a moment the labors of a gener- 
ation topple: about our heads and are leveled with the ground. Where 
is our boasted strength? As the earth rocks to and fro, though for but a 
moment, how helpless and insignificant we are! Masonry strong and aie 
able, beams and bands of steel, are but as heaps of sand and withes of straw 
when Nature exhibits her tremendous power. From the experience of 
our unfortunate brethren we should learn lessons of deepest humility. 
Behind, around, and beneath is something mightier than man’s boasted 
strength. "Tis well to realize this and to listen with receptive hearts to 
the divine admonition, “Be still and know that I am God.”

He reports increasing regard for the Christmas observat 
He say 


In the Asylums of several Commanderies exercises of a literary. a 
religious character were held. This is a practice that I can not too highly 
commend. An address setting before our minds the ideals of our pro- 
fession is very helpful on almost any oceasion but is particularly appropriate, 
on Christmas or Ascension Day, those days of special prominence In the 
Templar calendar. 


He describes as every way successful the Montpelier field- 
day celebration, October 4, 1905, in which seven Comma 
were represented, and more than four hundred Sir Knights 
marched in line with other bodies. The occasion was the one- 
hundredth anniversary of the location of the State Capitol at 
Montpelier. 

He had granted but one dispensation. He had not been 
called to make any decisions. Of his own motion, however, 
he suggested the following question and asked the Jurisprudence 
Committee to express its opinion in relation thereto: 


A Sir Knight is under charges for non-payment of dues and at the trial 
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no evidence is introduced other than sustaining the charges—must the 
Sir Knights vote him guilty? 


The committee was disinclined to pass upon a hypothetical 
matter. It reported as follows: 


The committee doubt the advisability of passing upon a purely abstract 
proposition, like the one contained in the question, or attempting to lay 
down any rule as to how a Sir Knight shall vote in any supposed case. 
The Em. Commander of the Commandery is invested with power to take 
care of the interests of the Commandery, and there is the right of appeal to 
the Grand Commandery, where, with all the facts of the particular case 
before it, a decision can be reached that would be of value as a precedent, 
while an answer to this question would not. Your committee therefore 
make no further answer to the question. 


The Grand Treasurer reported total receipts, including 
balance, $2,266.11; disbursements, $882.49; balanc 
An appropriation of $100 was made for the California sufferers. 

Past Grand Commander Marsh O. Perkins is again the writer 
of the report on Correspondence. Reviewing our home 
jurisdiction, he uses gracious and complimentary words in 
referring to the centennial celebration in Boston, May 24, 
1905, and to the exercises, which, he says, “were fully in keeping 
with the dignity and importance of the occasion.” We grate- 
fully appreciate his kind notice of the historical address. 

Correspondent Perkins, in noticing the dispensations re- 
ported by Grand Commander Flanders, authorizing Command- 
eries to appear in Templar costume at public worship, remarks 
that such an exercise of the dispensing power is “ absolutely 
unnecessary.” Even so: but the superfluous is not unlawful. 

Concerning other dispensations he quotes from the report of 
the Jurisprudence Committee. He also excerpts from report 
of the same committee its conclusion in regard to the with- 
drawal of Boston Commandery from the Triennial parade in 
San Francisco. 

Elihu B. Taft, Burlington, was elected Grand Commander; 
Henry H. Ross, Burlington, was re-elected Grand Recorder; 
Marsh O. Perkins, Windsor, was re-appointed chairman of 
Committee on Correspondence. 
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VirGinia, 1905. 


Nineteen of the twenty-three constituent Commanderies 
were represented in the Highty-Third Annual Conclave, held at 
Richmond, October 26, 1905. All the Grand Officers were 
present and a goodly number of permanent members. Several 
distinguished visitors were duly received and heartily wel- 
comed. Among these honored guests of Grand Commandery 
was the Grand Captain General of the Grand Encampment, 
Sir Frank H. Thomas, who was present as acting inspector 
of the Grand Body. 

Grand Commander Frank W. Cunningham delivered a brief 
address setting forth the principal acts of his administration. 
He reports a new Commandery organized under dispensation at 
Clifton Forge. It y granted a charter, as recommended, 
under the name and title of Alleghany Commandery, No. 23. 

The condition of the Masonic Home of Virginia was reported 
as excellent. The school: at the Home had fifty-one pupils 
enrolled for the year covered by the report. 

Grand Recorder James B. Blanks, complimented by the 
Grand Commander for efficient service, presented his tenth 
annual report, from which we glean the following: number 
of constituent Commanderies, 23; total membership, 2,212; 
net gain for the year, 131. The annual salary of the Grand 
Recorder was increased to $600. 

The Grand Treasurer reported a balance on hand of $721.85. 

The business transacted was not of general interest. No 
report was presented by the Committee on Correspondence. 

Henry M. Boykin, Richmond, was elected Grand Com- 
mander; James B. Blanks, Petersburg, was re-elected Grand 
Recorder; James FE. Alexander, Alexandria, was re-appointed 
Correspondent. 


WasuineTon, 1905. 


Grand Commander Edwin W. Craven presided at the Hight- 
eenth Annual Conclave, held at Bellingham, June 21, TENE 
All the Grand Officers were present, also eight Past Grand 
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Masters and delegates from nine of the ten chartered Com- 
manderies. 

Past Grand Commander George H. Hill, Oregon, was wel- 
comed and received with due honors as the representative of 
Grand Master Geo. M. Moulton. 

Grand Commander Craven in his address reports the con- 
stituting of Palestine Commandery, No. 11. The organic life 
of this new body begins under favorable auspices. 

He had granted three dispensations—two of them authoriz- 
ing the balloting on petitions in less than statutory time, and 
one permitting a Commandery to attend divine service on 
Christmas day. He reported one official ruling, bearing upon 
the status of a Sir Knight dropped from the role of member- 
ship in his Chapter for non-payment of dues. The Grand Com- 
mander decided that the standing of the Sir Knight in the Com- 
mandery was not affected until his “voluntary non-affiliation 
for a period of six months” was established by the last-named 
body. The three dispensations and one decision were en- 
dorsed by Grand Commandery. 


Grand Commander Cravin reported the general prosperity of 
of the Order in Washington, but made the point that a better 
system of inspection was urgently required. He says: 


I believe that the time has come when this Grand Body should take some 
positive steps toward an inspection of each Commandery of the State. I 
know that in some there is great laxity in the care of the ritual, in matters 
of uniform, in the ceremonies of opening, of work and in drill. To be sure, 
these are only symbols and ceremonies, but laxity and carelessness in 
expression of symbol and ceremony indicates still greater laxity in the 
ideas which they symbolize; and, too, a careless state of mind which does 
not understand or which disregards symbols and ceremonies is a condition 
of mentality which will care little for the essential principles of the Order. 
A careful inspection will be a means of instruction and an incentive to 
more regular attendance, greater interest in the Conclaves, and an alert- 
ness to the performance of all duties, 


The recommendation went to a committee, but we find no 
report in relation to the matter. We quote the following from 
the closing words of the address: 
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No other secular institution professes to be governed by such exalted 
ideals as this. No other Order in our several communities is so capable of 
being the nucleus for fostering and preserving the State, the home, the 
schools, and the church, as that of Templarism, The citizens of the com- 
munity expect more of dignity, more of probity and of intelligence, of the 
Knight Templar than of other men, and it is for each of us to answer 
whether we have measured up to that expectation; whether we have re- 
ceived the benefits of the honor which acceptance into this Order has con- 
ferred upon us and have in return contributed our share to its strength and 
efficiency by improved and exemplary lives. 


The Grand Treasurer made a good showing. of the financial 
condition. The balance on hand was $2,671.75. The Grand 
Recorder reported that the total membership of the eleven 
constituent Commanderies was 1,057, being a net gain for 
the vear of 115. 

Grand Recorder Yancey C. Blalock, Correspondent, gives 
several pages in his report to Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 
Proceedings of 1904. His report is largely made up of clippings, 
but these show wise selection and arrangement, making evident 
as a whole the condition and doings of forty-four sister Grand 
Commanderies. Correspondent Blalock quotes the excellent 
review of the Proceedings of Grand Encampment, Triennial of 
1904, by Grand Recorder Miller, of Maryland, saying, “it covers 
the matter fully and better than we could.” 

Cornelius Driscoll, Renton, was elected Grand Commander; 
Yancey C. Blalock, Walla Walla, was again chosen Grand 
Recorder and chairman of Committee on Correspondence. 


Wisconsin, 1905. 


The Forty-Seventh Annual Conclave, held in the city of 
Milwaukee, October 10 and 11, 1905, was numerously attended. 
All the chartered Commanderies in the State, twenty-eight in 
number, were represented. With two exceptions, all the 
Grand Officers were in their respective positions at the opening 
ceremony. Grand Commander Charles H. Washburn presided. 

There was a parade on the first day of meeting, in which 450 
Knights in full Templar uniform took part, also an exhibition 
drill by Ivanhoe Commandery. In the evening there was an 


ate 
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exemplification of the work of the Order of the Temple by 
officers chosen for such service by the Inspector General. 
These officers were taken from different Commanderies, the 
ground of their selection being proficiency in the work. 

The Grand Commander’s address contained a succinct state- 
ment of his official acts. Under the head of dispensations 
he reported having authorized a Commandery to ballot on a 
petition the same night it was received, and under the head 
of dispensations refused he reported another case in which he 
had declined to authorize such as course of procedure. The 
Committee on Jurisprudence could not see that there was a 
“distinction with a difference “in the two cases, and reported 
as follows: 


Your committee do not feel that they would be justified in approving 
the dispensation which was granted to receive and ballot on a petition on 
the same evening, though it was to be at a Stated Conclave, especially as 
the Right Eminent Grand Commander gave very good and valid reasons for 
refusing dispensations to other Commanderies which also desired to receive 
and act on petitions on the same evening, some of them also being at their 
Stated Conclaves. We hereby approve the action of the Grand Command- 
er in all the cases wherein he refused to grand dispensations for various 
purposes, for the reasons he has assigned. 


The Grand Commandery sustained the Committee. 
Grand Commander Washburn announced his ruling in three 
cases where he had interpreted Templar law. His decisions 


were approved. He recommended a continuance of the pres- 
ent system of inspection, which has worked well under the effi- 
cient direction of Sir James E. Durgin, Inspector General. 

Grand Recorder Perry in his report stated the total mem- 
bership of the 28 Commanderies to be 3,596, being an iner 
of 69 for the year. Receipts were $3,589; disbursements, §$ 
851.38; balance $4,785.02. 

Wisconsin awards each year a beauseant to the Commandery 
making the largest percentage in gains as to efficiency accord- 
ing to the rating of the Inspector General. Hau Claire Com- 
mandery, No. 8, was the successful contestant in 1905. Sir 
Knight Alex. E. Matheson in presenting the prize delivered a

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brief but most appropriate address, from which we quote the 
following: 
Recognizing, as I do, the significance of the military features of our 
Order, | must give expression to my belief in the greater importance of the 
ritual work. If our Order exists for anything, it is for the purpose of 
making men purer, nobler, more generous, more patriotic, better in every 
way. The Commander who knights the kneeling candidate has failed 
sadly if he does not weleome a new Knight more devoted to Christian 
precept, with a profounder appreciation of Christ's power, and a firmer 
purpose in the midst of a busy and distracting life, to live and serve in the 
spirit of Christ. The Knight should be so impressed as to go to his abode 
deeply thoughtful and thoroughly alive to the significance of the admoni- 
tion, “ Be thou faithful unto death and I will give thee a crown of life.” 


The report on Correspondence by Sir Nathan C. Giffin is 
his initial work as Templar reviewer. He succeeds Frater 
Swain, who for many years has done excellent work in writing 
Correspondence reports, but who is forced to relinquish his 
reportorial pen by reason of physicial limitations. 

Correspondent Giffin reviews with evident care, although 
briefly, the Proceedings of forty-six Grand Commanderies—in 
quite a number of cases for two years. Massachussetts and 
Rhode Island, 1904, receives courteous notice. 

We quote his “Conclusion ”’: 


We have completed the task assigned us, not, however, in a very satis- 
factory manner to ourselves. It has been labor mingled with pleasure. 
It certainly is very interesting to review the Proceedings of the various 
jurisdictions. It, however, requires much time and sometimes a little 
patience. We have refrained, as a rule, from criticising the Proceedings of 
any of the jurisdictions which we have reviewed. We have come across 
some criticisms that seemed to be very much out of place and in which the 
critic laid himself open to more severe criticism than those whom he criti- 
cised. We trust that if this, our first report, has not much merit, it will 
do no harm. We have no doubt that those correspondents who have been 
in the habit of reading and enjoying Sir Knight Swain’s reports will be 
disappointed, but they will no doubt survive. 


Merton Herrick, Hudson, was elected Grand Commander; 
William W. Perry, Milwaukee, was re-elected Grand Recorder; 
Nathan C. Giffin, Fond du lac, was re-appointed Correspondent. 
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West Virernia, 1906. 


It was the Thirty-Second Annual Conclave which was held 
in the city of Clarksburg, May 9,1906. The Grand Commander, 
Sir Willard J. Rowland, presided. His associate Grand Officers 
were all present. Nine Past Grand Commanders and thirty- 
eight other permanent members were in attendance. Fourteen 
of the sixteen constituent Commanderies were represented. At 
the call of sister Grand jurisdictions there were twenty-one 
Responses. Sir W. W. Whyte responded for Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. 

The Grand Commander’s address indicates a diligent atten- 
tion to the administrative work .of his office. He had made 
many visits of inspection and had found the bodies to be in a 
generally satisfactory condition. 

He had granted but three dispensations. Two of these were 
to allow a Commandery escort to the Grand Lodge on a Masonic 
occasion, The other was to allow Wheeling Commandery to 
receive and ballot on two petitions, “waiving statutory time for 
the reasons that the Companions named would leave this juris- 
diction before the Regular Conclave of the Commandery.” 

The Grand Commandery does not appear to have taken any 
exception to the authorization thus given. 

The Grand Commander made a ruling pertaining to an 
“objection to the conferring of the Order of the Red Cross 
upon an elected candidate.” After referring to Title XXXVIT 
of the Constitution and Code of Statutes, Grand Encampment, 
affirming the validity of such objection, the Grand Commander 
decided, as did the Committee on Jurisprudence, “that a Com- 
mandery does not have the power to inquire into, or determine, 
the right of a member to make an objection;” and also: “that 
such objection would hold for the period of a rejection by ballot.” 

Reports of Grand Recorder and of Grand Treasurer show the 
following: number of Constituent Commanderies, 16; total 
membership 2,348; net gain for the year 170; receipts $2,- 
211.74; disbursements $2,257.50; amount in treasury, May 9, 
1906, $2,757.55. . 

Past Grand Commander W. W. Van Winkle furnishes his tenth 
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annual report on Correspondence. He gives liberal space to a 
review of our Grand Commandery Proceedings, 1905, and 
dwells at some length on the celebration of the “One Hun- 
dredth Anniversary,” as therein reported. The story told, he 
says, “is well worth perusal.” 


In his ‘Conclusion ” Correspondent Van Winkle has this to 
say: 


With all the fascination there is in reading the several reports reviewed 
and extracting from the mass the material and accepted interesting matter 
that is selected; appreciating the discriminating judgment we are required 
to exercise in making it readable, it isa great relief to us when the work is 
finished, the time of rest reached. A sense of doubt causes us to consider 
how it will be received—critically, doubtless—but charitably. i 


Trater Van Winkle declares that he has not the abundant 
leisure that it would seem one should have in doing most suc- 
cessfully the work of a Correspondent. Evidently he has busi- 
ness interests and duties which leave him but little unoccupied 
time. But how often it appears that the busy man renders 
excellent service, despite the limitations of which he is sadly 
conscious. And then a change of work is in itself a kind of rest. 
The man who is obliged to apply himself closely to his business 
or professional duties gets relief when he enters upon a different 
field of toil. He finds zest in using his thought and his pen on 
subjects that are outside the beaten track. Thus the writing 
of Correspondence reports may be both justified and enjoyed, 
even when such service is rendered by one who has no great 
amount of unoccupied time. 

Joseph Ruffner, Charleston, was elected Grand Commander; 
Francis E. Nichols, Fairmount, was re-elected Grand Recorder; 
Walling W. Van Winkle, Parkersburg, was re-appointed Cor- 
respondent. 


Wromine, 1906. 


The State of Wyoming covers a wide range of territory. 
There are difficulties attending the gathering of Templars at 
the Annual Conclave such as we who dwell in the older States 
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of lesser dimensions can scarcely estimate. Grand Recorder 
Parashall remarks, upon these points, as follows: 


Wyoming is, geographically speaking, a very large State. Its transpor- 
tation facilities are as yet limited. It or has until recently, five cents 
per mile to travel by rail and about ten cents by stage lines. In order to 
assemble the representatives of Subordinate Commande at one common 
point, the aggregate is very great. To illustrate—The Ninteeenth Annual 
Conclave met at Green River. To reach Green River the several Command- 
eries are obliged to travel the following distances: 


No. 1, Cheyenne to Green River and return, 616 miles by rail. 

No. 2, Rawlins to Green River and return, 268 miles by rail. 

No. 3, Laramie to Green River and return, 502 miles by rail. 

No. 4, Evanston to Green River and return, 200 miles by rail. 

No. 6, Sheridan to Green River and return, 1,486 miles by rail. 

No. 7, Lander to Green River and return, 200 miles by rail and 300 by 

stage. 
No. 8, Casper to Green River and return, 1,044 miles by rail. 


The expense of these trips is so great that the small Commanderies, 
remote from the Union Pacific railroad, have not heretofore been disposed 
to participate. Increased and improved facilities for travel are promised 
in the near future, and when provided, we doubt not that we will be able 
to show a corresponding improvement in attendance. 


Under such conditions and limitations it is gratifying to note 
the fact that six of the eight Commanderies which form the 
jurisdiction were represented in the Nineteenth Annual Con- 
clave, convened at Green River, April 4, 1906. 

Grand Commander George C. Rafter in his brief address, 
stated that because of the condition of his health he had made 
no official visitations. He reported the granting of two dispen- 
sations to allow balloting on petitions in less than the statutory 
time. He had not been asked to make any official rulings. 

The Grand Recorder gives the total enrollment of the eight 
Commanderies as 474—a net gain of 15 for the year covered by 
latest returns. Receipts for the year were $691.00; disburse- 
ments, $792.80; cash in treasury, $552.08. 

An historical paper by Sir Knight Robert Alexander was 
read. It is printed in full in the Proceedings. We copy and 
commend the following excerpt: 


ath. 
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Enough for us to know that our ancient namesakes and Brethren en- 
countered and succumbed before the onslaught of a tyrannical prince 
and a subservient priesthood; not in fair fight, but by treachery and sur- 
prise. Enough to know that in their conflicts with the infidel and their 
destroyers, ostensibly of their own faith, they have left us an heritage of 
constancy and fidelity richer than rubies and more precious than the 
diamond—a constant memorial which can not fail to be the greatest incen- 
tive to us to remain steadfast in the path of duty and rectitude. 


Action was taken looking to representation at Saratoga in 
July next. Each Commandery was asked to make a special 
contribution toward meeting necessary expenses. 

Grand Recorder Parshall presents a comprehensive report on 
Correspondence. It is his second production as Templar 
reviewer. If the Templars in Wyoming will read the hundred 
pages that comprise the report they must surely gain much infor- 
mation of what is transpiring in sister jurisdictions. Corre- 
pondent Parshall says this in his foreword, and we heartily 
endorse his statement. 

Reviewing Massachusetts and Rhode Island Proceedings, 
1905, he says of these printed transactions: “they come to us 
compiled in one large volume, in appearance and general make- 
up never surpassed for excellence within our RADE ES: and 
reflecting great credit upon Grand Recorder Rowell.” 

Conespendent Parshall writes kindly of the celebration of 
the one-hundredth anniversary of the organization of the 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. He 
notes the important matters passed upon at our last Annual 
Conclave. He copies the report of the Committee on Juris- 
prudence and quotes from report of your Correspondent. 

In his “Conclusion,” referring to the range of subjects that 
have received the touch of his reportorial pen, he has this to say: 


The general conditions prevailing in other jurisdictions, the decisions 
and interpretations of the statutes, and what is considered proper occa- 
sions for the exercise of the dispensing power by Grand Commanders in 
various parts of the country, where all acknowledge allegiance to the same 
Supreme Body and are governed by the same code of laws, have been 
thought to be matters of greatest importance and have claimed our princi- 
pal attention.

Granp ENcAMPMENT or THE UnirEp SraTEs. 


The Most Eminent Grand Master, Sir Knight George M. 
Moulton, under date of September 6, 1906, sends out a com- 
munication addressed to the members of the Grand Encamp- 
ment of Knights Templar. It makes a neat pamphlet of 
twenty-six printed pages and is entitled “Circular No. 2.” 
The Grand Master indicates the character and scope of the 
circular thus distributed by the words following: 


In pursuance of the plan formulated and put into execution one year 
ago, Thave the honor to present herewith a resume of what has transpired 
in the interim involving official action in the administration of the high 
office with which I have been entrusted, and referring to ‘Templar affairs 
of general interest which have come under my observation. 


Among the introductory statements of this important paper 
are two paragraphs of pleasant reading: 


Tranquillity reigns throughout the jurisdiction, harmony prevails, and 
our beloved Order still retains its pre-eminent position among the fraterni- 
ties of the world which attract the human heart and appeal to the minds of 
men. The Masons of our land continue to enlist in goodly numbers under 
our beauseants in the cause of truth, justice, and rational liberty. As val- 
iant soldiers of the cross they have engaged in the warfare of right against 
wrong and intelligence versus ignorance, which has ever been waged since 
the world begun and will ever continue until truth is ultimately victorious 
over error, and the reign of Immanuel shall be perfect and everlasting over 
the hearts of all men, with righteousness prevailing, love abounding, and 
charity abiding everywhere throughout the boundless realms of the uni- 
verse, 

The annual returns from Grand Commanderies and Commanderies 
directly subordinate to Grand Encampment show a present numerical 
strength of 163,510, the Grand Commandery of Pennsylvania leading with 
17,683 and Arizona with her 294 Sir Knights closing the column. During 
the year 12,262 recruits have been added to our ranks, showing an increase 
of eight per cent. over the preceding year. The net gain for the year in 
membership has been 8,003. af 
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Under “Obituary” Grand Master Moulton announces the 
taking away by death, during the last year, of thirty members | 
of Grand Encampment. He pays a merited tribute to the 
worth of Past Grand Commander Joseph W. Fellows, of New 
Hampshire, Chairman of the Committee on Jurisprudence, who 
had rendered long continued and notable service in the pro- 
motion of Templar interests. 

The Grand Master announces an exchange of representatives 
between the Chapter General of the Religious and Military 
Order of the Temple in Scotland and the Grand Encampment 
of Knights Templar of the United States of America. The 
Grand Master says: 


It was my great pleasure to recommend to the Chapter General of Scot- 
land the name of our well-beloved Frater, Samuel Crocker Lawrence, as their 
representative near the Grand Encampment, which recommendation, I 
am pleased to state, received a hearty acceptance, and the name of Sir 
Knight Lawrence so appears upon the official roster of the Chapter General. 
Upon their recommendation it was my esteemed privilege to issue a com- 
mission to Sir Knight James 'Todd Stewart, G. C. T., as the representative of 
our Grand Encampment near the Chapter General of Scotland. The 
formal approval of the Grand Encampment is requested of this action. 


The finances of the Grand Encampment continue in an ex- 
cellent condition. The permanent fund amounts to $33,744.35; 
the general fund to $29,927.40. These figures are based on 
reports to July 1, 1906. 

The Grand Master summarizes the action taken by the 
Trustees, under the articles of incorporation, in framing a code 
of by-laws, electing officers, and establishing the permanent 
fund. The board as now organized consists of Grand Master 
George. M. Moulton, President; H. Wales Lines, Treasurer; 
Samuel C. Lawrence, Secretary; the other two members being 
Past Grand Master Reuben H. Lloyd and Past Grand Master 
Warren La Rue Thomas. 

Under the heading of ‘‘ Knights Templar Emergency Fund” 
an interesting statement is made as to the condition of this 
fund, so much of which had been devoted to relieve distress 
occasioned by the disastrous flood in Galveston, Texas, in the 
year 1900. It appears that the sum of $16,018.36 was placed 
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in the hands of the Templar Relief Committee for such use, of 
which there was an unexpected balance in the hands of the 
committee amounting to $3,440.35. This balance, by order 
of the Grand Master, has now been placed to the credit of the 
Grand Encampment Emergency Fund. 

Grand Master Moulton reports the prompt action taken by 
him to enlist and direct the practical help of Templars toward 
the sufferers by the Pacific coast earthquake and San Francisco 
fire. He announces the generous response made and the sub- 
stantial aid rendered by Grand Commanderies and local Com- 
manderies in all parts of the country, and notes with apprecia- 
tive words the contributions of English and Canadian Templars 
for the same beneficent purpose. He also includes in Circular 
No. 2 a report made to him by Sir Knight W. Frank Pierce, of 
San Francisco, Grand Junior Warden of the Grand Encamp- 
ment, showing in detail the contributions received and setting 
forth the manner of procedure in distributing the same. The 
total contributions thus reported by Sir Knight Pierce under 
date of July 3, 1906, amounted to $47,157.15. 

The following excerpt indicates the views of the Grand Master 


as to the use of the contributions, He advocates a broadly 
beneficent policy, as follows: 


The question raised as to whether or not the Templar contributions 
should be restricted to Knights Templar and those immediately dependent 
upon them, or be placed in a General Masonic Relief Fund, was one which 
I did not feel authorized to pass upon conclusively, and therefore submitted 
the Proposition to the several contributing sources. The V. E. Grand 
Junior Warden has since advised me that, with the exception of Maine and 
Texas, instruction had been received, which in effect were to place the 
contributions received in the custody of the General Masonic Relief Board 
(of which our V. E. Grand Junior Warden is, President) to be disbursed 
according to its judgment. 

It was the original intention and undoubtedly the general understanding 
that the contributions forwarded were to be used for the relief of Knights 
Templar and those dependent upon them. It would seem, however, that 
this would be a narrow and selfish dispensation of our beneficence. ‘Tem- 
plary charges its votaries to protect the innocent maiden, destitute widow, 
and helpless orphan, but there is nothing in our vows which limits these 
wards of our valiant and magnanimous Order to the ties of family relation- 
ship with Knights Templar. Masonry and Templary are indissolubly 
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linked together, and while all Masons are not Templars, certainly all Tem- 
plars are Masons, and the ties of our Fraternity should be far reaching 
enough to include and embrace the source of our origin as Templars and 
the mantle of our charity as Templars should spread over the Institution 
which made possible our Templar existence. 


Interesting references are made to the condition and activities 
of the recently formed Commanderies, stationed respectively 
at Park City, Utah, and at the City of Mexico. Both organiza- 
tions seem to be flourishing. Undoubtedly the Grand Encamp- 
ment, at its next Triennial Conclave, will be asked to grant a 
charter to each of these Bodies. ' 

Under “Jurisprudence” the Grand Master expresses his 
opinion that questions of Templar law and procedure ought 
primarily to be passed upon by the Grand Commander of the 
jurisdiction within which such questions arise. And then fol- 
lows a second timely statement, as follows: 


It is equally plain to my mind that there would be an impropriety in 
the Grand Master rendering a decision informally in advance upon @ 
question or proposition liable to come before him on appeal as being at 
variance with the decision of the R. E. Grand Commander. 


The Grand Master presents three official rulings made by 
him during the past year: 


I. 


It would not be proper or lawful for a Grand Commander to authorize 
a Commandery to hold a Conclave in any other town or city than that 
named as its location in its charter. 

The foregoing was transmitted to the R. E. Grand Commander of Ala- 
bama. The following were transmitted to the Eminent Commanders of 
Commanderies directly subordinate to the Grand Encampment. 


II. 


Wherever a Commandery appears in public as a Templar organization 
the Sir Knights should be in Templar uniform according to the regulations 
of the jurisdiction in which the Commandery is stationed. Side arms are 
an essential part of the Templar uniform, and should be worn on all oc- 
casions of ceremony in which the Commandery participates, or by a Knight 
Templar when on duty under orders. 
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I. 


Commanderies can not engage in any services on Sunday other than 
devotional or burial service. 


In calling attention to the Thirtieth Triennial Conclave Grand 
Master Moulton has this to say: 


Only ten months now remain before the Grand Encampment will con- 
vene in its Thirtieth Triennial Conclave at Saratoga, New York. The 
chairman of the Triennial Committee representing ‘the Grand Command- 
ery of New York, who is likewise our honored V. E. Grand Senior Warden 
Sir Knight Arthur MacArthur, advises me under recent date to the effect 
that matters are progressing favorably towards preparing for the reception 
care, and entertainment of all Sir Knights who are expected to attend. 
eee actively at work in all branches of the work. The 

ommittee on Parades and Drills have promulgated regulations for ¢ 
competitive exhibition drill. A line of ital for i en eatane het 
been determined, and every feature which has heretofore characterized 
these notable Templar gatherings is receiving attention in an effective 
manner, : 

The advices received by the committee indicate a large attendance, with 
every quarter of our broad jurisdiction represented. Our V. E. Grand 
Generalissimo, as chairman of the Grand Encampment Triennial Com- 
mittee, has been untiring in providing for the comfort and enjoyment of 
the members of the Grand Encampment, being in constant touch with the 
New York committee. There is every reason to expect that the Thirtieth 
Triennial Conclave will be one of the most brilliant and enjoyable of any in 
our past history. . 


The last page of the pamphlet, “Circular No. 2,” is devoted 
to a summary of returns of Grand Commanderies for the year 
1906, compiled by Sir Knight John A, Gerow, Grand Recorder 
of the Grand Encampment. The figures show the progress 
of our cherished Order. They are, in some sense, the sign and 
attestation of the wise and careful administration of the Most 
Eminent Grand Master, George M. Moulton. 


CONCLUSION. 
In submitting this report to the members of the Grand Com- 


mandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island your Correspond- 
ent desires to state that all the printed transactions of Grand 


~~ 
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Commanderies, received by him during the year ending October 
1, 1906, have been reviewed. The whole field would be covered 
were it not for the absence of South Dakota and Pennsylvania. 
Much to his regret, the Proceedings of these jurisdictions were 
lacking at the time of printing this report. 

Included in the present review are Canada, England and 
Wales, and the Grand Encampment of the United States. 
Under the last-named heading your reviewer has given a sum- 
mary of “Circular No. 2,” sent out by the Grand Master and - 
addressed to the members of the National Body. 

In preparing this report your Correspondent has given care- 
ful examination to nearly fifty pamphlets, some of them sub- 
stantial volumes, and has exercised his judgment on the abun- 
dant material presented in the way of analysis and selection. 
His purpose has been to set forth the conditions and activities 
of organized Templary so that the readers of this paper might 
more clearly apprehend the status of our Order in the various 
jurisdictions and be able to compare the doings of one section 
with another, He has also sought to show some of the various 
forms in which Masonic and Templar principles have found 
application. 

It is pleasant to do the work of a Templar Correspondent 
at the present time. The advancement of the Templar Order 
in prestige and power can not be gainsaid. Its gain in ma- 
terial resources, its increase of members, its growing influence 
in the communities where it has been established, are facts not 
to be gainsaid. And still more gratifying is it to remark on 
the trend of Masonic Templary toward light and liberty, and 
to emphasize its message and mission for human good. a 

With conditions so favorable, with the outlook so promising, 
there are less subjects for comment than in former years. 
Certainly there are fewer topics to provoke controversy. Re- 
viewers are not called upon to range themselves on the one side 
or the other of any vital issues. Their occupation is not gone; 
but the conditions in the Templar world to-day do not seem to 
require so much of the aggressive and critical spirit as was once 
deemed essential to the proper equipment of a writer on Corre- 
spondence. 
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True, some questions are still open for argument and settle- 
ment. There are interesting and conflicting theories as to the 
evolution of the modern Templar Order, and, also, as to the 
origin of the Grand Encampment. Certain matters pertaining 
to Templar law and ceremony still invite discussion. There 
are questions of order and procedure, of philology and nomen- 
clature, as well as some questions of administration, which re- 
quire attention. But these open questions are not deeply 
exciting. They are not of absorbing interest, albeit some of 
them are important. They can wait the discriminating and 
just judgment of rightful authority. 

Your Correspondent submits his work to a friendly court— 
to his Brethren in the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island—and he rejoices with his esteemed associates, 
and with all the Templars of this jurisdiction, in what is the 
auspicious condition of affairs in our home field. May present 
prosperity and harmony long continue! 

The present writer is not unmindful, however, of the broader 
lines of fellowship which extend throughout the length and 
breadth of the Templar communion. He writes the closing 
words of this paper having in mind friends and co-workers in 
all the jurisdictions, and he has a kindly thought for his fellow 
reviewers, whose work is so much to their praise. He sends 
greeting to these and to all, rejoicing that fraternal feeling 
Counts for so much when we make up the ingredients of human 
happiness, 

Fraternity is a word of blessed and far-reaching import. 
It means vastly more now than it did formerly. Plato argued 
that the limits of a possible fraternity were about four thousand 
select souls. The lines have been broadened since the time the 
great philosopher lived and taught. Now there are fraternal 
orders including tens of thousands of members, whose fellowship 
is very close and sweet. Bless God for Masonic and Templar 
ties so strong; for friendly and fraternal relations, thus estab- 
lished, out of which comes so much of the inspiration and zest 
of present living. 

And beyond, extending to wider ranges of human thought and 
help, is that one great Brotherhood, in behalf of which comes 
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the forceful appeal for “the Parliament of Man—the federation 
of the world.” And so, in the last analysis, Fraternity, as set 
forth in the law and life of Christ, takes in the whole human 
world. It affirms that broadest brotherliness of feeling—that 
most extended philanthropy—which are logically implied in a 
common Fatherhood. 

Templary, born out of Christianity, identified so closely by 
word and symbol with the crucified and risen Savior, can not 
reject this widest stretch of the spirit and touch of fraternity. 
Its call is to a chivalrous service for love’s sake and for human- 
ity’s sake.
